Its not the gift-giving we dread; not poking 
through pretty things and curiousities; not even 
gleefully spending every lust cent in our pockets in 
a decidedly un-sensfble but satisfying spree. 

It’s hunting through dozens of stores, sifting 
through thousands of offerings, spending hour upon 
hour in a crowd of people who have become equally 
tired and grumpy searching for the perfect gill. 

But there is an alternative — close to home, 
manageable, cozy and familiar: shopping in Win¬ 
chester Center. 

On a recent stroll through the center, we found 
gifts under $10, unique gifts and gifts that qualify as 
ultimate splurges as well as enough other items 
to make it possible to do nearly all the shopping 
anyone could need. 

This is hardly a comprehensive listing just a few ideas we came upon 
while browsing downtown. 

Gifts Under $10 

If you think everything in the center is high-priced, look again. One of the 
things we sought was items under $10 that would make suitable presents. 

We found plenty for kids to give parents and grandparents, and some items 
for kids that should not be overlooked, either. 

Child's had a nail manicure set. a nylon wallet, packages of all-cotton 
handerchiefs, men's socks and a hand-held flashlight, ranging from $8.50 to $8. 

Dress Unique by Teresa had wooden and metal costume jewelry, leg 
warmers, and leather belts ranging from So to $6. 

Robert’s Candies had solid chocolate Christmas cards for under $5, and 
sugar-free hard candies at $4.50 a pound — a boon to dieters, and a perfect 
gift for a teenager with braces and a sweet tooth. 

Joken Cards had a collection of large jigsaw puzzles — the type you start 
on a table, and add to every time you walk by — including a map of the con¬ 
stellations and a geometric pattern, under $8. 

They also had a car-window scraper, with a fake 
fur mitt attached, to prevent the frozen fingers New 
Englanders know so well, for $7. 

Winchester Jewelers Ltd. has $0 china mugs 
designed to keep the coffee warm while presents are 
opened — they have their own lids. 

Eastern Billiards Supply has pool cue sticks for 
$7 and dart sets beginning at $8. 

Henderson’s Stationers has cassette recordings of 
classic radio shows (Burns and Allen, Superman, 
comedian Fred Allen and famous bloopers, to men¬ 
tion a few > for under $8. and jigsaw puzzles that start 
at $6, including one of Cracker Jacks that declares, 

“Prize Included.” 

Simms II Jewelers stocks earrings and pendants 
in the $10 range, and "ID bracelets” from $7 up. 

The Praying Mantis had handmade Christmas or¬ 
naments under $5, including a bride-and-groom and 
baby-in-cradle “first Christmas” pieces, and a gold- 
plated golf ball, at $4.50, for the golfer with 
everything. 

Woolworth’s still carries some of the classics: a 
bag of marbles for 99 cents, a paddleball, jump rope and jacks set for $2. They 
also had brand name toys < like a See'N’Say for $9) that fit the bargain-hunter’s 
budget. 

Winchester Appliance has albums under $9. cassettes under $7, harmonicas 
under $5, and sheet music under $8. 

Several of the specialty food stores in town had holiday foods that would 
make fine gifts, and all the florists in town had poinsettia plants, beautifully 
foiled and ribboned, that would fall under the $10 limit. 

Unique Gifts 

There’s no need to be boring and give the same old thing for Christmas 
(although being able to count on pajamas from grandma is worth something 
to recipients, too.) We found something new and different to fit almost any

Boston s Harbor Cleanup Woes 
Could Hold Up Local Construction

The legislature, Attorney General, 
the Metropolitan District Commis¬ 
sion. the Environmental Protection 
Agency and a state Superior Court 
judge are playing out a hand of 
political poker with proposals to clean 
up Boston Harbor 

And the money in the pot they’re 
playing with belongs to the residents 
in the 51 communities that now 
receive water and sewer service from 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
(MDC). 

Local officials are waiting anx¬ 
iously to see how big the ante is go¬ 
ing to be. But even though it's their 
money, they don’t hold any ol the 
cards; they can only look over the 
shoulders of the other players. 

There’s no question water and 
sewer costs for the 51 communities 
are going up: whatever happens, the 
MDC sewer system is going to be 
repaired, and residents will pay part 
or all of the $8 billion cost. 

But the fees local residents pay for 
water and sewer service could more 
than double in the next five years 


or quadruple in one year, depending 
upon how the hand is played 

If the legislature passes a bill now 
before the House, creating a new 
regional authority to handle water 
and sewer service for the MDC 
district, rates will rise, according to 
observers. 

But not as drastically as they will 
if state Superior Court Judge Paul 
Garrity loses patience with the 
lawmakers’ inaction, and puts the 
MDC sewer system under court con¬ 
trol — a receivership. 

That could cause homeowners' 
sewer bills to skyrocket, because the 
court has no authority to issue bonds 
to spread out the costs of rebuilding 
sewage lines and treatment plants 
Garrity explained. 

The new authority would have the 
power to issue bonds and apply for 
state and federal grants to aid in the 
costs of doing the cleanup and repair 
work ordered by the judge. 

But, at press time, the legislature 
still hadn't taken up the water and 
sewer bill and hearings on whether 
to place the system in a court- 


administered receivership were con¬ 
tinuing

It could lx* disastrous for local 
treasuries if the state treats Garrity's 
actions as a bluff : he is the only judge 
in state history to impose receiver¬ 
ship on a public agency. the Boston 
Housing Authority. 

But Rep. John Cusack <D . Arl¬ 
ington), author ol the Water 
Resources Authority bill now before 
the House, said Tuesday night he is 
confident the judge will give the 
legislature time to finish debating the 
controversial education bill, and take 
up Cusack’s bill on Monday 

'I ve had support from com 
munities outside the district for the 
bill, and from environmental groups 
all over the state; now I just need it 
in the district. Cusack said. I don’t 
believe it will go into receivership 
with 180 members voting. I really 
can't count more than 80 votes against 


it ” 

Arlington Selectman Charles 
Lyons is chairman ol an ad hoc group 
of local officials who worked on 
Cusack's draft ol the bill and endors 
ed it Tuesday night, lie agreed that 
the measure will pass. 

Alan Macdonald, a Winchester 
Selectman whose work as an attorney 
for General Electric puts him in fro 
quent contact with legislators, fell 
‘there is a very high probability this 
will pass, and there will be no 
receivership 

But this game of political poker is 
still being played with the intensity ol 
gamblers who believe they hold a win 
mug hand 

Last Thursday, indicating frustra 
lion after 14 months of waiting for ac¬ 
tion by the administration and 
legislature. Garrity ordered a ban on 
new sewer connections and sewer line 
extensions in the MDC district - vir 
tually halting all construction 

That ban. made retroactive to 
June 1988 tli(‘ date of his original in 
junction in the Quincy suit could 
halt billions ol dollars in housing and 


business construction 

The order affects any structure 
that contributes 2.000 gallons of fluids 
a day to the sewage system which 
includes most business property, 
apartments, condominiums, and 
about 90 percent of all single family 
homes built m Massachusetts, 
according to the Garen Bresniek ol 
the Home Builders Assn. 

In Arlington. Belmont and Win¬ 
chester. m the last three months 
alone. some$l 8 million in home con¬ 
struction could be alfected. Bresniek 
said. 

Future construction, like the elder¬ 
ly housing that Belmont hopes to 
build, or the subsidized family hous¬ 
ing Winchester is considering, could 
be stopped. 

Housing construction, like the 
townhousos being built on I J up|x?r Hill 
dr. m Winchester or the housing pro¬ 
posed for Arlington's Summer and 
King st. area could also grind to a 
halt.

Town Readies 
Its Defense In 


Alleged Abuse

Schools officials are expected to 
tell Town Counsel Douglas Randall by 
Friday their version of an alleged 
child abuse incident which has spur¬ 
red a $100,000 suit against the town. 

On Monday. Selectmen met in ex¬ 
ecutive session with Randall to 
discuss the suit which charges that a 
gym teacher mistreated a special 
needs youngster 

According to Selectmen Chairman 
Mark A Iximbardi, the hoard wanted 
to know why the town was sued in¬ 
stead of the Lincoln School gym 
teacher involved in the alleged inci¬ 
dent. School officials have declined to 
release the name of the teacher 

Under Massachusetts law 
municipal employees are exempt 
from suit in certain circumstances 
when their actions cause injury. 

School Supt. Charles Mitsakos has 
been directed to report the school’s 
version of the case to Randall, accor¬ 
ding to Lombardi. 

()f the executive session. Lombar¬ 
di said, “All we could gather from it 
is they are suing the town for 
$100,0(H).” 

Mitsakos, meanwhile, lias made 
little comment on the incident. On 
Tuesday, he said,“We arc going to 
respond to the request for information 


so that Town Counsel Doug Randall 
will lie able to prepare his response.” 

Mitsakos said he expected to have 
his report ready for Randall by the 
end of the week. He refused further 
comment until the report is released. 

The suit filed in Middlesex 
Superior Court on Nov. 9. charges that 
Robert F O’Brien, a fifth grade 
special needs student, suffered 
“severe and debilitating physical in¬ 
juries" March 2 due to the negligence 
of a Lincoln School gym teacher. 

The town, which has 20 days to res¬ 
pond to the allegations, received the 
legal complaint on Nov. 27. 

The suit claims that the gym 
teacher picked up the boy by the 
“ankles and or legs,” and stood him 
on Ins head Hi* was “forced" to stay 
m that position, which was beyond his 
physical limitations, according to the 
suit He was then dropped onto the 
floor, the suit charges. 

Further, according to the 
O’Briens’ attorney, John G. 
McNamara, the youngster was 
denied medical attention, although he 
complained of neck and shoulder in¬ 
juries. 

The suit also claims that O’Brien 
suffered emotional distress as well as 
physical injuries and disabilities 
which could be irreversible. 


MBTA Favors 


Loop Sale Plan

The town is nearing the day when 
the 10-acre “Woburn Loop ” can be put 
up for sale. The bargaining will take 
place once the town buys the proper 
ty a move that appears imminent. 

After the Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority (MBTA) 
buckled under to Winchester 
demands, Selectmen approved a 
revised agreement to buy the Loop on 
Monday night 

Pending the MBTA's final OK. 
Winchester will purchase the tract of 
land for $110,175. The Loop, an aban¬ 
doned railroad bed. runs along Main 
st from Skillings rd. to the Woburn 
line. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
who has taken charge of negotiations 
for several months, said he expects 
the MBTA to finalize the sale within 
the week. 

At the Nov. 21) Selectmen’s 
meeting, the board rejected the 
preliminary agreement and ordered 
Randall to negotiate with the MBTA 
on several points. 

The board requested and seems 
to have won the following 
revisions. 


• The MBTA will install and 
maintain a “bumping [Hist,” design¬ 
ed to keep train cars from running off 
the track. The previous agreement 
said the town would have been 
responsible for maintena.nce in¬ 
definitely. 

Selectmen Chairman Mark Lom¬ 
bardi said the revision frees the town 
from liabilites. “If there was a pro¬ 
blem. they < the MBTA > could say we 
didn’t maintain it.” he said. “This 
way. it s a much cleaner deal for the 
town.” 

• The new deed sets a $2,(KM) ceil¬ 
ing on the amount the town will pay 
for the bumping post. The old draft 
did not specify a price ceiling. 

• The final draft also gives the 
M’l’BA a June 80, 1985, deadline to 
remove rails and ties from the pro¬ 
perty. The previous deed set no time 
limit on the clean-up. 

The agreement also says the town 
will tear down the bridge at the in¬ 
tersection of Lake st. and Skillings rd 
That section of the deed was un¬ 
changed.

Winchester Heisman: 
Joe ‘The Jet’ Bellino

.Joseph M. Bellino, a star 
running back for Winchester 
High School in the late 1950’s, 
became the answer to one less 
trivia question Saturday 
night. 

He had been New 
England’s most recent reci¬ 
pient of a Heisman Trophy 
given to America’s best col¬ 
lege football player until the 
Downtown Athletic Club of 
New York handed Doug 
Flutie of Natick a copy of the 
25-pound statue. 

Like Flutie, Bellino stands 
5 feet, 9 inches tall, and both 
‘‘little men” stood well above 
their competition in ability 
“Your size is judged by 
your performance,’’ said 
former Navy and Temple 
University football coach 


Wayne Hardin from his 
Philadelphia home. “Size is 
what you accomplish. He 
(Bellino) was a very big man. 
He was the best football 
player in America at the 
time.” 

Hardin served as head 
coach at Navy during 
Bellino’s Academy years, in¬ 
cluding the i960 season when 
the Winchester native won 
college football’s most 
prestigious award. At that 
time, Bellino, who played 
halfback, topped such Na¬ 
tional Football League greats 
as Bill Kilmer (in fifth place) 
by a 1793 to 280 point margin. 
Bellino’s closest competitor 
was Tom Brown of the 
University of Minnesota who 
received 731 points.

A pregnant mother and two tod 
dlers narrowly escaped serious in jury 
Friday at 4:57 p.m. when they were 
struck by a car as they crossed 
through heavy traffic on Cambridge 
st. 

Kathleen Kennedy, 32. who broke 
her leg and suffered pelvic bone 
damage, was listed in satisfacton 
condition at Beth Israel Hospital in 
Boston. Her husband. Michael Ken 
nedy. said Monday that it is believed 
her unborn child was unharmed. 

The couple’s 3-year-old daughter. 
Kaitlin, suffered cuts and bruises. She 
was treated and released from Choate 
Hospital in Woburn on Saturday. 


The toddler’s companion. 3-year- 
old Kate Gerry of Andover, sustain¬ 
ed a broken leg in the accident. She 
was treated at Children’s Hospital in 
Boston and was released on Monday. 

The 79-year-old driver of the car. 
Aram Johnian of Hillside ave., was 
not charged in the incident. 

According to police. Johnian said 
after the accident that he had applied 
his car brakes when he saw 
“something in the middle ol the 
road.” Police determined from the 
skid marks that Johnian was driving 
at about 31 miles per hour. The speed 
limit on that stretch of Cambridge st 
is 35 miles per hour

Meals On Wheels Program 
Needs Drivers To Volunteer 


The Winchester Meals-on-Wheels 
program needs drivers from 11 to 
12: Ru Monday through Friday to 
deliver meals from Winchester 
Hospital to people who cannot 
prepare meals themselves. Residents 
who have a little time to help elderly 
and incapicitated neighbors should 
call Marilyn Georgis. Winchester 
Meals-on-Wheels Coordinator, form 9 
to 11 a m or from 1 to 2 p m. at 
729-4846. 

Drivers are urgently needed 
because the Meals-on-Wheels pro¬ 
gram hopes to expand this year to 
meet the increased need for its ser¬ 
vices. Currently, the EnKa Society 
provides drivers two days a week and 
Church Women United coordinates 
drivers one day a week. In addition, 
many individuals volunteer their 
time. 

Eight more drivers are currently 
needed ona once-a-month basis, and 
five more weekly drivers will be need¬ 
ed to expand. Meals-on-Wheels hopes 


that other Winchester organizations 
will sponsor a route once a week, and 
needs and welcomes individual 
drivers. 

Winchester Hospital also 
volunteers a major component of 
Meals-on-W'heels, the preparation and 
packaging of the hot dinner and cold 
supper provided daily. Under the 
direction of a staff dietitian, medical 
recommendations as well as personal 
preferences can be accommodated. 

The recipient pays only for the cost 
of the food, currently $18 per week. 
Now that the hospital has an enlarg¬ 
ed and newly-renovated kitchen 
facility, the hospital is able to prepare 
additional meals. 

Many other Winchester organiza¬ 
tions also support Meals-on-Wheels, 
which operates on a budget of less 
than $(>,ooo per year. Donations have 
been received this year from United 
Methodist Women, Winchester 
Rotary club, Women’s Alliance 
Unitarian. Second Cngregational 


Church, McCarthy Foundation, 
Women's Alliance of the First Con¬ 
gregational Church. 4th District Court 
of Eastern Middlesex. Schrafft 
Charitable Trust, and Women of 
Epiphany.

Town Meeting put a good bit of 
money into the renovation of the 
downtown to boost business; the mer¬ 
chants are making a strong effort to 
attract shoppers. 

Now it’s time for residents to do 
their part, and take a look at what 
local businesses have to offer. If they 
don’t stand up to the competition from 


other business areas, so l>e it but 
here’s one thrifty New Englander who 
bets they will. 


For the sake of those who’ve ask¬ 
ed about the name of this column, 
we’ll share a little history J When the 
town was founded in 1850, a number 
of names were considered: Harmony, 
Linden, Alton, Winthrop, Wyoming, 
Mystic, Sheffield. South Woburn, 
Waterville and Columbus. The 
citizens of the new community were 
looking for something that sounded 
pleasing and looked distinctive 

When someone suggested the town 
lx? named after Col. William P. Win¬ 
chester, a wealthy Boston merchant 
and an officer of an elite volunteer 
regiment, the Independent Company 
of Cadets, it was quickly approved. 

The colonel, flattered, sent the 
town a gift of $3,000 — as much as the 
town’s total tax levy at the time — as 
a token of appreciation. It was used 
to establish Wildwood Cemetery. 

The colonel himself died before he 
could visit the town, but his son, 
Thomas, sent Winchester a silver 
bowl and a portrait of his father, 
which may be seen at the town 


library. 

The engraving of Colonel Win¬ 
chester used at the top of the column 
is taken from the cover of a piece of 
music, “The Winchester Quick Step,’’ 
dedicated to him by his cadets. (And, 
by the way, the spelling we use is in¬ 
tentional.)

‘Reach For The Peach’ Drive Still Lacks $10,000 For Georgia Jaunt 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Reach for the peach! Reach for 
the peach! 

The rallying cry has been heard 
around Winchester ever since official 
notification was received that the 
Winchester High School Marching 
Band had successfully competed for 
participation in the New Years Eve 
Peach Bowl Festival in Atlanta. 

Our band is not in Atlanta yet, and 
there is a nagging question in the back 
of some minds, “Will our band really 
be able to go'. ; ,, What brings forth this 
apprehension'.’ The same thing that 
often plagues so many worthwhile 
community projects -- funds. 

With a goal of close to $100,000 
needed to send the 185 Band Tuinblet- 
tes, Cheerleaders, Flag Corps, and 
Rifle Squad students to the Peach 
Bowl, they still have $10,000 to go; and 
the total amount is needed by Dec. 15 
to ensure that our band will be able 
to go 

The band is now turning to the 
Winchester community at large and 
asking lor you to help in making this 
trip possible. They urgently need you 


to help them grab for that highest ana 
sweetest peach. 

What an honor for the students in 
the band, for the Band Director 
Priscilla Miller and her associates 
John Hackett and Bernie Boyle, and 
for the town of Winchester as well to 
have been selected for this trip! The 
support and encouragement of this 
high school group by the School Com¬ 
mittee over the years, recognizing it 
as an important element of the educa¬ 
tional system of the high school (not 
to mention the committee’s support of 
the “feeder system’’ of instrumental 
music instruction in the elementary 
and junior high schools) is now bring¬ 
ing the Town national recognition in 
a new area. 

The long hours of practice by the 
students in the band, and the almost 
limitless patience of the parents en¬ 
during the “tweets’’ and “umpahs”, 
as well as the cartwheels across the 
livingroom, - and those (5:30 a.m. field 
practices - are now paying off. 

Paying off and paying up, 
however, are two different things. 
Since early in September, the Friends 


of the Music Dept., and the Band 
students themselves, have been work¬ 
ing - scheming, plotting, cajoling, and 
sweating - to raise the money needed 
to get to Atlanta. 

Half the needed funds have come 
from the students and their families 
themselves. To raise the other half, 
many projects have been undertaken. 
On a voluntary basis, the band has 
sold cheese and sausage, to add $3,500 
to the fund. (One student sold $850 
worth of sausage by himself. What a 
salesman!) A group of parents (and 
some non-parents as well) undertook 
the sale of Sachem painters hats 
items so pedestrian as to be truly 
camp to help with the effort. 

The Saturday auction featured not 
only specific items for sale, but also 
services of many band members 
themselves to rake leaves, serve and 
entertain at parties, tutor, etc. 
Weekends at vacation homes, tickets 
for a wide variety of sports and 
cultural events, and even the offer of 
the proceeds from the sale of a used 
Volkswagen, collectively added $4,200 
to the coffers. 


The champagne reception, now a 
traditional fundraiser for the band, 
was highly successful. Ticket sales 
plus sponsor contributions realized 
$13,500 toward the goal. Donations 
continue to come in from many dif¬ 
ferent sources to bring the WHS 
Peach Bowl Fund to within $10,000 of 
its goal. 

Efforts have not yet stopped, for 
that last $10,000 is still elusively just 
beyond reach. Band members (and 
their parents) are selling tickets for 
a 1985 Ford Escort automobile, made 
available by Bonnell Motors. A 
business office computer from Wang 
Computer Co. is being promoted 
through a silent auction. 

All these efforts are being done 
with a spirit of enthusiasm and pride 
by the Band members, their parents, 
and many others who udnerstand that 
this opportunity for the students real¬ 
ly is an award for the tow-n of Win¬ 
chester. 

Many service clubs and charitable 
agencies have stepped forward to 
help - but not all. A few businesses and 


merchants (including some from out¬ 
side of Winchester) have risen to the 
occasion and made valuable contribu¬ 
tions - but only a few. Some of the 
churches in town who seek to en¬ 
courage their young parishioners in 
this kind of uplifting effort have 
donated to the program - but not all. 

Some residents of Winchester who 
are executives in industries in this 
area, and have the ability to make 
corporate “community contribu¬ 
tions" have done so to support the 
band that will represent New England 
many others who could have not. 

If you, your organization, or 
business can help send the Winchester 
High School Marching band to the 
Peach Bowl, your contributions, 
made out to “WHS Peach Bowl 
Fund,” should be sent to the 
Treasurer of that Fund, Verity 
Feldman, 5 Thornberry rd., Win¬ 
chester.

Mothers Against Drunk Driving Deserve Support 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Sunday, Dec. 9 at 5 p.m., 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving 
(MADD) will lx? holding a candlelight 
vigil at the State House to highlight 
National Drug and Drunk Driving 
Awareness Week (Dec. 9-15). 

MADD deserves our support in its 
efforts to heighten public awareness 
of the epidemic of drunk driving. All 
too often our collective consciousness 
of drunk driving is raised through the 
violent loss of innocent life in a 
highway accident. 

Such shock therapy occurred in 
the early morning hours of July 11, 
1 41, on Route 93 in Stoneham. Two 
>' ling men from Medford. Michael 
S es and John Pappalardo, were 
k A when their motorcycle was 
st '.k from behind by a vehicle be¬ 
ing operated by a drunk driver 
The accident cast a pall over the 
tily of Medford and jolted the families 


and many friends of Michael Stokes 
and John Pappalardo. Many more 
people hud been made aware of the 
litany of gruesome statistics relative 
to drunk driving. 

This year, more than 290 persons 
in Massachusetts will lose their lives 
as the result of the actions of drunk 
drivers. Half the people who die in 
auto accidents nationwide will be the 
victims of drunk drivers. 

It is the sad truth that many others 
will undoubtedly be made intimately 
aware of these statistics in the same 
manner as the friends of Michael 
Stokes and John Pappalardo 
through a senseless accident. 

That does not mean we are 
helpless to prevent some of these 
tragedies This year. Congress pass¬ 
ed a law which attached provisions to 
federal highway funds denying 
money to states that did not raise 
their minimum drinking age to 21 


years old. 

In June, the drinking age in 
Massachusetts will be raised to 21, 
partially in response to that congres¬ 
sional action 

While that is seen as a move in the 
right direction, it would be wrong to 
lay the blame for drunk driving 
fatalities exclusively at the door of 
teenagers. The driver who killed 
Michael Stokes and John Pappalardo, 
for example, was an adult with two 
prior drunk driving incidents on his 
record. More than 80 percent of drunk 
driving fatalities are the responsible 
ty of adults. 

There IS more that can be done 
and we would do well to look to MADD 
for some guidance. MADD is in the 
forefront of the movement to make 
our roads safer. MADD and other 
groups are working on devising sen¬ 
sible approaches to curb this 
epidemic 


Our society has made strides in 
the treatment of alcoholism largely 
because we hud the sense to see 
alcoholism as a disease and treat it as 
such. We can make similar strides in 
mitigating drunk driving by seeking 
the problem as a societal ill which re¬ 
quires a group effort and not merely 
as the problem of the individual drunk 
driver. 

The efforts of MADD and others 
have made bar owners, liquor store 
owners and restaurant operators 
more aware of their ability and 
responsibility to curb this problem. 
Institutionally, Massachusetts has 
moved to ban happy hours and stiffen 
the sentences of drunk drivers. 

It is up to all of us as individuals 
to act with equal responsibility. 
Presently, MADD is considering a 
law which would make passengers of 
drunk drivers liable to prosecution. 

There is a lesson to be learned in 


that approach. It is especially rele¬ 
vant during this Holiday season, when 
we are more aware of our respon¬ 
sibilities as our brother’s keeper. 

A drunk driver behind the wheel of 
a car is in control of a weapon - an 
all too often deadly weapon. 
Whenever we can, we must disarm 
the potential drunk driver. Our in¬ 
dividual diligence and responsibility, 
along with the concerned efforts of 
groups such as MADD, will help us 
tackle this societal problem. 

If our efforts save one life, they 
will have been worth it. But we know 
we can do much more. This is the 
week for all of us to be aware of the 
capacity we all have to make a dif¬ 
ference. 

We can begin by joining with 
MADD at the State House on Dec. 9.

Four elderly customers carefully 
examined cable-knit sweaters in the 
tiny Thompson st. shop. Soft lighting 
and songs from "Classic Tranquili¬ 
ty.” a tape of Irish music, gave the 
boutique the unhurried feeling of a 
Sunday afternoon. 

Doris Byrne Guarnotta, owner of 
The Irish Shop, spoke to the 
customers with the brogue she 
developed as a child in County Mayo. 
Ireland Like everything in this small 
store, Guarnotta is authentically 
Irish. 

She has been back to Ireland each 
year since she came to America, and 
made a special month long trip there 
last summer to look for suppliers ol 
merchandise. 

"Knowing the different parts of 
the country where quality merchan 
disc comes from is an advantage.” 
said the dark-haired woman. 
"Everything here comes from 
Ireland. The clothes are the product 
ol cottage industry Everything is 
done in the home, you know 

A hand-woven sweater, produced 
in a small home across the sea. would 
take “one lady a week to make one” 
Guarnotta added 

Tweed coats and suits from 
Dublin, plaid blankets from Mayo, 
and mohair fashions from Donegal. 
Sligo, and Leitrim counties, are some 
of tlie many items filling each corner 
of the shop. 

"People in Winchester know good 
quality,” Guarnotta said. “They know 
many of these items and see them as 
investments " 

The handiworks, she said, “are not 
cheap, but they last for years. How 
long something lasts depends on how 
often you wear it. but I just gave away 
a sweater that my son had for 20 
years." 

She had been thinking about open¬ 
ing a shop for “a long time, on and

off” and began by peddling her wares 
in Boston. However, last February, 
by talking to people at a show in New 
York who repeatedly asked if she had 
a shop.

The Irish Shop has more clothing, 
but it also carries gift items such as 
Bollock china, Christmas angels 
made from papier-mache by Oilibh of 
Dublin, Killarney cookies, and

Visiting Nurses Celebrate 85th Year 


In 1984 Housecalls 
Grow Increasingly 
Sophisticated 


B\ NANCY PICK 

In 1899, Winchester's first 
visiting nurses donned prim 
long dresses and rode street¬ 
cars to the homes of sick 
residents. 

Phis year, as the service 
celebrates its 85th birthday, 
the nurses continue to make 
housecalls, of course. But 
with stethoscopes around 
their necks and official white 
coats, they no longer look 
prim They look professional. 

In 1899, Edwin H. Brown 
was 1 years old. Now, he's 88, 
and lie needs the services of 
visiting nurse Barbara Far¬ 
rar. She comes twice a week 
to treat an angry red ulcer on 
his ankle, developed during 
Brown's recent stay in the 
hospital. 

Brown is weak from a 
gastrectomy five years ago, 
diabetes and other ailments. 
“I’m 88 years old," says 
Brown. “That's what's wrong 
with me. What would you ex¬ 
pect?" 

But, thanks to Farrar and 
other aides, Brown can stay 
at home, rather than in an in¬ 
stitution for the elderly. As for 
nursing homes, says Brown, 
“I don't like the idea.” 

lie prefers the familiarity 
of his Grove st. home, where 


Chester, has treated Brown 
several times during the last 
few years. Brown says that 
she and the other visiting 
nurses “are very nice people. 
I’m pretty honest," he attests, 
“I wouldn't say it if I didn't 
mean it." 

Farrar returns the compli¬ 
ment. calling Brown the 
perfect patient. “I’m not too 
bad," says Brown, grinning. 
“I'm very lucky. I've had a 
perfect life and everything is 
fine now." 

Brown's wife passed away 
eight years ago. He says a 
46-year happy marriage gave 
him the strength to live as 
long as he has. “I'd gladly live 
it over for a hundred years 
more," he says. “Just the way 
it was. I wouldn't change a 
thing." 

Farrar, a registered 
nurse, has worked for Visiting 
Nurse and Community Health 
Inc. iVNCII) which is based 
in Arlington for 16 years. She 
likes her job, she says, 
because “you have a much 
closer relationship with the 
family" than in a hospital. 
The patients, she says, “are 
very appreciative." Plus, 
says Farrar, “there's a lot of 
decision-making." 

The goal of the visiting

he has lived for 40 years. “It’s 
a comfortable home," he 
says. “I don’t want to give it 
up if I can help it. It’s a swell 
house.” 

Besides the visiting 
nurses, Brown has hired 
“homemakers" to cook for 
him and provide round-the- 
clock assistance. That way, 
explains Farrar, there’s 
always someone at his home 
in case of emergency. 

When Farrar comes in, 
she gives Brown a gentle 
check-up. She checks his 
blood pressure, listens to his 
heart and lungs, and weighs 
him. He’s very thin. “I didn’t 
want to eat," says Brown. 
But, he adds, his appetite is 
“improving right now." 

After weighing him. Far¬ 
rar swabs the ulcer on his 
ankle with ointment and, last¬ 
ly. gives him a shot of insulin 
in his upper arm. 

Farrar, one of two full¬ 
time visiting nurses in Win- 


nurse program, she says, is to 
teach friends, relatives and 
patients how to cope with an 
illness. Self-sufficiency, she 
explains, is increasingly im¬ 
portant because of govern¬ 
ment health insurance' 
cutbacks. Medicare, for ex¬ 
ample, has imposed strict 
limitations on home health 
care funding. 

For Brown’s case, says 
Farrar, she’s allowed to visit 
up to twice a week, because 
treating an ulcer is con¬ 
sidered skilled medical care. 
“As his needs are less," she 
says, “you cut treatment 
back." 

Already, she says, “I have 
taught one of the 
homemakers to fill the syr¬ 
inges" so that Brown can ad¬ 
minister his own insulin 
injections. 

Now, she says, with the 
new Medicare guidelines, her 
visits stop as soon as a patient 
is in stable condition.

However, the nurse adds, 
she’ll be able to continue 
treating Brown once a month 
to administer his B-12 vitamin 
shot. 

Many patients are refer¬ 
red to the Visiting Nurse and 
Community Health agency by 
doctors and other health pro¬ 
fessionals, following a 
hospital stay. 

“The trend," says Pat 
Hoyle, agency spokesman, “is 
that patients are being 
discharged sooner, requiring 
more care if they are to re¬ 
main at home." Last year, the 
agency even began to provide 
intravenous care for home- 
care patients. 

Besides hospital referral, 
says Hoyle, patients also con¬ 
tact the agency through social 
workers, friends and family 
members. Increasing 


numbers of clients simply 
refer themselves to the agen¬ 
cy, she says. 

Before the agency can ad 
minister skilled nursing, a 
doctor must sign a plan speci¬ 
fying the care required, she 
said. Patients range from 
new-born infants to the 
elderly. 

During the past few years, 
the agency has branched out 
into myriad services. It now 
provides: 

• Nursing care when 
skilled medical help is re¬ 
quired 

• Home Health Aides to 
supplement nursing with 
para-professional help 

• Health Assistants for 
patients who require help with 
dressing and bathing but no 
skilled nursing 

• Home Assistants who 


can help with shopping, laun¬ 
dry, cooking and light 
housekeeping 

• Social Workers to aid 
families dealing with the 
stress of a recuperating 
patient 

• Physical Therapists 

• Speech Therapists 

• Occupational 
Therapists 

• Nutritionists 

• Chore Service to take 
care of such tasks as washing 
windows or heavy cleaning 

VNCH also offfers a 
“Warm Line" service, which 
telephones former clients as 
often as every day to check up 
on their health. Some pa¬ 
tients, said Hoyle, “still want 
contact with the age v . : 

with the home he th care 
system," partb .larly' if 
they’re concerned about the 


possibility of a relapse. 

A non-profit agency, 
VNCH served 1,614 patients in 
the area last year on a budget 
of over $1.5 million. They are 
supported primarily through 
patient fees, approximately 
three-fourths of which are 
paid by Medicare and 
Medicaid. Some patients do 
pay privately, and VNCH also 
receives donations from local 
citizens. 

The agency grew out of the 
individual Visiting Nurses 
Assocations of Winchester, 
Arlington and Lexington, 
which merged in 1975. When 
they established their new of¬ 
fice on Pleasant st. in Arl¬ 
ington, they renamed the 
agency Visiting Nu u* and 
Communiiv ’ a

founded Winchester Hospital 
back in 1912, a hospital 
spokesman reports, when 
they matched a $50,000 grant 
put up by a local benefactor.

genue,” said Kristen Kelly. Hut in 
“Fools” she sank her teeth into the 
role of a rather crass vendor. Yet 
Yencha had ' » pleasant habit of 
delivering carnations, whether she 
said claimed to lx? hawking fresh milk 
or fish. 

Colin Stryker, as Mishkin, did a 
good job portraying a schlemiel of a 
mailman who never remembers an 
address. 

Slovitch the baker, a.k.a. Chris 
Alexander, was particulalry 
memorable for his first appearance 
on stage, when he carefully swept the 
dirt on his front porch Into a neat pile 
- and then pushed it right inside his 
shop. 

The Magistrate, Chris Duffy, 
floundered with the law quite convin¬ 
cingly, and mastered a snotty English 
accent once his intelligence was 
restored. 

Finally, Suzanne Milauskas suc¬ 
cessfully carried the role of Snetsky, 
a droll sort of Bo Peep who constant¬ 
ly lost her sheep and tried to retrieve 
them with the aid of a butterfly net. 

The show’s director, Brian 
Milauskas, spent a lot of rehearsal 
time coaching the cast on their 
characters’ developments. He em¬ 
phasized improvisational exercises so 
that if there were any blunders on 
stage, he said, the cast would be able 
to recover on their feet. 

On opening night, the cast said 
there were a few such blunders, but 
they were imperceptible — a credit to 
Milauskas* technique. 

He graduated from Winchester 
High School and went on to Tufts, 
where he majors — not in theater — 
but in social psychology. 

Still, his social psychology classes 
didn’t go to waste. After the perfor¬ 
mance he had the cast close the door 
on a rehearsal room and give one 
hair-raising primal scream. 

Although “Fools” was a Broad¬ 
way flop in 1982, Milauskas though it 
would make a good, upbeat high 
school production. “The play has a lot 
of meaty characters,” he said, “and 
Neil Simon has a great name to pull 
in an audience.” 

Besides its audience appeal, 
"Fools” may lx* a lesson in social con¬ 
ditioning. Like the scarecrow in the 
“Wizard of Oz,” the citizens have 
been convinced that they are 
brainless, when in fact they possess¬ 
ed intelligence all along. 

Or, perhaps “Fools” makes the 
statement that true love conquers all. 
Even stupidity. 

To look at it another way, “Fools” 
conveys a message that no one ever 
lives happily ever after. Once the 
town’s intelligence has lx?en restored, 
the women suddenly begin to demand 
equal rights, the magistrate gets sent 
to prison for taking bribes, and the 
baker goes broke from investing in 
too many bakeries. 

But then, best not to over-analyze 
the play. It’s only about fools, and one 
should just sit back and laugh with 
them.

A smorgasbord of slapstick, fairy 
tale, melodrama and absurd comedy 
kept the audience laughing last 
Thursday at Curtain and Cue s open¬ 
ing night performance of “Fools .” 

“What is the meaning of life?” 
asks Leon Tolehinsky, the sincere 
school teacher who arrives to save the 
little Ukranian town from ignorance. 

“12!” answers Dr. Zubritsky. 

Poor Tolehinsky almost loses 
hope lie’s up against a 200-year-old 
curse of stupidity that affects the en¬ 
tire town of Kulyenchikov. But, 
thanks to his power of persuasion, 
Tolehinsky succeeds in restoring the 
town’s mental acuity. 

True to melodramas and fairy 
tales, he also gets the girl. 

Despite a technical glitch in the 
sound system. Thursday night’s per¬ 
formance was thoroughly profes¬ 
sional. Patrick Berkley and his fellow 
set designers deserve to be commend¬ 
ed The stage featured a shingled two- 


story-house. a bakery with convinc¬ 
ing frosted cakes in its windows, and 
ground-level landscaping that includ¬ 
ed live fir trees and autumn leaves. 

The costumes were equally top- 
notch. from the Magistrate’s white 
wig to Sophia’s elaborate wedding 
gown. 

Nevertheless, it was the actors 
who carried the show. 

Ben Keller, who had the lion’s 
share of the lines, put in a very solid 
performance as Leon Tolehinsky, the 
school teacher. He played the 
straight-man, the only reasonable 
soul in the town, and the male roman¬ 
tic interest. 

Sophia Zubritsky, played by 
Margaret Hitchcock, was the girl he 
was romantically interested in At 
first she was condemned to simply 
batting her eyelids idiotically, but as 
her character developed she did a 
good job of portraying the sweetly in¬ 
nocent Sophia. 

Count Yousekevitch, played by 


Chip Katcoff. may have stolen the 
show, thanks in part to his acting 
talent and in part to the lines Neil 
Simon wrote for him. Clearly the 
“bad guy,” he had a wonderful 
costume, complete with red cape, war 
medals, high black boots, and a 
Cossack hat. 

Yet, like the Grinch Who Stole 
Christmas, the Count became a 
lovable villain, and learned to bask in 
the smiles of the audience 

Dr. Zubritsky. alias Andy Laats, 
was memorable for his spry funny 
walk and for smoking his pipe up- 
sidedown. He carried off his gags and 
laugh lines with aplomb. 

Meanwhile, his wife. Lenya, 
played by Denise Preston, developed 
her gestures to a particularly high 
degree. For instance, when her hus¬ 
band asked her to lower her voice, she 
took him quite literally and sank down 
low into a kind of duck walk. 

Yencha the vendor got a big round 
of applause. “I usually play the in-

Hriniak is like a kid htmsell at 
times, as he tries to explain the 
dimensions ol hitting amid the com¬ 
motion ol DeMita's bustling kitchen 
The answer to lx?ttcr hitting, he ex¬ 
plains. is simply to show players how 
to relax, instead of demanding they 
do so. “In all my years, all through 
growing up and even in the pros, 
nobody ever told me HOW to relax, 
he says emphaticalh 

“Not until Charlie." he adds 
“I've seen 10- and 12 year-olders 
make Charlie’s method of hitting 
work. The key is you've got to tell 
Johnny how to relax You can't just 
say Hey. relax ' You have to tell 
Johnny how to do it." 

Hriniak says that being prepared 
is as important to hitting well as the 
actual act of hitting itself "It all 
comes down to being prepared to 
move when it's time. II you want to 
make sure that something moves 
smoothly, what do you do? You 
prepare for it." 

lie rattles oil a quick lesson on hit 
ting savvy, sounding something like 
a teacher who is trying to trying to 
help a youngster solve a math pro 
blem. His method is clear and 
deliberate, yet he doesn't throw out 
too much before he’s sure you’re 
grasping what he has to say. 

“What do you do when you want to 
get a car engine ready to move the 
car? What does a tennis player do to 
make sure he’s ready to get the ball 
when it comes toward him? What 
does a good shortstop do'.’’’

shape, and he was drafted by 
the Washington Redskins and 
Baltimore Colts before final¬ 
ly signing with the Boston - 
now New England - Patriots. 

He played three seasons 
with the Pals and compiled 
nearly 1,000 yards in a varie¬ 
ty of roles. 

Being thrown into the line 
and returning punts put too 
much stress on Bellino's 
180 -pound frame, causing a 
severe fracture of his lower 
leg, said Dr. William Barone, 
a family friend who, in fact, 
delivered the football star. 

After three seasons, 


Bellino “just didn’t want to 
get hit anymore” and reitred 
from pro ball, Barone added. 

Less than a decade before. 
Barone and other Winchester 
residents had seen Bellino as 
a running back and safety at 
Winchester High School, 
where he helped the Sachems 
compile a 20-2-1 record under 
head coach Henry Knowlton. 
Only in his first two games as 
a sophomore did Bellino fail to 
score. 

To this day, Bellino recalls 
Winchester’s 1954 Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day loss to Woburn (18-13) 
as being the most memorable 
game of his life. 


That year, he received All- 
American honors in football, 
but he also received All-State 
awards for his ac¬ 
complishments as a baseball 
and basketball player. 

He received a total of nine 
varsity letters while at the 
high school. More than 50 col¬ 
leges offered him athletic 
scholarships. 

At the Naval Academy, 
Bellino played all three 
sports. As captain of the 1900 
baseball team, he lead the 
Navy unit to a 24-2 record, its 
best season ever. 

He hit .428 and led the 
Eastern league in stolen 


bases. In the previous season 
- shortened by spring football 
practice -- ibis man with 
24’:-inch thighs and 18-inch 
calves hit .320, belting seven 
home runs among his 13 hits. 

He received bonus offers 
from five professional 
baseball teams, but he re¬ 
mained loyal to the Academy. 

“I was always afraid,” 
Hardin said, “that he would 
resign from the Academy and 
play professional baseball.” 

Today, Bellino lives in 
Bedford with his wife Anne - 
whom he met at Winchester

old daughter Therese and 
their 17-year-old son John.

And hundreds of already-occupied 
buildings granted their sewer links 
since limit may have to apply for legal 
relief: permission to keep flushing 
their toilets.

Business people in development, 
the construction industry, and real 
estate reacted strongly to Garrity’s 
ban. prompting Attorney General 
Frank Bellotti's office to appeal the 
ban Wednesday morning before 
Supreme Judicial Court 1 SJC 1 . on 
grounds it would damage the state’s 
economy 

Federal EPA officials announced 
Tuesday that if the state court over¬ 
turned Garrity's ban, they were 
prepared to seek a federal court order 
banning sewer extensions and now 
hookups in the MIX’ district, to back 
< Jarrity ’s actions EPA court actions 
against the MI)C sewage pollution 
were joined to the Quincy suit when 
it was first tried. > 

At last week's hearing. Garrity 
also ordered hearings, which began 
Tuesday, on what action the court 
might take to resolve the situation 
including placing the MIX’ sewer 
system in a court-administered 
receivership. 

Solving the problem politically 
the route the judge and local of f icials 
say they prefer has taken con¬ 
siderable time. 

Convinced by their own observa¬ 
tions and MIX' admissions that the 


cleanup is beyond that agency's 
capacities, legislators and local of¬ 
ficials have worked on proposals to 
establish a new agency lor more than 
a year 

The 51 MIX’ client-communities 
became involved in framing the bill 
last spring, when Arlington Select¬ 
man Charles Lyons alerted officials 
in other communities to the impact 
the clean up order could have on their 
budgets. 

Court judgments override the 
limitations of Proposition 2 1 : they 
must he paid first. Lyons says the 
hills from the planned clean up could 
cripple local treasuries unless they 
are shared by state and federal agen¬ 
cies. and spread out over 30-j ear 
bonds. 

Alter waiting more than a year, in 
mid-October Garrity told the MDC, 
legislators and others involved in the 
case he wanted to see definite action 
on the bill by Nov. 21). But the House 
Ways and Means committee voted not 
to release the bill until after the 
deadline. 

Tired of waiting, last Thursday, 
Garrity ordered his sewer expansion 
ban and the beginning of hearings on 
possible MDC sewer system 
receivership. 

What happens next is up to the 
legislature.

“After its people, the harbor is this

Register Nomination for the propos¬ 
ed Winchester Center Historic 
District has been forwarded to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commis¬ 
sion in Boston tor review, thus begin¬ 
ning phase two of the review process 
for inclusion in the National Register 
of Historic Places. 

The nomination for the district 
was prepared by Brian Pfeiffer of flu* 
Architectural Heritage Foundation in 
Boston with local assistance from 
Commission members Maureen 
Meister. Candace Margies and 
former members Cynthia Krumme 
and Chris Rust. 

The National Register of Historic 
Places is the federal governments 
list of important buildings, sites, 
structures and objects as well as 
districts which are worthy of preser 
vation and recognition. The National 
Register was established by the Na¬ 
tional Historic Preservation Act of 
190(5 in recognition of the importance 
ol our cultural heritage. 

The benefits ol being listed on the 
Register are: 1 1 it recognizes that the 
individual properties and districts are 
important to the history ol the com¬ 
munity, state or nation 2) if allows the 
owners of income producing proper¬ 
ties certain federal lax incentives for 
renovation under the Economic 
Recovery Tax Act of 1981. and :ii it 
provides for limited protection from 
adverse effects by federally assisted 
projects. 

lasting on the National Register 


does not mean that the federal 
government wants to acquire the pro¬ 
perty. place restrictive convenanls on 
the land, or dictate the color or 
materials used on the buildings. 

II a property is listed on the 
Register, the owner, either town or 
private person, may do anything he 
or she wishes with their property 
when using private funds. Extensive 
change to the outward appearance of 
the building might result in loss of the 
•historic" designation hut in no way 
prevents the owner from doing so. 

The only disincentive written into 
the National Register is that deduc¬ 
tion of demolition costs ol a historic 
building is disallowed No local board 
or organization formerly oversees 
this type of district 

The proposed Winchester Center 
Historic District includes the site of 
the original mid 17th century Euro¬ 
pean settlement in Winchester 'lirsl 
as part ol Charlestown and from 
11)42-1850 as part of South Woburm 
which develop'd a long the corridor of 
Main Street. 

Although the town center has been 
continuously occupied since that 
lime, its' components- river and mill 
pond, parks, mature plantings and ir¬ 
regularly spaced and set back 
buildings preserve a sense ol flu* 
districts’ historic landscape. Includ¬ 
ed in the proposed district are :»<> con¬ 
tributing buildings. 14 

non-contributing buildings, two va¬ 
cant lots, three parks and two historic 
bridges. 


A National Register Historic 
District may be loosely defined as an 
area in which there is a “sense of 
place." a feeling of historical or 
physical continuity. Winchester 
Center is full of buildings that could 
be considered cohesive through 
similarity of design, materials, scale, 
association, workmanship, historic 
impact, evolution or use. 

“The buildings, taken together, 
record a changing and growing Win¬ 
chester over a period of over 14(1 
years." said Allen Hill, a local preser¬ 
vation architect and former commis¬ 
sion member. “This is historical 
heritage in the most fundamental 
sense of the term: the place and how 
it came to be." 

In preparing the nomination the 
Historical Commission has relied ex¬ 
tensively on work done by scores of 
Winchester residents who have given 
their time freely since 1978 to ac¬ 
complish the documenting, 
photographing and researching the 
history and architecture of Win¬ 
chester. 

The proposed district will, accor¬ 
ding to former Commission chairman 
Cynthia Krumme “bring nationwide 
recognition to our town’s assets and 
lend dignity and a sense of pride to 
our town center."

Lombardi said he was pleased it 
took the MBTA just one week to 
basically agree to the revised draft. 
"I thought it might lake longer, and 
1 was pleasantly surprised." he said. 

The MBTA did not argue against 
the Selectmen's revisions, said Ran¬ 
dall. “I think the MBTA recognized 
that the requests were fair.” he said. 

The money to purchase the Loop 
came from a $125,000 Town Meeting 
appropriation in May of 1983. Negotia¬ 
tions between the town and the MBTA 
have dragged on nearly a year and a 
half. 

Now that the property is soon to be 
in Winchester hands, said Lombardi, 
the town “can move on to whatever 
process we’re going to use to sell it.” 
Selectmen have not yet determined a 
method to evaluate the requests of 
potential buyers. 

Once they come up with such 
criteria, said Randall, their conlu- 
sions will be discussed at Town 
Meeting. “This isn't anything that is 
going to happen overnight.” said the 
Town Counsel. 

Already, “10 to 12 abutters said 
they were interested” in purchasing 
sections of the property, said Randall. 
Lombardi explained that some re¬ 
quests came from businesses that 
would like to convert the land to park¬ 
ing lots, while others came from 
residents who “would like to make 
their backyards a little larger." The 
land runs through several different 
zoning districts, according to Randall. 

The town has already awarded a 
contract for aerial photos and an 
engineering study of the land, to be 
funded by a $25,000 appropriation 
from the November Town Meeting. 

Randall said the town may soon 
have an exciting opportunity to

develop the Loop, which “has never 
been considered much more than a 
blight in the neighborhood." He said 
the old railroad “has separated sec¬ 
tions of town,” calling it "an obstruc¬ 
tion to development." 

“It 's like the Great Wall of China," 
Randall commented.

“You don’t get any favors." he said. 
“You’re there because you love foot¬ 
ball." 

And Errico loves football. His 
father encouraged him — and 
sometimes pushed him — along the 
way. “As soon as I could walk he 
brought me to a fooball league." said 
Errico. His parents will go anywhere 
to see him play, he said. 

Errico was Winchester High 
School’s quarterback his junior year, 
and their star running back his senior 
year. In 1981 he also won the State and 
Northeast wrestling championships. 

But at Lowell, he said, he decided 
to concentrate entirely on football. 
For four years he made a total com¬ 
mitment to the game, he said. 

Next year, Errico will have a year 
off. He intentionally limited his class 
load during the past four years so that 
he could take a fifth year at college, 
when he'll be ineligible to play foot¬ 
ball. and concentrate on his 
schoolwork, particularly his business 
management classes. 

Then, once he graduates, there’s 
the ultimate goal - to play for the 
pros. “I'm a lot more realistic than I 
was when I was a little kid,” said Er¬ 
rico. “But I can’t lie and say it wasn’t 
my dream. It always was."

Caring For Your Poinsettia

If you'd like an elegant name 
for that gorgeous Christmas poin¬ 
settia you’ve just acquired or are 
about to select, try Eurphorbia 
pulcherrima — “very beautiful 
spurge." 

Today, the beauty of the poin¬ 
settia comes packaged in many 
different forms. Most popular and 
traditional is the lush, bushy ver¬ 
sion around 20 inches tall — some¬ 
times three plants in one pot, or 
just one many-branched plant. 

Then there is the giant 3-foot 
bush, or poinsettia “tub." ideally 
suited to decorate churches, com¬ 
mercial buildings and large 
homes. Six to 12 plants make up 
this very full display of 20 to 30 
blooms. 

A poinsettia also can be a tree, 
standard or mini-size. The taller 
poinsettia Christams trees are 
grown to around 3 feet tall, and 
have 25 to 30 blooms The mini 
trees grow to about 2 feet. 

Poinsettia hanging baskets, with 
several small branched plants in a 
shallow container, also can be 
used as table centerpieces. The 
baby of the poinsettia family is 
Pixie, a tiny charmer under 15 
inches. 


Naturally a red flower, most 
Christmas poinsettias are indeed 
red. The red bracts and green foli¬ 
age are a Christmas tradition. But 
most styles of poinsettia also are 
available in pink and white. Often 
pots will combine three plants, 
one of each color. 

Two interesting novelty poinset¬ 
tias offer yet further color varia¬ 
tions. Marble has variegated pink 
and white bracts. Jingle Bells has 
pink flecks on red bracts. 

The beautiful coloring we ad¬ 
mire on our poinsettias is not ac¬ 
tually the bloom. It is formed 
rather by a swirl of brightly col¬ 
ored modified leaves called 
bracts. The true flowers are the 
small yellow berries in the center 
of the bracts. If you are able to 
select a plant in which those little 
buttons or berries are still partly 
green, you will be able to enjoy 
watching them develop slowly 
into little yellow flowers. 

Today’s modern types of poin¬ 
settia are not difficult to care for 
Your Christmas plant already has 
been shepherded through its only 
picky period by the time you 
receive or purchase it in "bloom." 
for the poinsettia is temperamen¬ 
tal only during the period in which 
it is coloring its bracts. 


If you are still in the process of 
choosing a poinsettia for the holi¬ 
day. look for bushes with green fo¬ 
liage all the way down to the soil 
line. This is a good indication that 
the plants have active, healthy 
roots. 

When transporting the plants 
home, try to wrap or guard them 
against chillings, which can initi¬ 
ate some leaf drop. Try to locate 
your poinsettia in a room with suf¬ 
ficient natural light to read fairly 
fine print. You should be able to 
observe a strong shadow on a 
sheet of white paper when you 
place your hand between it and 
the window. 

Water your poinsettia thorough¬ 
ly when you bring it home. The 
entire soil area should be saturat- 
ed so that water seeps through the 
drainage holes of the pot. If the 
plant is wrapped in colored foil, 
carefully peel the foil away from 
the bottom of the pot so excess 
moisture can drain freely. Always 
discard excess water — nevei 
allow poinsettias to sit in water. 

Check your poinsettia every day 
and water it only when the top of 
the soil feels dry to the touch 
Within several days, fertilize your 
poinsettia with a liquid, pill or 
stick form houseplant fertilizer 
according to label directions.

The Glittering Christmas Tree Is 
Bedecked With Customs And History 


Of all Christmas customs, 
perhaps the most universally 
treasured is the Christmas 
tree. Brightly decorated with 
shimmering lights and glit¬ 
tering ornaments, the tree is 
as likely to reflect the tradi¬ 
tions of each individual fam¬ 
ily, as it is those of the world 
at large. 

From the exciting mo¬ 
ment when the tree is set up, 
usually some days in advance 
of Christmas Eve, it com¬ 
mands a position of central 
importance during all holi¬ 
day festivities. 

So much sc, that it is diffi¬ 
cult to believe that, a scant 
200 years ago, the custom of 
setting up and trimming a 
tree at Christmastidc was not 
widely observed outside its 
native Germany. 

One legend credits Martin 
Luther, the 16th century the¬ 
ologian. with having set up 
the very first Christmas tree. 
According to this legend. Lu¬ 
ther conceived of a tree alight 


with countless candles as a 
way of representing to his 
children the glory' of the star¬ 
lit Heaven. 

However, historical 
sources indicate that the first 
Christmas tree can be traced 
to the early 17th century, 
when fir trees, decorated with 
colored paper, gold foil, ap¬ 
ples. toys and candies, were 
reported in the German city 
ofStrasbuig. 

Though the Christmas tree 
was a relatively familiar sight 
in 18th century Germany, 
certain localities "continued to 
favor the “Pyramid,” a 
wooden structure adorned 
with colored paper and lights 
and (in Berlin) green twigs as 
well. 

Nineteenth century En¬ 
gland knew the “Pyramid” 
as a decorative forma¬ 
tion consisting of gilt ever¬ 
green, apples and nuts. The 
Christmas tree owes its 
popularity, in England, 
to Prince Albert, the con¬ 


sort of Queen Victoria, w ho 
imported the custom from 
his homeland, Germany. 

Perhaps the first Christ¬ 
mas trees in America were 
erected by Germans, the 
Hessian mercenary soldiers 
w ho fought on the British side 
during the Revolutionary 
war—not a terribly auspi¬ 
cious beginning for such a 
time-honored tradition. 

The first American presi¬ 
dent to set up a Christmas 
Tree in the White House was 
Franklin Pierce, whose 
administration spanned the 
years 1853 to 1857. However, 
it wasn’t until the presidency 
of Calvin Coolidge that an 
official observance—the Na¬ 
tional Christmas Tree Light¬ 
ing ceremony on the White 
House lawn—was establish¬ 
ed. 

What are the antique 
origins of the Christmas tree? 
In what ancient rituals, ob¬ 
servances and beliefs is the 
favorite Christmas custom of 
trimming the tree in fact 
rooted? 

Historians point to a mul¬ 
titude of sources, among 
them the Roman custom of 
decking residences with ev¬ 
ergreens during the festival of 
the Kalends w hich occurred 
in the early pan of January. 

Parallels between the Ro¬ 
man observation of Kalends 
and the festivities traditional 
at Christmas are many, and 
include those of decorating 
the home with lights, extend¬ 
ing lavish hospitality to 
friends and family, and ex¬ 
travagant gift-giving. 

A Druidic custom which 
historians cite is that of wor¬ 
shipping the spiri t of vegeta¬ 
tion by worshipping the 
sacred tree, and the spirit that 
resided within it. Generally, 
Druids would adorn oak trees 
with candles and golden ap¬ 
ples. in conjunction with the 
Winter Solstice, as seasonal 
observances were of central 
importance to Druidic reli¬ 
gion. 

Many early Christian be¬ 
liefs stand behind the tradi¬ 
tion of trimming a tree at 
Christmas. For instance, it 
was customary for people to 
bring indoors during the au¬ 
tumn, such flowering trees as 
hawthorn or cherry, that they 
might bloom and bring forth 
fruit on Christmas Eve. 

This tradition may derive 
from the belief that St. Jo¬ 
seph of Arimathea. settling at 


Glastonbury in western En¬ 
gland. planted his stall'in the 
earth, whereupon it became 
a thorn tree and sprouted 
leaves. Furthermore, every 
Christmas eve, it miracu¬ 
lously blossomed. 

Another legend relates the 
Tree of Knowledge which 
grew in the Garden of Eden 
with the Holy Cross. Accord¬ 
ing to this legend, when 
Adam was expelled from 
Eden, he carried away with 
him a piece of the Tree of 
Knowledge. From this grew- 
the tree from which the Cross 
was made. 

December 24th, accord¬ 
ing to the old Church calen¬ 
dar, was the Feast of Adam 
and Eve, on which day it was 
traditional to hang a fir tree 
with red apples. This Para¬ 
dise Tree, as it was called, is 
certainly a forerunner of the 
Christmas tree as we know it. 

There are some very pretty 
stories associated with both 
pine and fir trees, among the 
most popular choices for 
( hristmas trees. According to 
one legend, the pine tree pro¬ 
vided a hiding place for the 
I loly Family when they were 
fleeing from the soldiers of 
Herod. 

For this. Christ blessed the 
pine, whose cones, w hen spiit 
lengthwise, reveal the hand¬ 
print of the baby Jesus. 

1 he fir tree, according to 
another legend, boasted both 
flowers and fruits till Eve dis 
covered the tree anti plucked 
its treasures. From that time 
on. the legend continues, only 
needles grew on the fir tree 
until, on the evening of the 
Nativity, it suddenly blos¬ 
somed once again. 

A Scandinavian tale re¬ 
lates that, at the time the 
Christian faith was taking 
hold in Northern Europe. 
Faith. I lope and Charity de¬ 
scended from Heaven to dis¬ 
cover a tree that fulfilled the 
following requirements. It 
was to be “as high as Hope, as 
great as Love and as sweet as 
Charity,” and it was required 
to display the sign of the Cross 
on each branch. The tree 
which fit the description was 
the fir, which thev lighted 
with the radiance of the stars, 
a radiance which continues, 
centuries later, to shine on 
such timeless manifestations 
of the Christmas spirit as the 
ever-beautiful, ever-enchant¬ 
ing Christmas tree. 



CHRISTMAS, 1878, is recreated each year at the Butler-

mas tree, which stands in the Homestead's North Parlor, is 
surrounded by period toys. Festooned with garlands of pop¬ 
corn and cranberries, hung with cookies, and lit by tiny can¬ 
dles, it is trimmed in the fashion of late 19th century America. 
The cluster of American flags, on top, was not uncommon as 
a tree decoration. When the tree was dismantled, after Epi¬ 
phany. the children of the house would be able to assuage their 
disappointment by gobbling up the edible ornaments.

Recipes 



At sundown on Dec. 18 (the 25th 
of Kislev in the Hebrew calendar) 
Jewish families all over the world 
will gather around menorahs to 
light candles and recite prayers 
commemorating the beginning of 
Hanukkah,The festival of lights. 

This activity will he repeated 
every evening for eight days. On 
the first day of Hanukkah only one 
candle will be lit (plus the 
shamash, which is the candle that 
is used to light the other candles.) 
On each succeeding day one can¬ 
dle will be added until the eighth 
day, when the menorah will Ik* fill¬ 
ed with candles and all eight will 
be lit by the shamash. 

Although Hanukkah occurs in 
December and is often compared 
to Christmas, there are great dif¬ 
ferences between the two holidays. 
The greatest difference is that, 
unlike Christmas in the Christian 
religion, Hanukkah is not one of 
the major Jewish holidays. 

However, Hanukkah does 
share with Christmas a joyous 
spirit of celebration. As with all 
Jewish holidays, the emphasis is 
on family, with families 
celebrating together through 
prayer, songs, games, exchange of 
gifts, attendance at Hanukkah 
synagogue services and celebra¬ 
tions, and the eating of traditional 
Hanukkah foods. 

Some of the foods traditionally 
eaten during the eight-day 
celebration of Hanukkah are in¬ 
cluded in “To Stir With Love," the 
cookbook compiled and published 
by the Sisterhood of the Beth 101 
Temple Center in Belmont. The 
Sisterhood shares some of these 
recipes with readers. 

It is almost universally tradi¬ 
tional during Hanukkah to eat 
foods fried in oil. The origin of this 
tradition is found in the story of 
Hanukkah itself. After the victory 
of the Maccabees over their op¬ 
pressors, the amount of oil found 
for the rededication of the Temple 
was sufficient to keep the 
perpetual Temple light burning for 
only one day, but it miraculously 
burned for eight days, until other 
oil was found.

1 1 cup. orange juice or water 
4 tbsps. sugar 

3 cups flour 
dash of salt

There was a time 
when the pundits 
claimed that the fixed 
mortgage was extinct. 
The pundits were 
wrong. If one thing is 
certain it is that future 
mortgage financing 
and interest rates are 
unpredictable.

Tradition-making 
Christmas cakes

We love our Christmas tradi¬ 
tions, such as singing carols, deco¬ 
rating trees, making presents, 
baking goodies and eating as 
many of them as possible — unless 
the ‘‘goody’’ happens to be fru¬ 
itcake. 

Confronted with a deep-colored, 
rum-enriched cake, fully endowed 
with candied oranges, lemons and 
cherries, most children, and many 
adults, are likely to react like 12- 
year-old Mark Field did — they’ll 
say “yuk.” 

But Mark’s mother, Ruthanne 
Field, was undaunted by his dis¬ 
taste for this traditional holiday 
treat and developed two fru¬ 
itcakes children should like. 

Field, a baking consultant for 
Chicago Metallic Products Inc., a 
bake ware manufacturer, pre¬ 
served the cake base but made it 
lighter and more palatable. She 
kept the festive coloring by using 
candy instead of candied fruit. 

Her creations, the Gumdrop 
Cake and the Banem n’ em Cake, 
are baked in 3xl0-inch pans. With 
this traditional fruitcake shape 
and the candy, the cakes look like 
fruitcake but “taste like a kid’s 
dream," said Field. 

“Christmas really is for kids," 
Field continued. It’s nice to keep 
tradition, but traditions some¬ 
times don’t satisfy current tastes. 
These do.’’ 

According to Field, baking with 
children is a tradition worth keep¬ 
ing. "Baking is the perfect activity 
for holidays, just when kids have a 


lot of time off and a lot of energy 
to expend.” 

Accordingly, both of Field’s re¬ 
cipes are designed to be baked by 
kids. The steps are simple, the 
turnover time short and the re¬ 
sults rewarding. 

GUMDROP CAKE 

3 cups all-purpose flour 

1 cup sugar 

3V Z tsps. baking powder 

4 tsp. salt 

1 egg, beaten 

1V 2 cups buttermilk 

2 tbsps. cooking oil 

1 cup snipped gumdrops, 
red, purple, yellow (no 
green) 

4 cup toffee chips 

Stir together thoroughly flour, 
sugar, baking powder and salt. 

Combine egg, buttermilk, oil, 
gumdrops and toffee chips; add to 
dry mixture. Stir just until mois¬ 
tened. 

Pour into two greased and 
floured loaf pans. Bake at 350 F 
for 1 hour. Remove from pan; cool 
on rack. 

Makes 2 loaves. 


BANEM N’ EM CAKE 
4 cup butter 

1 cup brown sugar 

2 large eggs 
2 cups flour 
4 tsp. salt 
V 2 tsp. soda 

14 cups mashed bananas 
2 tbsps. sour cream 
4 cup chopped walnuts 
1 cup M & M’s 


Cream butter and brown sugar 
Add eggs and beat well. 

Combine dry ingredients and 
stir into creamed mixture alter¬ 
nately with mashed bananas and 
sour cream. Fold in nuts and M & 
M’s last. 

Pour into two buttered loaf 
pans, let stand at room tempera¬ 
ture for 20 minutes. Then bake in 
350 F oven 45 minutes to 1 hour. 

Makes 2 loaves. 

If you and your children are in 
the mood for a more time-con¬ 
suming project. Field suggested 
creating a Santa Claus cake. 

"It’s the perfect project on 
which children can work togeth¬ 
er," she said. "It’s not like decorat¬ 
ing Easter eggs — it’s a big 
project, the kind that requires 
teamwork. I think that's what 
makes it particularly appropriate 
for the days leading up to Christ¬ 
mas." 

Start by baking two heart- 
shaped cakes. Keep one to use as 
Santa’s face and cut the other in 
half to use as Santa’s hat. 

Trim the pieces so that the up¬ 
side-down heart-shaped cake and 
the half cake fit together to form 
the shape of Santa’s head. Then 
prepare the decorations — icing 
and trimmings — and let the chil¬ 
dren go to it. 

Frost the cake so that Santa has 
a white beard and red hat. Outline 
features with chocolate frosting. 
Jelly beans, candy and raisins 
make great eyes, noses, hat trims 
and tassels. Use candy freely to 
spruce up Santa.

Finding a computer 
everyone can use

During last year’s holiday sea¬ 
son, many baffled shoppers blazeu 
a trail from store to store in 
search of the perfect computer. A 
computer the entire family could 
use — something that would bal¬ 
ance the books for Dad’s home- 
based business, keep track of 
household expenses, help the kids 
with their homework and not cost 
thousands of dollars. 

Many of these consumers ended 
up confused and frustrated, find¬ 
ing few compromises between 
low-cost home computers suffi¬ 
cient for the children and more 
elaborate, expensive personal 
computers beneficial for adults in 
the family. 

But another option is becoming 
popular — portable computers 
with the capabilities of larger 
desktop systems, but at costs less 
than $1,000. A new generation of 
portable computers has emerged, 
priced in the same range as the 
first portables on the market a 
few years ago, but with more 
power and larger screens. 

Since many of these machines 
come standard with word-process¬ 


ing, spread-sheet and telecom¬ 
munications programs, adults can 
use the computers to transfer in¬ 
formation back to their offices 
when they are on business trips. 
At other times, students can do li¬ 
brary research at home by using 
the computer and a telephone to 
hook into an information utility. 

"As computer technology gets 
more and more advanced, we’re 
going to see smaller computers 
that can do a lot more," said Cliff 
Bream, director of marketing for 
Epson America Inc., manufactur¬ 
er of the Geneva portable comput¬ 
er. "This is a real advantage for 
people who need a small, power¬ 
ful, versatile machine,” he said. 

Part of the versatility to look 
for when purchasing a computer is 
its ability to increase memory ca¬ 
pacity and expand its capabilities 
as your computer needs expand. 

Such computers offer consider¬ 
able economic advantages to con¬ 
sumers who are unsure of their 
future computer needs, Bream 
said. These people will not be 
forced to guess at the functions 
they’ll want to use several years 
from now — and possibly have to 
bear the expense of replacing the 
system when they find they 
guessed incorrectly. Instead, these 


consumers can have a machine to 
which they can add a variety of 
attachments as they determine 
their needs. And they can wait to 
add the attachments until they 
can afford them. 

A plus for portable computers, 
according to Bream, is that even if 
a family that purchased a porta¬ 
ble unit later decides that it re¬ 
quires all the capabilities of a per¬ 
sonal computer with a full-size 
screen, the portable can be used 
along with the desktop unit. 

Adults can use the portable on 
the road and transfer the informa¬ 
tion to the base computer. Stu¬ 
dents can take the portable com¬ 
puter to school to take notes and 
then load the information into the 
computer at home during the eve¬ 
ning. 


In shopping for any computer, 
consumers first should make a list 
of what the computer will be used 
for and determine their price 
range. Some shoppers still may 
opt to purchase a low-cost home 
system or a very powerful person¬ 
al computer, but at least the selec¬ 
tion of portable machines has cre¬ 
ated a third choice.

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Saraco Is What The Dickers 


In Hospital 
For Illness

You can’t keep Selectman Michael 
Saraco down. Just out of intensive 
care after a heart attack early Mon¬ 
day morning, he sat by the side of his 
hospital bed — and asked about the 
Selectmen’s meeting he missed. 

Saraco has nearly always led a 
pretty hectic life. And while doctor’s 
orders now are expected to slow 
things down a bit, Saraco is hardly 
ready to just sit back and relax. 

‘His phone never stopped ring¬ 
ing.” said his wife, Linda. “He has a 
recording that would answer his calls, 
but he always wants to talk to people 
himself.” 

The 62-year-old Selectman, who is 
also the Executive Secretary of the 
Massachusetts Health Officers Assn., 
is also a longtime Town Meeting 
member and a former Finance Com¬ 
mittee chairman. 

Besides keeping his hands in the 
local government workings, Saraco 
also is active in numerous communi¬ 
ty groups. He belongs to the Sons of 
Italy lodge, the Chistopher Columbus 
Club and the Kiwanis Club. 

His son, Winchester police Sgt. 
William Saraco. said Tuesday that 
even on Sundays Saraco awakens at 
7 a.m. to attend church servcies. 

Saraco's wife said on Tuesday that 
his doctor has ordered him to slow 
down — a demand that is pobably no 
small order for the on-the-go Saraco. 

“The doctor told him, “You’ve got 
to slow down and stop doing so 
much,’ ” said Mrs. Saraco. 

At the hospital, Saraco somewhat 
reluctantly agreed. "I'm going to give 
up quite a bit of my health consulting 
work,” he said. And, he added, "I've 
got to get rid of the weight.” 

Until Tuesday, hospital officials 
were keeping him on a purely liquid 
diet. Now, he’s up to l.ouo calories a 
day. Still, he’s keeping his spirits up. 
"I’m like a camel,” he said. ““I have 
a lot stored up.” 

According to Mrs. Saraco, her hus¬ 
band was in some pain at 1 a.m. His 
grandson. Michael Walsh, who was 
staying at the house that night, 
wanted to take him to the hospital im¬ 
mediately. But Saraco. said his wife, 
"had a cup of tea and said he fell bet¬ 
ter.” 

Then, at 4:30 a.m., she said, 
Saraco was in severe pain He woke 
his grandson up and he drove him to 
Winchester Hospital. 

Saraco is expected to he hospitaliz¬ 
ed for another one-to-two weeks.

Needs 

Repair

At 103 years old, Town Hall is show¬ 
ing her age. 

Cracked, crooked and even 
crumbling in some places, she’ll soon 
be getting an expensive emergency 
facelift. 

On Monday night, Selectmen 
allocated $10,000 for stopgap 
measures to keep loose bricks from 
tumbling down. They approved the 
emergency funds after engineers 
identified “advanced deterioration” 
on the clock tower. 

“I don’t think anyone realized 
quite how bad it was,” said engineer 
John Looney, who rode up on an 
aerial platform Nov. 30 to make a 
dose-up study. “It’s not obvious from 
the ground ” 

The $1(1,000 will pay for wrapping 
four steel cables around the tower and 
lor filling cracks between the bricks. 
“The mortar will hold it together tem¬ 
porarily,” Looney said. 

The work will begin immediately. 
With any luck, the weather will stay 
warm enough to keep the mortar 
from freezing, said Dominic Ser- 
ratore, director of the town’s Dept, of 
Public Works (DPW). “Even if we 
have borderline temperatures,” he 
said, “I’m sure we can do it 

Meanwhile, the bell in the clock 
lower will stay silent this winter, in 
order to stop unnecessary vibrations 
from further loosening the bricks 

Despite the dour reports, Town 
Hall's problems are mostly limited to 
the facade, said Serratore. 

“It’s a structurally sound 
building,” he said. ‘‘We’re not afraid 
of it collapsing, we re afraid of brick 
veneer coming loose " 

At the Selectmen’s meeting, 
Looney identified the source of the 
clock tower’s problems. "Essential¬ 
ly what happened," said Looney, “is 
that water has been getting into the 
southeast corner for many, many 
years. 

“In 1964 they just kind of put a 
Band-Aid on it and covered it up." 
said the engineer. He described how

Cartoonist Is Quick To Draw From Simple Humor

Chris Demarest got fired a few years 
ago. Bored with painting houses, (“It’s such 
mindless work,” he says,) he livened up the 
job by cartooning on the walls. 

“.Just portraits done with a roller,” he 
called them, but his boss called them a 
waste of time. 

So Demarest, out of a job, sold his car to 
pay a few months’ rent. He retreated to his 
Seattle apartment and, he says, “I just 
stayed home and drew.” 

By the time he left for Boston, Demarest 
had filled an entire portfolio with cartoons. 
And, in short order, he landed a job with 
the Atlantic Monthly magazine. “The hardest thing for me,” says 
Demarest, “was getting over the guilt of it being so easy.” 

Before he discovered cartooning, says Demarest, he was “a starving 
artist for three years.” 

At school, and then, beyond, he was devoted to serious art — realism 
— expressed through oil paint and etchings. He has the chemical-toughened 
hands to prove it. 

But by the fourth year, says Demarest, he was no longer struggling: 
“Things just started clicking.” 

He illustrated half a dozen children’s 
books, including Benedict Finds n Home, 

Clemens' Kingdom, Hedgehog Surprises 
and World Famous Muriel — and more are 
in the works. 

He found a niche cartooning for a week¬ 
ly Boston Globe column called “Glossary,” 
and he has also branched out into hook jackets, and even into illustrating 
computer magazines. 

“I like to have my characters dancing,” says Demarest, who is best 
known for his watercolors and for his fanciful line drawings. Exaggera¬ 
tion is the key, says the artist, and his figures, with their oversized eyes, 
noses, and feet, are invariably “frumpy.” 





Demarest. who isn’t at all frumpy, grew up in Amherst, where he 
cavorted with professors’ sons and snuck onto the college’s squash courts 
on occasion.

He went on to college, too. “To UMass,” he says, “Because I wasn’t 
sure what I wanted to do, and I didn’t want to get drafted.” He graduated 
An’ with a degree in painting. 

“The problem with art school,” says 
Demarest, “is they don’t give you the 
background to begin developing your own 
‘certain style.’ ” 

Often, he says, “you end up copying the 
professor’s style, and you get an A for the 
course.” 

Demarest always did well in the 
academic art world. But when he moved to Seattle to “see how the other 
half lived,” he got stuck doing house-painting in order to make ends meet. 








It was the New Yorker cartoonist George Booth and a bizarre coin¬ 
cidence that pulled Demarest out of his rut and into his career. 

“George Booth’s book had just come out in time for Christmas,” says 
Demarest. ”1 thought I should buy the book for my brother, who is also 
a fan of his. 


“When we exchanged gif ts, we had each gotten the same George Booth 
book,” Demarest says. 

That book, he explains, became his Bible 
as he taught himself to cartoon. 

Now, established but not quite famous yet, 

Demarest has set his sights on “cracking” the 
venerable New Yorker, preferably by getting 
one of his witty watercolors onto the cover. 

So far, he’s just a subscriber. 

“I think at some point I will make it.” he 
says. “Why lose sleep over it?” 

Demarest says he’s confident that he’s found a lifetime pursuit. And

Media attention has been directed 
to the plight of people in Ethiopia. One 
organization taking an active role in 
providing direct relict and support to 
this and other African nations al- 
fected by drought is the American 
Red Cross. 

In February of this year, the 
League of Red Cross Societies issued 
a formal worldwide appeal for finan¬ 
cial assistance for emergency relief 
operations in the drought afflicted 
areas of Africa. 

The league has already distributed 
28.440 tons ol relief supplies in West 
and Central Africa alone. But hccuasc 
the famine has intensified, the league 
has issued an urgent worlwide appeal 
for $37 million. 


The current famine in Africa is the 
worst of the century. More than 185 
million people in 27 African countries 
are endangered, with an estimated 
40,000 people dying monthly from 
starvation. 

It has not rained in some places lot- 
two years, and agricultural produc¬ 
tion in portions of the continent has 
virtually disappeared. 

Adding to the problem is the 
upheaval due to civil wars and 
economic troubles that has forced 
three million people to flee their 
homes. 

This flight and many other pro¬ 
blems have complicated famine relief 
efforts. However, I he League of Red 
Cross Societies, through the generosi¬ 


ty of people all over the world, will 
continue to provide assistance and 
relief. 

Contributions to the Red Cross for 
this purpose will be used to buy foods, 
such as cereals, edible oils, milk 
powder, dried fish, sugar, baby food 
and protein tablets. Medical supplies 
and trained medical and relief per¬ 
sonnel to coordinate on-site relief 
operations will be provided. 

In addition, donations will buy 
trucks, four-wheel-drive vehicles and 
other equipment, and will be used to 
install long range food production pro¬ 
grams as preparation for increased 
agricultural production.*

The 
babysitter had arrived and 
was sitting on our bed, alter¬ 
nately watching us run 
around, monitoring the televi¬ 
sion. and throwing small peo¬ 
ple into the air. I took off my 
favorite necklace. 

My spouse yelled 
“Hurry!” for the eleventh 
time. So instead of putting it 
to bed in my jewelry box, I put 
it on the bureau, high up. I 
thought, and away from 
reaching lingers. 

That was the last time I 
saw it. It was gone when we 
returned at midnight. As the 
children reconstruct it, our 
4-year-old Annie spotted it on 
the rug. “Look!” she said, 
“It’s momma’s favorite 
necklace!” The babysitter 
told Her to put it in my jewelry 


box. She walked over with it. 
There were three witnesses. 
Only somehow it never got 
there. 

We turned the room upside 
down looking for it in the days 
that followed. We surely turn¬ 
ed Annie upside down. She 
was certain she’d put it in the 
jewelry box, but Annie is so 
expert at putting things in 
really safe places, we thought 
it wouldn’t hurt to check. 

On any given day, she has 
crews of plastic people taking 
naps on various windowsills. 
As I write this, a convention of 
tiny American Indians is 
camped out beneath the 
couch, and 10 stuffed animals 
are sitting in rows in the 
bathtub while a big panda 
bear balanced on the edge sits 
teaching them the alphabet. 
There’ll be a test too. I bet, 
when the Superintendent 
comes around again to check 
on them. 

So the necklace could have 
been tucked anywhere. We 
find things inside our 


shoebags all the time. We find 
things inside our shoes. You 
learn quickly in this house 
never to put your foot inside 
something unless you’ve 
checked it out pretty 
thoroughly first. 

I can’t get angry about the 
loss, all the same. The 
necklace slipped into another 
dimension, and that’s the 
most you can say about it. 

Heck, I’ve been in Annie’s 
position myself. My husband 
gave me a pendant the first 
Christmas we knew each 
other. It was a delicate flower 
made up of pearls and 
Brazilian emeralds. I lost it. 
Nobody knew how. Nobody 
was very happy about it. 
Some people said they 
wondered if 1 was ready for a 
diamond. But it turned up, in 
a way that was nothing short 
of miraculous. 

We were moving out of the 
apartment my cousin and I 
had shared that summer. In 
the back of the hall closet, we 
found a tangle of old extension 


cords, mixed together with 
some of that really hairy 
twine. I separated the cords, 
and threw the twine in a 
waiting trash bag. Something 
glinted out at me. It was my 
pendant, tangled and braided 
inexplicably into the twine’s 
coarse fibers. How it got 
there, I’ll never know. 

So I’m hoping my gold 
necklace finds its way home 
to me in a similar fashion. 

Things that disappear 
aren’t necessarily gone for 
good, after all. Just because 
we can’t see them doesn’t 
mean they’re not there. 

The people who have loved 
us and gone on aren’t within 
our sight either; but we feel 
their presence all the same. 
And I bet they’d be sorry if we 
stopped looking for them. 

Maybe my necklace feels 
that way too. In any case, I’ll 
continue the search. 

Miracles do happen. I’ve 
learned. Especially at 
Christmas. 
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‘The Nutcracker’ Ballet Will Bring 
Christmas Fantasy To The High School 


All is peaceful and quiet on this 
Christmas Eve in the year of 1812. at 
the Silberhaus residence in a small 
German town, as Clara, the teenage 
daughter, tip toes back to the living 
room while the rest of the family 
sleeps. She takes another look at the 
wonderful gift she received earlier 
this night at the family's Christmas 
party from the mysteriously attrac¬ 
tive Dr. Drosselmeyer a large 
wooden Nutcracker in the form of a 
British Grenadier. Despite her excite¬ 
ment. she soon falls asleep while 
remembering the evening s events. 

She is awakened by a strange 
presence in the room. She finds her 
Nutcracker is missing and the 
Christmas Tree growing to double its 
size. Suddenly the toys under the tree 
spring to life as giant mice charge in¬ 
to the room and the Nutcracker, now 
transformed into a living Prince, 
leads the toy soldiers into battle, and 
Clara finds herself in a fantasy that 
will lead her through Winterland to 
end in the Lands of Sweets. 

This story will again come to life 
on stage ai the Winchester High 
School Auditorium on Dec. 15, at 8 
p.m., and Dec. 1G. at 2:50 p.m. as the 
Winchester Ballet Theatre presents 
its 5th annual production of “The Nut¬ 
cracker.' 

Since the theater’s first “Nut¬ 
cracker" in 1980, several changes 
have taken place in this full-length 
version, while other things have 
become traditional. New costumes 
have been added each year and others 
improved. 

New Divertissements (dances lot- 
candies and entertainment in the 
Land of Sweets > are choreographed 
while old favorites are retained. Even 
some characters change their per¬ 
sonalities and relationships. 

For the fifth year, the role of Dr. 
Drosselmeyer is played by David 
Workman, a Wakefield portrait and 
doll artist (who carved the actual 
wooden nutcracker used in the pro¬ 
duction). but the character has 
become younger each year 

Clara, now played by local theater 
director and choreographer. Darlene 


Wigton. was a child in the 1980 ver¬ 
sion. Later she was a child who im¬ 
agined herself a grown-up in the 
second Act. She became a young 
teenager, and finally, in this year's 
production, she plays the character 
old enough to feel slighted when 
cousin Karl chooses to dance with her 
sister. Charlotte (played by Jeffrey 
Workman and Roberta Raphael, both 
of Wakefield.) 

The Nutcracker-Prince, played by 
Lincoln Clark ot Chelmsford, an Ar¬ 
my reservist employed at BT. in 
computer operations, has remained 
the same steady and reliable British 
soldier; but in a departure from 
previous productions. Clara imagines 
herself and the prince in the roles of 
the Arabian couple in the second Act. 
giving them a chance to change 
character (and costumes) to perform 
a Middle-eastern rhumba. 

The theater was first organized in 
1980 by founding members Darlene 
Wington. Lincoln Clark, David 
Workman. Jeffrey Workman and 
Eric Workman, who were first 
brought together through their com¬ 
mon interest in 18th century military 
history and membership in the British 
loth Regiment of Foot and the 
Wakefield Co. of the Massachusetts 
second Regiment. 

Other members of those units 
often appear as extras and guest per¬ 
formers. such as drummer Roger 
Honeywell of Belmont, who drums the 
cadence for the soldiers’ march in the 
battle scene. 

For each production, additional 
dancers are selected by audition and 
invitation. Many become involved 
with the theater because it provides 
an outlet for their interest in classical 
ballet, such as Jody Power of 
Reading, a member of the Choate 
Hospital laboratory staff and aerobics 
instructor, who dances the role of the 
Sugar Plum Fairy; and physical 
therapist Susan Burns of Melrose, 
who portrays the hostess. Mrs. 
Silberhaus. 

The director, a Woburn resident, 
began her dance training in Win-

Loones said that winter poses a 
particular risk for the tower. “If 
water got behind I the bricks I and 
froze.' he said, some of them might 
fall." 

In order to allocate $10,000 for im 
mediate repairs. Selectmen were re 
(|inred to declare an emergency 
situation, said Town Counsel Ilouglas 
Randall. (Mherwise. he said, the town 
would have to publicly advertise the 
job or go through a complex bidding 
procedure for contractors. 

Hall the money needed. $5,000. 
was already earmarked for Town 
11,ill repairs five years ago. said Ser- 
ratorc lie said he believed the re 
maining funds could come out of the 
DEW’s regular operating budget. 

The poor condition of the tower 
was discovered when Looney and a 
Boston Chimney and Tower Inc. 
employee examined the building for 
the town. They planned to collaborate 
on drawings for Spring Town 
Meeting, when proposals to refurbish 
the entire building are expected. 

Detailed drawings are needed, 
said Serratore. so that the town "can 


pinpoint problem areas of renovation 
and exterior work.” Such plans, he in¬ 
dicated. would allow for more ac¬ 
curate cost estimates from 
contractors. 

Looney’s firm. Aberjona 
engineering Inc., was chosen for the 
drawing job Ix'cause they “have done 
a lot of renovation projects of this 
nature." said Serratore He said the 
Mt. Vernon st. firm came “highly 
recommended'' and gave the town a 
proposal “well below bidding price." 

“We have the best." said Ser¬ 
ratore. 

As long as the consultant job costs 
less than $5,000, he explained, the 
town is not required to open the work 
up to bidding. The total cost estimate 
for the drawings and photos is $2,000, 
said the DRW director 

The emergency work was approv¬ 
ed -Hi by Selectmen. Town Counsel 
Randall said that the main reason for 
the* selectmen's emergency actions is 
the liability of the town If anyone 
were to get hit by a falling brick, he 
said. Winchester could easily be sued. 

Meanwhile, the problem of Win¬ 
chester's aging beauty has come to 
the forefront of local burcacracy. 

Selectman Edward O'Connell, at¬ 
tending the Monday board meeting at 
Town Hall, voiced iiis immediate con¬ 
cern about the situation. 

“I hope we can start I repairs I 
tonight." he said. “I have to walk out 
of the building!"

he obviously enjoys his work. 

“I think I finally unlocked my sense of humor when it came to cartoon¬ 
ing," says Demarest. “I think I have a pretty keen sense of the ridiculous. 
I can’t go back to doing realistic stuff." 

Demarest talks with his hands. He relishes being a little out of the or¬ 
dinary, just slighty outrageous, and a bit impish for his 33 years. 

He and his wife, Lark, a carpenter by profession, are re-doing the house. 
“Before we wrecked the walls," says Demarest, "I went around and drew 
cartoons all over. There were mice running 
everywhere and bears above the doors. It was 
fun." 

One morning, a neighborhood girl came 
over to borrow a cup of dog food. 

She looked around at the cartoon walls, and 
in particular at a fake window where, says 
Demarest, “I had drawn a dog looking through 
from outside, and I had drawn these tomatoes sunning themselves." 

Unfortunately, he says, her reaction was anticlimactic. “Oh. is that 
where you’re going to put a new window?" she asked. 

Demarest shrugged. He figured, he says, that kids just don’t know what 
to make of adults who draw cartoons in their kitchen. 

Demarest’s humor is, of course, reflected in the books he illustrates. 
He says he just signed a contract with Simon and Schuster for an “entirely 
wordless" book called Orville's Odyssey. 

“It’s about a little boy who lives in the 
city who’s waiting to catch a bus to go to the 
park and go fishing. He sees a puddle in the 
sidewalk, and he casts into it." 

The next thing he knows, says Demarest, 
caught up in the story, “something catches 
the hook and pulls him through the puddle. 
It’s a giant fish." 

After many undersea close calls, in 
which the boy tries to outsmart the hungry 
fish by disguising himself as a crab, a star¬ 
fish and a seahorse, it looks as if he’s doom¬ 
ed to become the giant fish’s lunchtime 
delight. 

Just in the nick of time, says Demarest, 
the boy screams, and the bubbles carry him back up through the water,

until he pops through into the safe world outside. 

Often, his books begin in reality and then take off into a fantasy world, 
with plots reminiscent of dreams. “I dream a lot," says Demarest, “but 
I’ve never incorporated anything." 

“There are times when I lie in bed in the morning and have what I think 
is a great idea, but I get up here [ in my studio I and it stinks. In reality, 
it just doesn’t work." 

Mostly, Demarest works from imagination. Once in a while, though, 
Demarest has a chance to work from reality. 

For Pooks } a little storybook about Mstislav 
Rostropovich and the dog that never leaves his side, 

Demarest says, “I got to go to New York to 
Carnegie Hall during rehearsals — and I got to watch 
him (Rostropovich) conduct." 

Sure enough, he said, the maestro’s pooch was 
there, asleep behind the conductor with her head lean¬ 
ing against the balustrade. 

Tucked away into odd corners of the Demarests’ 
traditionally decorated home are other tributes to 
humor. In the kitchen, the phone receiver is decorated 
with a model of Olive Oyl, the cartoon character who 
is Popeye’s sweetheart. 

Actually, Olive Oyl plays into Demarest’s style. His cartoon women 
always wear skirts, he says, so they’re immediately identifiable as women. 
They also have big feet and “spindly Olive-Oyl legs.' 

A close look around the sitting room reveals a tin wind-up duck that 
waddles double-time on orange feet, an antique fire engine engine that flips 
its ladder up into the air when bumped, and a model sailboat. Until it 
became a fad, says the artist, the Demarests both collected toys. 

And then, of course, there’s always his prized possession the duck 
of ducks. 

Demarest grins while the bright wind-up toy peddles frantically around 
the dining room on a tricycle, a propeller-cap whirring atop its yellow head. 

Clearly, Demarest enjoys preserving an element of childhood-just the 
fun part. 

Surprisingly enough, he doesn’t have any kids ol his own. Instead, he 
simply looks after Alice, Roy and Bill. 

They are his familial pride and joy, the two puppies and their feline 
cohort. 

For the time being, at least, he wouldn’t have it any other way. 

“I’m afraid," quips Demarest, “that if we had a kid we’d name him 
Fido."

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Principal Appreciates Experience

Paula York Caffrey. principal of 
Lincoln School, has had quite a varied 
career since earning her education 
degrees and CALS from Boston 
University She started her teaching 
career in the Malden Public Schools, 
teaching for three years in the 3rd 
grade. She was then granted a year’s 
leave of absence to teach in Nancy, 
France 

Caffrey’s introduction to the Win¬ 
chester school system was the 
Parkhurst School ' n the early 60s she 
served as a team leader in a team 
teaching program for grades 4 
through 6. 

Her first experience as an ad¬ 
ministrator was also at Parkhurst, 
where she was acting principal. 
Later, in 1964, she was appointed prin¬ 
cipal of Noonan School, and remain¬ 
ed there until 1970. 

A break in administrative duties 
occurred, allowing Ms. Caff rev to 
return to the classroom, only this time 
to Mystic School as a grade 2-3 
teacher. 

In 1979-80, Washington School 
combined her skills as teacher and 
half-time principal. When Washington 
closed. Cal'frey came to Lincoln in 
1980 as principal. 

Paula Caffrey’s skills as an 
educator and administrator are evi¬ 
dent in her ability to adjust to 
numbers, locations, and school 
populations around Winchester. For 
example, in the middle 60s. before 
Muraco School was built, Noonan had 
a population of more than -400 
students, and housed students on the 
lower level of Lynch School, which 
was then a junior high. 

At that time she was responsible 
for five classrooms at the “Noonan 
Annex,” one class each of 5 and 6 
grade students from Noonan, one 
class bused from Mystic and two 
classes from the old Wyman district. 
When Muraco School opened, 
redistricting took place and children 
east of the railroad tracks went to 
Muraco. thus relieving Noonan of the 
bulge. 

Looking back on her experiences, 
Caffrey developed greater empathy 
for the curriculum demands that an 
elementary teacher faces. “It was dif¬ 
ficult to go back into the classroom 
after being in administration for 12 
years," she admits. 

However, after a few months, that 
feeling of security in her teaching 
abilities returned, thanks to her col¬ 
leagues in the teaching ranks who 
gave her the necessary support. The 
easiest transition was in teaching 
reading, because her background is 
in the field of reading.

Caffrey, frankly admits that it was 
much easier to go back into ad¬ 
ministrative work from teaching, and 
feels that she has broadened 
academically because she has had the 
opportunity to experience five dif¬ 
ferent school districts. 

She feels that her greatest 
challenge was her most recent one 
that of consolidating Mystic School in¬ 
to the Lincoln School district. It was 
a very strenuous year, physically, go¬ 
ing from a school population of 287 to 
428. 

“I met that challenge by having a 
very supportive Parents’ Association 
and staff. It was difficult for Mystic 
teachers, coming from a small school 
into a larger building, to adjust to 
rules and procedures that are 
necessary with a 426-pupil population. 

The children were the most adap¬ 
table. It took longer for parents and 
staff to adjust to the changes, hut we 
survived the year, we re alive and 
well, and the prognosis is excellent." 
she said. 


Caffrey added that there are some 
disadvantages to a large school that 
require adjustments. “It is 
frustrating not to know children by 
name, and it is hard to relate to 
parents in a personalized way,” she 
said. 

Lack of extra time also makes it 
difficult to be able to know each 
child’s academic progress or lack of 
progress in greater depth, to visit the 
classrooms more frequently, to go to 
eductional conferences, and to visit 
other school systems. 

Still, this year, Caffrey said, she is 
feeling much more comfortable. She 
know's nearly every child and 
recognizes every parent. One of her 
goals is to keep appraised of each 
child’s progress. 

Also, she said there are advan¬ 
tages to a large school. At Lincoln 
there are three 1st and 2nd grades, 
which means a lot of sharing between 
teachers can take place. Two 1st 
grades function in an open area and 
the third in a Traditional-type 


classroom.” She added, “I do not con¬ 
sider Lincoln a traditional school, as 
we have cooperative teaching in all 
grade levels.” 

The school itself is not overcrowd¬ 
ed, she maintains. Children feel com¬ 
fortable, she said, even though an 
extra classrooom has been converted 
into a 3-4 science lab. Another 
available learning space is the old 
"home-ec” room that was converted 
into a science lab four years ago. 

“I think these buildings that were 
former junior highs make excellent 
elementary facilities ; they allow for 
many supportive areas, i.e. clinic, 
conference rooms, reading and 
speech specialist room, cafeteria, 
auditorium with seating capacity of 
500, and a third floor art room com¬ 
plete with skylight," Caffrey con¬ 
cluded. 

On a more personal note, Caffrey 
lives in Malden with her mother, and 
her 3 year pet poodle by the name of 
.Jean Pierre. When Caffrey returned

to teaching for a short time, in 1976, 
she had the opportunity to help run 
the family antique business. 

Her interests include hand-crafted 
items, quilting and needlepoint, and 
she often escapes to the mountains in 
New Hampshire to relax. She also en¬ 
joys skiing, although she does far less 
often lately. 

Caffrey is very active in communi¬ 
ty projects and is a trustee of the 
Malden Public Library, director of 
Malden Historical Society and vice 
president of the Malden High Scholar¬ 
ship Inc. She also is a past scholarship 
chairman of the Zonta Club, the pro¬ 
fessional women’s club, whose aim is 
to raise funds for scholarships and 
community organizations.

The School Committee on Tuesday 
voted to crack down on high school 
students who abuse the study hall 
release program, but rejected a pro 
posal backed by Supt. Charles Mit- 
sakos to hire school monitors. 

The monitor system would have 
meant hiring three adults to supervise 
students who leave the school on the 
release program. The monitors would 
have prevented violations by students 
who are ineligible from participating 
in the program. The hi lings would 
have cost the school $1,500 per 
semester. 

Instead, the board agreed to issue 
passes to eligible students. The passes 
would be checked by present school 
staff members. 

Also, students who maintain a C 
average will now be required to 
return to study halls, beginning Jan. 
2. Only students with a C ♦ average or 
better will, pending parental ap¬ 
proval, have the right to leave the 
campus and circulate freely in the 
school. 

The committee approved a three- 


point plan to check students before 
they leave the campus: 

• Teachers will “spot check" 
students leaving tin campus to ensure 
they are eligible for the study hall 
release program. 

• During lunch periods, a staff 
member will be a Signed to monitor 
students exiting by the back door of 
the school and on the grounds. 

• Student assemblies will be held 
to review the program on a regular 
basis. 

• Students wh< ' ire late or absent 
from class withou valid excuse will 
be sent back to mdy halls for 10 
weeks. 

Committee member Constance 
Papas commented. “What I'd like to 
do is support this policy for this school 
year. At the end of this year, I think 
that the high school administration 
should come back and report us, and 
the Parents Association should come 
back to us to tell us what the results 
have been." 

“The problem seems to be." she. 
said, “that our policy was not ade¬ 
quately enforced in the past. 


Scholarship Funds 
Total $38,3156 


At the recent annual meeting of 
the Winchester Scholarship Founda¬ 
tion, Dan LaGatta submitted the 
report of the Scholarship Committee 
and outlined the awards made in 1984. 

A total of $38,3156 was awarded as 
initial aid to 26 students. The awards 
ranged, he said, from a low of $254 to 
a high of $4,000, the average being ap¬ 
proximately $1500. 

He pointed out that the average 
award has increased from $500 in 1979 
reflecting both increased tuition costs 


and the tact that the Scholarship 
Foundation can make the difference 
between whether a student can attend 
college or not. 

In addition to the aid granted 
students graduating from the high 
school, the foundation awarded a total 
of $22,400 as further aid to a total of 
20 students in their second or third 
years of education. 

For the first time this year, an 
award was granted to a Winchester 
High School graduate, a first-year 
medical student.

The committee approved the proposal 
by WHS Assistant Principal and Adult 
Education Director Karen Kocon to 
offer 46 courses, Monday through 
Thursday (afternoon and evening), 
from Jan. 28 through April 11. 
Brochures describing the courses will 
be made available just after the 
winter vacation. 

Gene Bouley, Dick Elliott, Neil 
Gillis and Science Director Frank 
Finigan have had their earth science 
course cited as an exemplary pro¬ 
gram by the National Science 
Teachers’ Assn. 

The children, staff and parents of 
Ambrose School have donated $105 to 
Oxfam to help support the drought- 
plagued people of Ethiopia. 

Ambrose has become the second 
school to adopt a call-in system. (See 


related item in Ask-The-Educators). 
Parents have been asked to call in to 
the school if their child will be absent 
or late. Every effort will be made to 
contact parents if a child is absent 
without a call-in. 

During the 1984-85 school year, a 
program of the Heart Assn, will be in¬ 
troduced to the Kindergarten and 
first-grade children at Lynch School. 
Classroom activities will teach the 
students about the heart, lungs and 
the circulatory system and how they 
function. All of this is done in conjunc¬ 
tion with lessons and reinforcement 
in the Physical Education Classes. 

The purpose is to teach the impor¬ 
tance of the cardiovascular system 
and fitness at a young age. The pro¬ 
gram is being coordinated by 
Physical Education teacher Pam 
Canney. 

A plant propogation project has 
been in place as part of the science 
program in the Primary Resource 
Room at Lynch School. The plants 
were sold (in student designed con¬ 
tainers) at the Lynch School Santa’s 
Secret Shop. Proceeds of the sale 
were donated to the Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary Scholarship Fund. 

Grade 2 students at Lynch have 
started to work on their Colonial Days 
Unit. Part of this unit has students 
making and tasting foods of the time. 


The students have dried apples, made 
butter and cornbread and have ex¬ 
perienced a dessert ol the era called 
flummery. The program will 
culminate in a towmvide day in which 
all students will gather at the town 
hall and see first hand crafts ol the 
Colonial Days. 

Lynch Grade J and 4 students meet 
regularly in a Thursday Forum to 
discuss, share, and listen to topics ol 
general interest to them. People from 
the community have been invited to 
the programs. At one session, some 
senior citizens have shared with the 
students their reflections on life and 
the many aspects of enjoying life at 
an older age as well as some of the 
concerns. 

This is part of a continuing theme 
revolving around our community and 
its people. 

Larry Rinaldi and Lorin Maloney 
of the Winchester High School Social 
Studies Dept, were selected to attend 
the Graduate School of the City 
University of New York under a grant 
from the National Endowment for the 
Humanities. The pair will work to im¬ 
prove the teaching of Russian and 
Soviet history in secondary Social 
Studies courses. 

The principal aim of the con¬ 
ferences is to familiarize teachers 
with the state of scholarship on 
Russia and the Soviet Union.

The WIN staff have outlined some 
guidelines with regard to the pur¬ 
chase of toys during this holiday 
season. 

Some safe and good ideas might 
be: stuffed animals, blocks and poun¬ 
ding toys, modeling dough, linger 
paints and large crayons, dolls, 
housekeeping and store keeping toys, 
|H*g I wards, farm animals and village 
sets. 

Also, adventure play sets, band 
puppets, doll carriage, simple toy 
carpentry tools, toy trucks, cars, 
planes, easy construction sets, in¬ 
terlocking puzzles and simple word 
and alphabet games. 

They also suggest checking toys 
for potential hazards, such as. sharp 
points, jagged edges, rough surfaces: 
small detachable parts that may be 
swallowed or could lodge in the wind¬ 
pipe, nostrils or ears; glass that could 


break and leave cutting edges. 

Also, beware of long cords or 
strings on toys. If the cord is over i2 
inches long, cut it shorter. Squeakers, 
or other noise makers should be 
securely attached to the toy it they 
could be removed and swallowed. 

Be wary of caps. guns, and other 
toys that produce a very loud noise 
that could impair hearing. 

Nuts, bolts, and clamps should be 
secured, and electric toys should not 
have frayed or loose wires.

Attendance Program Keeps Parents Informed 


Richard Young 
Principal - Muraco School 
QUESTION: The Muraco School has 
a pilot program for notifying parents 
when a child doesn’t arrive at school. 
How do you feel about this program 
after three montsh? 

Muraco School’s call-in system 
was inacted in September as a result 
of national TV coverage of child ab¬ 
duction and due to requests by 
parents of Muraco School. 

Initially I was somewhat negative 
to the installation as I thought it was 
Unnecessary and that it might be a 
logistical nightmare. 

These thoughts changed when I 
suddenly realized during the finger¬ 
printing program sponsored by the 
Police Department and Mercurio In¬ 
surance that a child could: run away, 
have an accident, or be abducted and 
no one would be aware of it until 3 
p.m. This program, along with our 
Helping Hand system are preven¬ 
tative programs that relieve parents 


fears particularly in the light of re¬ 
cent child disappearances. 

To this date, it has not been a 
logistical monster and all parents feel 
that this system has made it safer for 
their child. 

The call-in system consists of the 
following steps: 

1. Parents call school between 8:15 
and 8:45 to notify school that a child 
will be absent or tardy. 

2. Teachers list all children absent 
and send attendance sheets to office 
by 9 a.m. 

3. Any child entering the building 
after 8:45 must report to the office. 

4. School Secretary checks atten¬ 
dance sheets and confirms absences 
not called in. 

In the event that a child is 
suspected missing the following steps 
will be initiated: 

1. Teacher! s) survey class to dou¬ 
ble check with peer or siblings. 

2. Parent check house, yard and 
route to school.

QUESTION: What programs are 
available for the accelerated student 
at the elementary level? 

Answer: One specific program 
and numerous provisions are includ¬ 
ed in the elementary curriculum for 
the education of academically 
talented students. 

The “Individual Advanced Pro¬ 
jects/Mentors’’ program serves 
5th-8th graders and occasionally 


younger students. Students identify a 
project idea whose scope goes well 
beyond the classroom curriculum. 
Guided by the school librarian, they 
work on the project independently 
and. often, with the help of an expert 
in their area of interest who serves as 
a mentor. On two afternoons students 
from different schools are brought 
together to share their projects. 

Winchester’s provisions for 
academically talented students are 
built into the regular curriculum and 
cut across every grade level and sub¬ 
ject. These include: reading and 
literature programs that go well 
beyond grade level; advanced math 
objectives; science and social studies 
units that are replete with open-ended 
questions and investigations, a three- 
year “advanced challenge” 
ggograpb) sequence; library 
research and computer programming 
projects that allow for the highest 


levels of performance; a children’s 
literature program; and a strong em 
phasis throughout the curriculum on 
the writing process, which en¬ 
courages each student to produce 
creative and expository work at 
whatever level of sophistication the 
student is capable of attaining at a 
given time. 

QUESTION: At the elementary 
level does a “(’“ grade represent a 
homeroom average, a class average, 
a town-wide average, or what? 

Answer: It represents perfor¬ 
mance in relation to a town-wide cur¬ 
riculum, although individual 
standards may vary slightly. (The 
overall consistency of student perfor¬ 
mance in all schools is attested by the 
end-of-the-year achievement test 
results.) 

One other important point: the 


word “average” is misleading in rela¬ 
tion to elementary report cards. 
“Average” is a statistical term which 
in this context would refer to the mid¬ 
dle range of a bell curve. However, 
Winchester elementary students are 
not “graded on a curve." Further¬ 
more, in the minds of many, 
“average” has come to mean 
"mediocre" or even “bad." 

Again, this is not what the elemen¬ 
tary schools mean by a C grade. Pro¬ 
bably the clearest translation of “(’” 
would be “good performance,” with 
B indicating “very good" and A in¬ 
dicating “excellent;" Dand U would 
represent “fair" and “unsatisfac¬ 
tory.” 

Ql ESTION: Some of the worksheets 
my children bring home are very dif¬ 
ficult to read. Can the new xerox 
machines be used to help the teachers 


in this area? If not what is the 
solution? 

Answer: Teachers are doing 
everything possible to avoid giving 
assignments that are difficult to read 
or otherwise unattractive to look at. 
The teachers understand that because 
“the medium is the message," it is 
difficult (but not impossible) to con¬ 
vey an “excellence” message through 
a faded or aesthetically dreary 
medium. The school’s xerox 
machines can certainly be used to 
reproduce worksheets, but there are 
budgetary limitations on the extent to 
which this is possible.

Kraus’ Jail Suicide Bill 
Passes Senate; To House

After more than a year and a half 
Sen. Richard A. Kraus saw his bill to 
prevent jail suicide pass through the 
Senate and go to the House 

"I am immensely pleased that all 
of the hard work done by the commis¬ 
sion and by many concerned in¬ 
dividuals, finally is paying off,” 
Kraus said. “We arc now that much 
closer to saving lives.” 

The Special Senate Commission 
To Investigate Suicide in 
Massachusetts Detention Centers was 
formed and funded in July of 1983. 
“We researched and worked very 
diiligently for eight months ac¬ 
cumulating information from police 
chiefs across the slate.” Kraus said. 
The commission’s work resulted in 
the report released May 1. The actual 
legislation was filed May 7. 

“Unfortunately, due to the lack of 
work In the Senate during the sum¬ 
mer months, the hill languished in 
Senate Ways and Means for five 
months," Kraus noted “Everyone in¬ 
volved was frustrated, but there was 
no effective way to get things moving 
until the Senate got back to work afler 
the general election,” continued 
Kraus. 

The Senate engrossed the bill last 
week and passed it onto ihe House of 
Representatives. It will undergo a 
similar process on the House side, but 
no problems or delays are an¬ 
ticipated. "Representative Buglione 
will usher through the hill in the 
House,” Kraus continued. "His office 
and mine have been in daily contact 
in regards to this legislation. I know 
lie’s ready to make sure it moves 
through speedily before the House 
recesses Dec. 13. I’m very hopeful 
that soon we’ll be able to implemennt 


measures that will literally save 
lives." 

These preventive measures in the 
legislation include four requirements. 
The lockup facility shall be required 
to make a report which will identify 
the deceased and describe the cir¬ 
cumstances of the death. Presently no 
such report is mandated. The medical 
examiner would also be required to 
send copies of the report to the next of 
kin. Furthermore, any attempt or 
threat of suicide by a detainee must 
be recorded in the Dept, of Public 
Safety’s computer within 24 hours by 
the person in charge of the lockup. 

The bill further provides that each 
lockup facility shall have a protective 
covering of high impact transparent 
plastic over all bar structures. This 
will prevent access to the bars used 
in suicide hangings, the most 
prevalent method used by detainees. 

An electronic audio system must 
also be installed in all facilities so that 
the officer in charge at the duty desk 
can he within audible range of each 
cell. This method is considered by 
some to be more effective and less ex¬ 
pensive than the installation of TV 
screens, since the officer may very 
well have his hack turned to the 
screen for legitimate reasons, but can 
hear any gagging or unusual noises 
which come over the audio system. 

The third requirement includes the 
installation of an electronic security 
device which records the time of cell 
checks. Each cell will now have to be 
checked every fifteen minutes. Last¬ 
ly. training in the detection, interven¬ 
tion. and the prevention of suicide for 
MDC Police, members of the police 
department, and the uniform branch 
of the State Police is required.

Shepherds near Bethlehem hear 
the Angels sing: "Glory to God in 
the highest, and on Earth, peace 
toward men of good will.” So 
began the events that we observe 
<as phristmas. 

9 All over the world this holiday 
will be celebrated. It is called 
Kerst-Masse in Holland. Noel in 
France. II Natale in Italy, Weihna- 
chten in Germany and El Natal in 
Spain. It is the most beloved of 
religious festivals. 

However, a holiday at this time 
of year is not original with Chris¬ 


tians. For many years before 
Christ s birth, many groups held 
festivals at this time of the winter 
solstice connected with the 
Earth’s fertility and the lengthen¬ 
ing of the short, cold winter days. 

The Romans, for example, ob¬ 
served the lavish Saturnalia, hon¬ 
oring Saturn, their god of agricul¬ 
ture. from the middle of Decem¬ 
ber to the beginning of the new 
year. They exchanged gifts, in¬ 
dulged in overeating, drinking and 
visiting. The Persians did the 
same in honor of their god Mithra. 
the diety of light. 

The date of Christmas has a dif¬ 
ficult history but has been estab¬ 
lished by computation. 

Part of the confusion over the 
exact year of birth we owe to a 
monk named Dionysis the Less 
who lived in the sixth century. 
Pope John I ordered Dionysis to 
calculate the date of Jesus’ birth. 
The pope wanted to establish a 
new calendar beginning at Christ’s 
birth. 

Dionysis did his work in great 
detail, so we can follow his rea¬ 
soning. He began with John the 
Baptist, who began to preach in 
the 15th year of the reign of Tiber¬ 
ius (Luke 3:1). 

Jesus began his preaching about 
one year after the Baptist, the 16th 
year of Tiberius or Roman year 
784. Luke 3:23 tells us that Jesus 
was about 30 years old when he

began his ministry Thirty from 
784 gives you 754. thus Pope John 
1 pronounced that the Roman year 
754 was the year zero on the new 
calendar. 

But Matthew 2:11 and Luke 1:5 
say that Christ was born in the 
days of Herod. Herod died in the 
spring of the Roman year 750. 
That means that Dionysis errored 
by at least four years. So, accord¬ 
ing to the current calendar, Christ 
had to be born at least 4 B.C. and 
most likely 7 or 8 B.C. 

If the year is hard to establish, 
the exact day is much more diffi¬ 
cult. Clement of Alexandria, who 
died in A.D. 215, held it was April 
19. Other churchmen and scholars 
have advanced the dates of April 
18, March 28 or 29 and Sept. 19. 
Shepherds spending the nights in 
the fields does suggest spring or 
fall rather than winter. 

Dec. 25 actually was arrived at 
by computation from the date of 
Easter. The Greek church put the 
date of the crucifixion on April 6. 
and Rome put the date as March 
25 — this was confirmed by 
Dionysis, of course. 

The theologians of the time felt 
that there could be no fractions in 
the life of Jesus, or any chronolog¬ 
ical imperfections, so he had to die 
on the anniversary of his concep¬ 
tion. Add nine months to April 6. 
and you arrive at Jan. 6, the com¬ 
monly held birth date of Jesus in 
eastern tradition. Adding nine 
months to March 25 produces Dec. 
25, the date we observe the birth 
of Christ. 

As a coincidence the Roman 
calendar marked Dec. 25 as the 
winter solstice, a date we now 
know to be Dec. 21. The Christians 
may have seen opportunity knock¬ 
ing and appropriated this natural 
festive day for their own celebra¬ 
tion. 

So for some 1,800 years, give or 
take a few, Christians have been 
celebrating Jesus’ birth Dec. 25. 
The date is secondary to the cen¬ 
tral significance. To play it safe, 
keep the spirit of Christmas year- 
round.

Snow may be falling, and stores 
may be bustling with shoppers, 
but it really isn t Christmastime 
until the letter carrier delivers the 
first Christmas card of the season 

This season, approximately 3.5 
billion Christmas cards will be 
sent in the United States. The 
staggering figure is even more im¬ 
pressive when one realizes how 
far the greeting card has evolved 
since its beginnings. 

The history of greeting cards 
goes back more than 500 years, 
yet today’s cards continue to cre¬ 
ate history, according to a spokes¬ 
man for American Greetings, a 
personal expression company. For 
example, such companies are of¬ 
fering new lines of greeting cards 
this Christmas that use the techno¬ 
logical capabilities of the micro¬ 
chip. Some cards actually can 
reproduce the human voice, and 
others have noises such as engines 
and thunder. In other cards, small 
lights blink when the cards are 
opened. All of these cards are 
powered by a thin battery that 
drives a small silicon microchip 
and speaker inside the card. 

The technology may be new. but 
the idea was used long ago. In 
1878. an English publisher intro¬ 
duced sound cards that were two 
thin pasteboard layers sandwich¬ 
ing a flat suction whistle. When 
pressed, the card emitted a friend¬ 
ly chirp. 

The custom of exchanging cards 
dates back to the 1400s when Eu¬ 
ropeans left special greetings 
while visiting friends on New 
Year's Day. These greetings were 
often small woodcuts wishing 
good will for the coming year 
Sometimes they featured an en¬ 
graving of the Christ Child. 

This practice ended in 1652 
when England’s Puritan Parlia¬ 
ment abolished public observance 
of Christmas Later, during the 


early years of Queen Victoria's 
reign. Christmas celebrations 
came back into fashion and shop¬ 
keepers began to add seasonal 
greetings to their trade cards. 

The year 1843 is notable in the 
history of the Christmas card. 
Charles Dickens popularized the 
message of this holiday in his 
novel. "A Christmas Carol." and to 
celebrate this event, an exclusive 
shop on London's Old Bond Street 
offered its customers the first 
Christmas card. 

One day during that season, a 
gentleman named Henry Cole 
passed by the shop. He was known 
in England as a passionate sup¬ 
porter of the Penny Post, a mail¬ 
ing system started three years 
earlier that allowed the sender of 
mail to bear the cost instead of the 
receiver. 



Cole conceived an idea to send a 
Christmas message via the Penny 
Post and asked his friend John 
Calcott Horsley to design a suit¬ 
able Christmas card. Horsley pro¬ 
duced 1.000 copies — all hand- 
lettered — of which only a dozen 
or so still exist. The card was in¬ 
scribed with the soon-to-become- 
familiar message. "Merry Christ¬ 
mas and Happy New Year to 
You." with room for the sender's 
and recipient’s names. 

The English public exchanged 
homemade cards for years, but 
small businesses soon began com¬ 
mercial production of cards to 
meet the growing demand for 
cards to mail. 

The London Times and other 
English newspapers took Christ¬ 
mas cards so seriously that each 
year current designs were re¬ 
viewed, similar to theater re¬ 
views. Queen Victoria even sent 
thousands of cards to relatives 
and neighbors. 

Enter Louis Prang in 1874, a 
Bostonian credited with being the 
father of American Christmas 
cards. Prang perfected a multico¬ 
lor printing process that made his 
cards superior to those printed in 
Europe. More American publish¬ 
ers entered the greeting-card field 
in the early 1900s, and many of the 
greeting-card companies we know 
today were born in that era. 

Through World War I and the 
Great Depression, the demand for 
greeting cards kept increasing and 
only temporarily was slowed by 
World War II and the worldwide 
paper shortage. After the war and 
in ensuing years, demand again in¬ 
creased. Today billions of cards 
are sent around the world every 
year. 

But even with all the high tech¬ 
nology and gimmicks of today s 
cards, the most popular message 
still is Horsley’s. "Merry Christ¬ 
mas and Happy New Year to 
You!"

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St. Lucy’s Day: “Festival Of 
Brightens Swedish Advent 


Lights’’ 

Planning A 
Family Portrait 


Mankind has traditionally celebrated 
the triumph of light over darkness. The 
most well-known of these “Festivals of 
Lights" is the Jewish holiday of Hanuk- 
kali, which usually falls in the month of 
December, and lasts for eight days. 

It is a season marked by joyous celebra¬ 
tion. gift-giving and, especially, candle- 
lighting*. In fact, the Mcnorah, a 
nine-branched candelabra, is one of the fa¬ 
miliar and traditional symbols of this fes¬ 
tive occasion which commemorates the 
victory of the Maccabees over the Grcco- 
Syrians who had occupied the temple in 
Jerusalem in the second century B.C 
The miraculous victory of this small 
group of Hebrews over the forces of the 
enemy is paralleled by a miraculous vial of 
oil within the temple which, though it con¬ 
tained only enough oil to burn for a single 
day, miraculously lasted for eight days. 

The Christians, too, have their "Festi¬ 
val of Lights" which is celebrated on De¬ 


cember 13th, St Lucy’s Day. (The name, 
Lucy, is derived from the Latin word for 
light, lux.) 

This holiday is chiefly observed in Swe¬ 
den. where most households have their 
Lucia Queen 

St. Lucy is impersonated by a young 
girl, usually blond, who is garbed in the 
customary flowing white gown, which is 
sashed in red and decorated with stars. 

On her head, the Lucia Queen wears a 
crown of bilberries, in which lighted can¬ 
dles have been arranged. 

In the early hours of the morning of De¬ 
cember 13th. before sunrise has begun to 
light the sky. the Lucia Queen proceeds 
slowly throughout her home, singing the 
traditional "Lucia song." 

She awakens the household, bringing 
them hot coffee and special buns, known 
as lussektitier. which are flavored w ith ei¬ 
ther saffron or cardamom, and formed 


Traditionally served on Saint Lucy’s Day in Sweden, these sweet, savory buns arc 
golden with saffron and decorated with such delights as raisins or currants or blan¬ 
ched almonds. 

They are made in many shapes, among them the familiar braid, a decorative double 
"S" or molded into fanciful shapes such as Lucia Cats and Lucia Crowns. 

The recipe below, including the instructions tor forming the dough into Lucia Cats, 
a large braid and a simple coiled Julkaka are reproduced from the classic volume of 
Christmas cookery. Visions of Sugarplums (Harpct & Row) by Mimi Sheraton. 

SWEDISH SAFFON BUNS 
(Saffransbrod) 


Vi teaspoon dried saffron threads 

1 cup half-and-half (milk and cream) 

2 envelopes dry yeast 
Vi cup lukewarm water 

1 tablespoon sugar 
V» cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi cup unsulted butter 


I egg, beaten 

4 cups sifted flour, or as needed 
I egg yolk beaten 
with 1 tablespoon milk 
1 egg white, beaten 
Raisins or currants, for decorations 
Lump sugar, crushed 
Grated blanched almonds 


into braids, twists or. sometimes, cats. 

After she has finished this task, she 
goes out to the barn, bringing food and 
coffee to the farmhands and special food 
for the animals. 

Later in the day. there is a church cere¬ 
mony, during which a young girl attired as 
Lucia, candles burning in her crown, 
brings light into a darkened church. 

She is frequently followed by young 
boys garbed as "star-boys." These "star- 
boys” carry staffs crowned with stars and 
wear star-studded caps. 

How did St. Lucy’s Day become a 
"Festival of Lights?" Lucy, a Christian 
martyr, who lived in Syracuse in Sicily in 
the third century AD. and w ho herself was 
cruelly blinded, is the saint who restores 
sight to the blind — bringing light to dark¬ 
ness. 

St. Lucy is frequently represented in 
paintings carrying a lamp or torch, rein¬ 
forcing her position as the bringer of light. 


Additionally, according to the Old Style 
calendar. St. Lucy’s Day. December 13th. 
is the shortest day of the year, and thus the 
darkest — the ideal time to celebrate the 
yearly victory of light over darkness. 

How the celebration of St. Lucy's Day 
made its way from Sicily to Sweden is 
something of a mystery . The first celebra¬ 
tion of St. Lucy’s Day in Sweden would 
seem to have occurred in the 18th century , 
but it wasn't until the 19th century that the 
custom of nominating a young girl to take 
the part of St. Lucy seems to have taken 
hold, and then only in rural areas. 

And. it was only toward the end of the 
1920s that the holiday was popularized in 
Stockholm, where the Lucia Queen would 
lead processions through the city streets. 

The joyous acceptance of the St. Lucy’s 
Day festivities in Stockholm was immedi¬ 
ate. ensuring the holiday a permanent 
place in the Advent calendar, and in the 
hearts of Swedes.

Wrapping presents, baking 
cookies, writing cards and deco¬ 
rating the tree are just a few of 
the preparations for a Christmas 
gathering of family and friends. In 
the hectic rush of the season, an 
additional project may be the last 
thing you want but the holidays 
present a unique opportunity to 
have the family photographed in a 
professional portrait. 

Planning a family portrait for 
the holidays is easy, according to 
portrait experts from Kodak, if 
you start in advance. The biggest 
obstacle in planning a portrait — 
reuniting the clan — is eliminated 
by taking advantage of having 
children, grandchildren and other 
relatives home for the holidays. 

Prior to the holidays, choose 
one morning or afternoon to desig¬ 
nate as family portrait day and 
notify each member of the group 
of the date and time. 

Then, contact your local profes¬ 
sional photographer to arrange an 
appointment. Discuss the style of 
portrait you have in mind with 
your photographer or visit the stu¬ 
dio to review his portfolio. Por¬ 
traits can be formal or informal, 
made in the studio or at almost 
any desired location — home, out¬ 
doors or even at your community 
Christmas display. 

Choose a wardrobe theme that 
is acceptable to the group and 
check with your photographer for 
advice. As a rule, the family 
should avoid an assortment of 
plaids, large prints and stripes 
that will detract from faces — the 
most important part of a portrait. 
Solids and warm tones are ideal. 
Women should wear three-fourths- 
length or long sleeves. The lightest 
area of the portrait should be the 
smiling faces. 

Bring more than one outfit to 
the portrait sitting. While you 
have the group together, it’s wise 
to have a variety of separate por¬ 
traits made of children, parents 
and grandparents. Don’t forget the 
family pet — it can add warmth 
and expression to the family por¬ 
trait. Be certain to notify the pho¬ 
tographer in advance if you plan 
to include the pet. 


Crush dry saffron to a fine powder and steep in I or 2 tablespoons lukewarm half- 
and-half for 10 minutes. Sprinkle yeast into V* cup lukewarm water, add 1 tablespoon 
sugar, cover lightly and set aside in a warm place for 5 to 10 minutes, or until foamy. 
Scald remaining half-and-half and add 'A cup sugar, salt and butter, and stir until but¬ 
ter melts. Cool to lukewarm. Add to yeast mixture along with strained saffron milk (if 
you are sure all saffron is dissolved, straining is unnecessary) and 1 beaten egg. Mix 
well. 

Gradually stir in flour until mixture is smooth and not sticky, but still soft and plia¬ 
ble. Knead for 10 minutes, or until shiny and clastic. Place in a lightly floured bowl, 
dust top of dough with flour, cover loosely and set to rise in draft-free comer until 
double in bulk — about 1 'A hours. Punch dough down and knead for 2 or 3 minutes. 

Shape in any of the following forms, depending on the finished buns or cakes you 
want. Let rise 30 minutes and bake in pre-heated 400° oven for 10 minutes. Reduce 
heat to 350° and bake 30 minutes more, or until golden brown. 

Makes about 2 dozen buns or I large or 2 small coffee cakes. 

Lussekatter Lucia Cats: Pinch off small bits of dough and roll into sausage 
shapes 5 to 7 inches long. Place these strips together in pairs, pinching centers to join 
them and coiling four ends out. Brush with egg yolk glaze and bake. Using a little egg 
white, stick a raisin or currant in the center of each coil of the hot buns. 

JulbrM — Saffron Braid: Shape dough into 3 ropes, then braid. Brush with egg 
yolk glaze and sprinkle w ith sugar and or grated blanched almonds. Bake at 400° for 
10 minutes, lower heat to 350° and bake about 50 minutes more, or until cake sounds 
hollow when tapped on bottom. 

Julkaka — Christmas Cake: Shape dough into a large cake. To make the round 
cake, form one continuous long sausage roll of all the dough and then coil it. With a 
scissors, make 1-inch-deep cuts 2 inches apart around the outside roll. Brush w ith egg 
yolk glaze and sprinkle w ith coarsely crushed cube sugar. Raisins may be kneaded 
into the dough. Bake as for Julbnkl.

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Tracing The Spicy History Of Mincemeat, A Favorite 


Yuletide Dessert, From The Middle Ages Through Today 


Merry-making often takes place around 
a table. Hence, for each holiday, there is 
an assortment of traditional dishes without 
which the occasion would not be com¬ 
plete. 

Christmas dinner is simply not Christ 
mas dinner without a roast g(x>sc or turkey 
as a main dish, ami without mince pie for 
dessert. 

In fact, so central is mince pie to the cel 
cbr.ition of Christmas that it is considered 
bad luck to turn down a portion of mince¬ 
meat during Christmas dinner a year’s 
worth of misfortune, to be precise. 

On the other hand, mincemeat lovers 
will be glad to learn that, for every day 
during the Twelve Days of Christmas in 
which they partake of mincemeat at a dif¬ 
ferent home, they will enjoy a month of 
happiness in the coming year 

The tradition of serving mincemeat at 
Christmas is centuries old. Since the Mid 
die Ages, when the Crusaders brought 
back to England the first fragrant spices 
out of the east. British cooks have been 
preparing mincemeat pics originally 
called "shrid pies" and. somewhat later, 
"shredded pies” to commemorate the 
Christmas holiday 

The use of spices had a two fold impor¬ 
tance. Primarily, the spices acted as a pre¬ 
servative. increasing the staying power of 
the meat which was the most important in¬ 
gredient in mincemeat. The spices also 
had a symbolic importance, as they repre¬ 
sented the gifts which the three Magi 
brought to the infant Christ 

This symbolism was enhanced by the 
shape in which the pie was baked. A rec¬ 
tangular form, called a "coffin,” was used 

a visual metaphor for Christ’s cradle, 
according to some experts; for his se¬ 
pulchre. according to others. Oftentimes, 
this metaphor was extended by decorating 
the top of the mince pie w ith an image of 
the Holy Infant 

The form and symbolism of the mince 
pic contributed to its popularity during the 
centuries before the Puritan regime in En¬ 
gland: however, once the Puritans took 
control of the British government, they 
outlawed mince pie. For. strict in their 
rules and expectations, they saw mince pic 


as it was baked and served, as “an abomi¬ 
nation. idolatry, superstition and popish 
observance." 

In order to get around the ban on this 
Christmas favorite, British bakers resulted 
to subterfuge; they rcchristcncd them 
Christmas pies, and changed their shape to 
round — which it has remained. 

As “Christmas pie.” the mince pie 
played an important role in a small episode 
of British history, which was commemo¬ 
rated in a familiar nursery rhyme. “Little 
Jack Horner." 

During the reign of Henry V111. the 
monarch who confiscated church lands on 
any pretext he could devise, one prelate 
decided to buy him off with the gift of 12 
deeds to various valuable estates in his 
control which he baked inside a mince pie 
for secrecy’s sake. 

This pie was given to the churchman’s 
servant. Thomas Horner, to deliver to the 
king. Horner, apprised of what the pie 
contained, opened it up and extracted one 
valuable deed for himself before deliver¬ 
ing the pie with the remaining deeds to the 
monarch, thus giving an anonymous 
rhymer a lively subject for doggerel which 
ran as follows: 

“Little Jack Horner 
sat in a comer 
eating his Christmas pie: 
he put in his thumb 
and pulled out a plum, 
and said. “What a gixxl boy am I!” 

Today, in England, Jack Horner Pie is a 
popular Christmas gilt. It is not a food¬ 
stuff, however, but a package in the shape 
of a pic which contains an assortment of 
small presents. 

Mince pie is. of course, still popular in 
England, though its ingredients have 
changed markedly over the centuries. In 
the 17th century, one recipe for mincemeat 
called for lamb, suet, currants, raisins, 
prunes and a handful of spices - caraway 
seeds, mace, nutmeg, cloves, black pep¬ 
per and salt. 

By the 19th century the recipe had been 
considerably elaborated. For instance, one 
Victorian “receipt” book called for 
mincemeat to be made w ith the following 


ingredients: beef suet, apples, currants, 
raisins, sugar, citron, candied lemon and 
orange peel, roast beef, nutmeg, salt, gin¬ 
ger, coriander seed, allspice, cloves, 
lemon juice, brandy and sweet wine. (The 
liquors, one assumes, took over some of 
the preservative function of the spices.) 

Eliza Acton, one of the grand dames of 
19th century cooking, included a recipe in 
her cookbook for Mince Pies Royal 
which, instead of being covered by a top 
crust, were crowned instead by a great 
puff of meringue, baked till golden. 

In Victorian times, the mincemeat fill¬ 
ing itself was usually made weeks or even 
months in advance and. lacking refrigera¬ 
tion. was preserved by being packaged in 
small jars which were tightly covered by a 
paper soaked in brandy or other spirit. 

Today, unfortunately, there has been a 
further change in the preparation of 
mincemeat, and the ingredient often lack¬ 
ing is the one for which it was named — 
the meat, itself. 

If you’d like to try' mincemeat the way it 
was made in Queen Victoria’s day, the fol¬ 
lowing recipe, adapted from Eliza Acton’s 
original by Lorna Sass for her unique vol¬ 
ume. Christmas Feasts from History (Irena 
Chalmers Cookbooks. Inc.) is a good 
place to start. 

Included from Sass’ volume is the rec¬ 
ipe for Superlative Mincemeat and the one 
for Mince Pies Royal. 

SUPERLATIVE MINCEMEAT 
Makes IVi quarts or 2Vi pounds 
2 large lemons 

2 small tart apples, pared, cored 
and grated 
2 cups raisins 
2 cups dried currants 
Generous Va cup coarsely 
chopped citron 
Generous Vi cup coarsely 
chopped candied orange peel 
2 cups (Vi pound) loosely packed 
grated beef kidney suet 
1 tablespoon freshly grated 
nutmeg 

Vi teaspoon mace

V* teaspoon ground ginger 
1 teaspoon salt 
Vi cup of brandy 

V* pound lean round beef, ground 
(optional; see note) 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

In a small saucepan, cover the lemons 
with water. Bring to a boil and simmer for 
20 minutes. Remove the lemons, cut them 
in half and remove the pits. Chop the lem¬ 
ons finely. 

In a bowl, combine the remaining ingre¬ 
dients together and mix them very well. 

Press the mincemeat into large sterile 
jars with tight-fitting lids and store them in 
a cool place until needed. Should the 
mincemeat at any time seem drv and 
crumbly, perk it up by stirring in more 
brandy. 

NOTE: This recipe makes enough for 2 
8-inch covered pies or about 3 dozen 
Mince Pics Royal (see following recipe). 
If you plan to bake the mincemeat in pics 
or tarts, you will find that adding the meat 
at the last minute enriches the flavor. If 
you do this, do not plan on storing the 
mincemeat for more than a few days in the 
refrigerator. 

MINCE PIES ROYAL 

Makes 12 3‘A-inch tartlets 

1 pound Superlative Mincemeat 
(see preceding recipe) 

10 tablespoons sugar 
V* cup lemon juice 

Grated rind of 2 lemons 
Va cup clarified butter 
8 egg yolks 
3 egg whites 


FOR THE SHORT CRUST: 

2 tablespoons sugar 
Scant 2 cups flour 
1 Vi sticks (6 ounces) chilled butter, 
cut into bits 
2 tablespoons ice water 


In a bowl, combine Superlative Mince¬ 
meat with 6 tablespoons of sugar, the 
lemon juice, lemon rind, clarified butter 
and egg yolks. Blend well and set aside. 

To prepare the crust, combine the flour 
w ith the sugar in a bowl or in a fexxi pnx- 
cssor. Cut the butter into the Hour until the 
mixture resembles oatmeal. Rapidly blend 
the ice water into the flour and knead 
briefly. 

Lightly grease 12 tartlet shells. On a 
lightly floured board, roll out the dough 
until it is about V* inch thick. (You may 
fold the dough a few times, envelope fash¬ 
ion. as for puff pastry, but this instruction 
in the original recipe docs not seem worth 
the effort). Cut out circles and-press them 
into the tartlet shells, making sure to patch 
up any holes. 

Spoon some mincemeat into each shell 
and hake for 20 minutes. When the filling 
is set, beat the egg whites with the remain¬ 
ing 4 tablespoons of sugar until stiff. 
Spread this meringue over each tartlet and 
bake for 25 minutes longer. Remove the 
tartlets from the oven and axil them on a 
rack for about 10 minutes. To remove 
them from the tins, run a knife along the 
edges and gently pry them out.

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Christmas gilts arc not simply obliga¬ 
tions Rather, they arc carefully chosen or 
created to reflect the spirit of this most joy 
ous of seasons, and to celebrate the bond 
between giver and recipient. 

The amount of money which goes into a 
gift is not important, more crucial is the 
thought behind it. and the effort which has 
gone into assembling it 

l or this reason, homemade gilts have 
always been popular: they are the most 
personal way ol show ing affection and ap¬ 
preciation. 

Food gifts have always formed some¬ 
thing of an in-between area. While hand- 
knitted sweaters and afghans endure 
beyond the Christmas season, cookies, 
cakes and other comestibles are quickly 
gone, leaving behind nothing but a mem¬ 
ory. 

This does not have to be the case, lor 
virtually every gift of food can be pack 
aged in a container which, once empty, 
can still be appreciated and enjoyed. 

Baskets and brightly -decorated tins are 
ideal for holding baked goods or a selec¬ 
tion of homemade foods, as interesting 
jars and bottles make fascinating vessels 
for homemade liqueurs, extracts and pre¬ 
serves. 

Another idea is to give the food w ith 
one or more of the utensils which go into 
its preparation: Cookie cutters, cake pans 
in fanciful shapes, or. for a very special 
gift, a slab of marble to serve as a pastry 
board. 

A bread board makes a perfect frame 
for a coffee cake or sweet bread; so does 
the pan in which it was baked. The addi¬ 
tion of red and green ribbons and a sprig of 
mistletoe or holly adds a perfect finishing 
touch. 

Ideas such as these abound in a recently 
published volume. Gifts of Food (Crown 
Publishers. Inc.) by Susan Costner, which 
itscll makes a perfect addition to a holiday 
gilt of food. Recipes included in the vol¬ 
ume cover every course on the menu, w ith 
a wide and mouthwatering selection of 
desserts, all arranged by season. 

Winter treats, most appropriate as the 
day s get shorter and colder, and Christmas 
Day grows close, include a variety ol fa¬ 
vorites. traditional and untraditional. 

Among the latter are French Chocolate 
Truffles. Fortune Cookies and Chocolate 
Amaretto Kisses; among the former, u 
fabulous Marzipan-Wrapped Fruitcake. 
English Plum Pudding and spies Pepper- 
nuts. 

The recipes below , for Sugar Plums. 
Speculaas. and Pretzel Bread, are all 
reproduced from Gifts of Food. 

They are traditional Yuletide specialties 
that are great for both giving and serving. 
All can be made in advance — an added 
plus to ease the hectic holiday season. 

Sugar Plums are confections which 
gained popularity during the Victorian 
era. These, melanges of sweet dried fruits 
and nuts, are spiked with orange liqueur, 
making them treats for adults rather than 
children. 

Speculaas are spice cookies. Dutch in 
origin, which are baked to celebrate St. 
Nicholas Day. December 6 th. Custom dic¬ 
tates that they be formed w ith special spe¬ 
culaas molds but. if none are available, 
cookie cutlers will work just fine. 

Pretzel Bread, common in many parts 
of Europe, dates back to medieval times 
when the pretzel shape was a variant on 
the cross. For the winter solstice. pre- 
Christian celebrants baked food in the 


pretzel shape as well, to symbolize the sun 
and the seasons. 

SUGAR PLUMS 
YIELD: about 3-dozen 1-inch balls 
METHOD 

Finely chop the apricots, llgs. raisins, 
pecans, and civonut by hand, or in a food 
processor fitted with the steel blade. Blend 
the chopped ingredients together and 
moisten with the orange liqueur. 

Shape the mixture into I-inch balls, 
pressing gently to make sure the ingredi¬ 
ents stay packed together. Roll each ball in 
granulated sugar. 

Stored in airtight containers in the re¬ 
frigerator. with a piece of wax paper be¬ 
tween the layers, the sugar plums will 
keep for up to I month. 

It) PACKAGE 

Using 6 -inch white or silver paper doi¬ 
lies, form a cone for each confection: Fold 
the doily in half, then fold in half again, 
twist the pointed end. and open up the 
cone. Put several confections in each doily 
and place in a shallow basket. Repeat until 
basket is filled. Tuck in a sprig of holly 
and attach a gift label. 

INGREDIENTS

X A cup dried figs 
X A cup golden raisins 
'/: cup chopped pecans 
1 4 cup sweetened grated coconut

PRETZEL BREAD 
YIELD: 1 large bread 
METHOD 

Heat the half-and-half to lukewarm 
105°F. Combine the yeast and I table¬ 
spoon sugar and add the lukewarm half- 
and-half. Stir until the yeast and sugar are 
dissolved. Let proof lor about 5 minutes. 

Add the egg yolks and I' : cups of the 
flour, and beat 2 to 3 minutes to activate 
the gluten. Cover and let rest for 15 min¬ 
utes. 

In a separate bowl, combine remaining 
flour. '/» cup sugar, and the salt. Cut in the 
butter until the mixture resembles oat¬ 
meal. Fold in the yeast sponge and beat for 
2 minutes. Cover with plastic wrap and re¬ 
frigerate overnight. 

The following day. combine the almond 
paste. cup sugar, the egg white, cinna¬ 
mon. and almond extract, and blend into a 
smooth paste. 

Remove the dough from the refrigera¬ 
tor. dust it lightly with flour, and knead on 
a smooth surface for 2 to 3 minutes. Allow 


to rest for 5 minutes before rolling it into a 
rectangle 24x18 inches Sprinkle the rec¬ 
tangle with sugar and flip it over 

Spread the filling evenly over the dough 
to within I inch of all the edges. Sprinkle 
»>n the chopped almonds and tightly roll up 
the dough into a long cylinder. Roll the 
cylinder between your palms until it is 
about 36 inches long 

Place the dough on a greased baking 
sheet and shape it into a large pretzel. 
Brush it with the egg white and water, 
sprinkle with sugar and sliced almonds, 
cover and let rise for I hour. 

Preheat oven to 375°F. Bake the bread 
for 45 minutes to I hour, until it is golden 
in color and a cake tester comes out clean. 
It the bread colors too quickly, cover it 
loosely with aluminum foil. 

Remove the bread from the baking 
sheet and allow it to cool completely be¬ 
fore packaging. 

Wrapped tightly in aluminum foil, the 
pretzel bread w ill keep in the refrigerator 
lor a week. It freezes very well. 

IX) PACKAGE 

The prettiest way to wrap the pretzel 
bread is to place it on a round wooden 
bread board and overwrap with clear cel¬ 
lophane and a ribbon bow . Tie on a few 
sprigs of dried or fresh flowers.

SPECULAAS 

YIELD: about 4 dozen 3-inch cookies 
METHOD 

Sift the flour with the spices, baking 
powder, and salt and set aside. 

In a large mixing bowl, cream the butter 
and brown sugar together until light and 
fluffy. Add the egg and heat until smooth 

Add the flour mixture, a little at a lime, 
to the butter mixture, heating thoroughly 
after each addition. 

Add the chopped almonds with the last 
addition of flour. The dough w ill be quite 
stiff. Form the dough into several balls, 
wrap each one in wax paper, and refriger¬ 
ate lor several hours. 

Preheat oven to 350°F. Lightly oil sev¬ 
eral baking sheets. Remove I ball of 
dough from the refrigerator and roll it be¬ 
tween 2 pieces of wax paper to a thickness 
of about inch. If you have them, press 
floured molds or rolling pin firmly into the 
dough. Remove mold and cut w ith a knife 
between the designs or cut the dough into 
shapes with cookie cutters or a sharp 
knife. 

Transfer cookies to a prepared baking 
sheet and bake for 20 to 25 minutes, until 
cookies are golden around the edges. Re¬ 
move to a wire cake rack and cix>l com¬ 
pletely. Reroll trimmings and repeat the 
baking until all the dough is used. 

The speculaas will keep lor several 
weeks if stored in an airtight container. 
Thev also freeze very well. 


A Quick Look At Christmas Cookies 


Christmas cookies are not 
only good for eating, they are 
good for decorating as well. In 
the times before store-bought 
ornaments and garlands of 
colored lights were the norm, 
people virtually always in¬ 
cluded some brightly deco¬ 
rated cookies on the branches 
of their tree, forming them 
with intricate cookie cutters. 

This was particularly true 
in Germany, and among the 
descendants of German im¬ 
migrants in Pennsylvania. 

Among the cookies which 
did this oh-so delectable dou¬ 
ble duty: 

• Springerle, anise fla¬ 
vored cookies formed in a 
special mold and imprinted 
with a horse shape; 

• Malzebaum, a thinner 
version of marzipan com¬ 
posed of almond paste, egg 
whites and sugar, which were 
painted with vegetable dyes 
after having been formed in 
carved wooden molds in a 
variety of designs; 

• Pretzel shaped cookies, 
whose twisted shape sought to 
mirror the position of hands 
clasped in prayer, but which 
probably derived from the 
pagan symbol which de¬ 
noted the winter solstice; 

• The ever-popular ginger¬ 
bread men and animals 
which were enhanced by the 
addition of bright pictures 
representing Yuletide scenes 
and themes, which were 
“glued" onto the cookies* 
pliant surface with a paste 
made from egg whites. 

Below are recipes for two 
of these traditional holi¬ 
day goodies, Springerle and 
Danish Vanilla Pretzels ( Va- 
nillekringler) which are re¬ 
produced from Christmas 
Cookies & Candies (Raw- 
son, Wade)by Barbara Myers. 


SPRINGERLE 

eggs 

pound confectioners’ 
sugar 

to3‘/jcups sifted 
all-purpose flour 
teaspoon baking 
powder 
teaspoon salt 
Grated rind of 1 lemon

Beat the eggs until fluffy, 
using an electric mixer set at 
medium speed. Gradually 
beat in the confectioners’ 
sugar, then continue beating 
on high speed for 20 min¬ 
utes. (This makes the fin¬ 
ished cookies fine-grained 
and light.) 

Sift 3 cups of the flour with 
the baking powder and salt. 
Fold into the beaten egg mix¬ 
ture by hand. Add the lemon 
rind. Knead the dough 
briefly, add the remaining 
flour if necessary. (It should 
be soft and malleable.) 

Roll out small portions of 
the dough on a lightly floured 
board to about ‘A-inch thick- 
nes . Dust a Springerle board 
or rolling pin with flour and 
press or roll firmly into the 
dough. Cut the cookies be¬ 
tween the designs with a 
floured knife. 

Set 1 inch apart on a lightly 
greased and floured cookie 
sheet, placing a few anise 
seeds beneath each cookie. 
Let stand uncovered at room 
temperature at least 12 hours 
to dry the tops and set the de¬ 
signs. 

Bake in a 275* oven for 
about 20 minutes, or just un¬ 
til very delicately colored with 
the appearance of having 
been iced. 

Makes 3 to 6 dozen, de¬ 
pending on size of design. 



Vanilla Glaze 
(recipe follows) 

Cut the butter into the 
flour using a pastry blender. 
Beat the egg yolks with the 
cream, sugar, and vanilla un¬ 
til very thick. Stir into the 
flour mixture, then knead 
with your hands to form a 
smooth dough which docs 
not stick to your fingers. 

Break oft small pieces of 
dough (about a rounded tea- 
spoonful). Roll out on a 
lightly floured board into 
pencil-like strips about 7 
inches long. Pull the ends as 
if to make a ring, but overlap 
to form a pretzel shape. Press 
the ends lightly. 

Arrange an inch apart on 
an ungreased cookie sheet. 
Let stand overnight uncov- 
end at room temperature. 

Bake in a 350 1 oven for 10 
to 12 minutes or until deli- 
cated browned at the edges. 

Ice while warm with Va¬ 
nilla Glaze. 

Makes about 4 dozen. 


PECAN CR1 SPIES 
4 c. Shortening 
•a c. Butter 
2*2 c. Brown Sugar 
2 well-beaten eggs 
24 cups flour 
U t. salt 
*2 t. soda 

. 1 c. chopped Pecan 
meat. 

Throughly cream the 
shortening and sugar, 
add eggs and beat well.

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Gingerbread: A Popular Holiday Treat

As the holiday season approaches, 
thoughts of delectable sweet foods dance 
merrily through our imaginations in antic¬ 
ipation. And what better represents the 
sweet side of Christmas than the decora¬ 
tive gingerbread men. who have become a 
long-standing part of Christmas tradition. 

Somehow' a ginger-flavored dessert al¬ 
ways manages to find its way on to holiday 
tables everywhere, whether it is ginger 
cookies, cakes, snaps, or gingerbread, 
they arc always a pan of the holiday lore. 

According to 77i e Dictionary' of Ameri¬ 
can Foods & Drink (Ticknor & Fields) by 
John Mariani. ginger is the native plant of 
tropical and subtropical regions of Asia, 
especially Indomalaysia. 

The ginger root was used frequently by 
the ancient Romans but nearly disap¬ 
peared and was considered practically ex¬ 
tinct in Europe after the fall of the Roman 
Empire. It was later brought back into 
vogue (as a rare and expensive spice) by 
famed explorer Marco Polo, who re¬ 


trieved the pungent spice from the Orient. 

The gingerbread man has a rather 
unique history of its own. as its origins 
have been traced back to Queen Elizabeth 
I of England, who was responsible for in¬ 
venting "a cookie in the shape of a man" 
which became especially popular at 
Christmas time. 

There is an equally interesting history 
surrounding the actual making of ginger¬ 
bread. 

Artists sculpted detailed molds depict¬ 
ing everyday scenes from the lifestyles of 
the rich, for whom the gingerbreads were 
made in the sixteenth century. 

The seventeenth century added ginger¬ 
bread etchings of the wealthy bourgeois, 
whom along with the rich, were the only 
patrons who could afford the costly gin¬ 
gerbread designs. 

Finally, during the eighteenth century, 
gingerbread was made inexpensively 
enough to be offered at carnivals and fairs, 
extending the delights of gingerbread even 


to the most common of folk 

Nowadays, gingerbread is considered 
deeply enmeshed in the history of tradi¬ 
tional American cooking. And with 
Christmas fast approaching, gingerbread 
men not only make for a unique dessert 
idea, but also make the most lovely orna¬ 
ments for your Christmas tree. 

No matter which type of ginger dessert 
you choose, it is sure to please both family 
and guest alike 

The recipe below for gingerbread cook¬ 
ies. supplied from the Recipes from the 
R(ileii;h Tavern Rake Shop, published by 
The Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, 
can easily be transformed to gingerbread 
men with the aid of a good mold. 

GINGERBREAD 
COOKIES 
(50-60 cookies) 

1 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons ginger 

1 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
x /i teaspoon salt 
1 V: teaspoons baking soda 
1 cup margarine, melted 
V: cup evaporated milk 
1 cup unsulfered molasses 
V« teaspoon vanilla extract (op¬ 
tional) 

V* teaspoon lemon extract (op¬ 
tional) 

4 cups stone-ground or un¬ 
bleached flour, unsifted 

Combine the sugar, ginger, nutmeg, 
cinnamon, salt, and baking soda. Mix 
well. Add the melted margarine, evapo¬ 
rated milk, and molasses. Add the extracts 
if desired. Mix well. Add the flour 1 cup at 
a lime, stirring constantly. The dough 
should be stiff enough to handle without 
sticking to fingers. Knead the dough for a 
smoother texture. Add up to '/i cup addi¬ 
tional four if necessary to prevent sticking. 
When the dough is smooth, roll it out V* 
inch thick on a floured surface and cut it 
into cookies. Bake on floured or greased 
cookie sheets in a preheated 375°F. oven 
for 10 to 12 minutes. The cookies are done 
if they spring back when touched.

Led by a guide in the costume of the last 
century, visitors are welcomed as guests in 
several historic homes, learning as they go 
how Christmas customs evolved in past 
generations. In the course of the evening, 
participants also go aboard the whaleship 
Charles W. Morgan and walk through the 
cramped quarters below decks where sail¬ 
ors spent many a holiday at sea. thousands 
of miles from their New England homes. 

Though the Seaport streets may be 
dusted with snow, tour-goers are warmed 
by open hearth fireplaces and pot-bellied 
stoves along their way. 

When the tour is over, many choose to 
enjoy a traditional roast goose dinner, 
complete with all the trimmings, at Sea¬ 
men's Inne. Wassail and plum pudding are 
other treats to sample from the menu 

Tickets go on sale early (October 11 lor 
the tours and may be scarce as the holiday 
approaches. Another alternative to the 
evening programs are group daytime tours 
that explore the theme. "Christmas at Sea 
and Ashore." 

Escorted by costumed guides, groups of 
15 or more are given an intimate look at 
the Seaport s village and exhibits on day¬ 
time tours front December 1-23. 

The one-hour tours trace the develop¬ 
ment of Christmas customs in the early, 
middle and late 1800s. Before or after the 
tour, groups may purchase lunch at Sea¬ 
men's Inne. Advance tour reservations are 
required through the Seaport's Travel De¬ 
velopment department (adult groups) or 
the Education department, (child groups). 


the 40 exhibits and three major ships re¬ 
main open to sightseers. 

The treasures of the sea - from scrim¬ 
shaw to figureheads — await discovery- in 
the Seaport’s many exhibit galleries. And. 
in the working exhibits, visitors can sec 
blacksmithing. w-oodcarving. sail making, 
printing, weaving and other crafts demon¬ 
strated daily. The music of sea chanteys 
also enlivens winter afternoons at the Sea¬ 
port. 

Local garden clubs decorate many of 
the Seaport buildings as part of an annual 
competition. The decorations in the vil¬ 
lage area, however, are in keeping w ith the 
history of each structure. 

The Buckingham House, for example, 
built in the 1760s. is undecorated, reflect¬ 
ing the beliefs of its original residents — 
Congregationalists who observed the holi¬ 
day without frivolity. 

The 1820s Burrows House, however, 
dates to a later era when Christmas was a 
recognized holiday in Connecticut Hand¬ 
made decorations, ornaments and gifts 
were the order of the day. 

And. in the ictorian Greenmail 
House, home of a wealthy family who 
owned the shipyard once located on the 
site of the Seaport, the parlor holds some 
of the earliest mass-produced ornaments, 
cards and gilts. 

Mystic Seaport in Mystic. Conn., is 
open daily from 9 AM to 4 PM throughout 
the winter except for Christmas Day Am¬ 
ple free parking is available and a separate 
area for bus parking is prov ided. The mu¬ 
seum is located on Rt 27. one mile south 
of Interstate 95 at Exit 90. Mystic is served 
by Amtrak trains and by several airlines 
from the Groton.New London Airport.

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History Of Eggnog Choosing Pets For Christmas

The milk-and-egg drink we call 
eggnog has been part of American 
Christmas tradition since before 
the days of George Washington 
and Thomas Jefferson. But the 
heritage of eggnog can be traced 
all the way back to “Merrie Old 
England” where entertaining 
neighbors with Christmas carols 
was called ‘‘going wassailing,’’ and 
each singer carried a wooden bowl 
in hopes of having it filled with 
wassail, a toasty brew, to reward 
his musical efforts. 

Most households kept a wassail 
bowl steaming throughout the hol¬ 
iday season in expectation of 
guests. It combined sweet spices 
and roasted crab apples with ale, 
the alcoholic beverage England 
produced from its natural re¬ 
sources. 

But as the British explored the 
world, they discovered the wines 
and spirits of other countries. 
Tastes turned to a new concoction 
called sack posset, which was the 
forerunner of today’s eggnog, ac¬ 
cording to food historians. A tradi¬ 
tional posset recipe called for 
spiced milk curdled with ale and 
sack a dry wine from Spain or 
the Canary Islands. It was served 
hot and so hecame a warming an¬ 
tidote to chilly, damp English 
dwellings. 

This drink came to the New 
World with the early American 
colonists and was much favored at 
weddings and holiday feasts. But 
by the 1770s, eggnog came into its 
own as American know-how and 
Yankee ingenuity wrought a few 
significant changes. 

The most dramatic develop¬ 
ment was to serve the drink 
chilled. Not only did this satisfy 
the American preference for cold 
beverages, but it also eliminated 
the unsightly curdling of egg yolks 
that occurred when the mixture 
was heated with liquor. Another 
change occurred in the method of 
preparation. Instead of spending 
hours, as was traditional, prepar¬ 
ing a custard base, the colonists 
created a simpler and faster one- 
step technique — perhaps the first 
sign of America’s preference for 
the fast and easy. 

It wasn’t until the 18th century, 
however, that the term eggnog 
gained formal recognition in writ¬ 
ten texts — many recipes were 
listed in cookbooks as restoratives 
for the infirmed. The same basic 


drink had been referred to as egg 
pop, custard posset, syllabub, flip, 
one yard of flannel or auld man’s 
milk. Historians hypothesize that 
since the earliest references to 
eggnog were associated with 
"grog” or rum. the term eggrog 
may reflect a telescoping of tne 
sounds egg n grog. 

It wasn’t long before word trav¬ 
eled back to Europe. The English 
began adding stronger spirits to 
their posset punches while Ger¬ 
mans preferred their eggnog with 
beer. In France, a sweeter eggnog 
recipe is said to have been devel¬ 
oped by Didier Marie, a chef who 
worked at the abbey in Normandy 
where B&B and Benedictine li¬ 
queurs are produced. Apparently 
Marie noted that nutmeg and cin¬ 
namon, predominant in eggnog, 
also were used in Benedictine li¬ 
queur. And so, according to local 
legend, he combined the American 
eggnog and the French liqueur 
with great success. 

Following is an updated version 
of Marie’s recipe. 



HOLIDAY EGGNOG 
8 eggs, separated 
V 2 cup granulated sugar 
1V 2 cups Benedictine liqueur 
1 tbsp. vanilla extract 
1*4 cups vanilla ice cream 
6 cups milk 

1V 2 cups heavy cream, 
whipped to soft peaks 
Grated nutmeg 

In large mixer bowl, beat egg 
yolks until frothy. Gradually add 
sugar and continue beating until 
thick and lemon colored. Gradual¬ 
ly beat in liqueur and vanilia. 
Cover and chill several hours. 

In blender combine ice cream 
and 2 cups milk. Blend until 
smooth. Meanwhile, in mixer 
bowl, beat egg whites until soft 
peaks form. 

In punch bowl, combine yolk 
mixture and whipped cream. Fold 
in egg whites, ice cream mixture 
and remaining milk. Chill until 
ready to serve. 

Just before serving, sprinkle 
with freshly grated nutmeg. If de¬ 
sired. top with additional whipped 
cream. 

Makes about 15 cups.

When children start making 
their “wish lists” for Christmas 
gifts, the lists often read like tele¬ 
vision advertisements. The child 
will request all the latest toys and 
may change his list daily depend¬ 
ing on which commercials attract 
his attention. 

Included on these ever-changing 
lists, however, are likely to be a 
few traditional gifts that make 
most lists, day in and day out, 
year after year. One such gift — a 
pet. 

But just because a gift has been 
requested again and again doesn’t 
make it easy for a parent to pur¬ 
chase that gift, especially one like 
a pet, which requires a commit¬ 
ment from both child and parent. 

But that commitment and the 
responsibilities of pet ownership 
are not without reward. According 
to Brian Kilcommons, animal 
trainer, author, pet expert and lec¬ 
turer, pets are a wonderful source 
of companionship, love, security 
and leisure-time fun for people of 
all ages. 

The greatest joy of pet owner¬ 
ship is the long-lasting relation¬ 
ship that develops between pet 
and owner, Kilcommons said. For 
the care and attention a person 
gives his four-legged companion, 
he will receive years of uncondi¬ 
tional love and loyalty in return. 

Following are some considera¬ 
tions for selecting a pet provided 
by the Pets Are Wonderful Council 
in Chicago. 

Be certain the animal you 
choose is healthy. Look for an 
alert disposition, a shiny coat, skin 
free of sores, clear nostrils and 
clear eyes. Avoid an animal that is 
withdrawn and hides from people 
— it may require specialized at¬ 
tention as it grows older. 

One of the most basic issues in 
selecting a pet is your lifestyle. 
What can you afford to give your 
pet in terms of shelter, exercise, 
grooming and attention? If you 
can provide only minimally in 
these areas, the best pet for you 
may be a cat, according to the 
council. 

Cats are comfortable in small 
apartments, don’t need to go out¬ 
doors, are usually adept at hand¬ 
ling their own grooming needs and 
are relatively independent. 

Individual cats differ in the de¬ 
gree to which they will groom 
themselves. As a rule, however. 


the shorter the cat’s hair, the less 
grooming assistance from you it 
will require. 

However, don’t make your deci¬ 
sion on appearance alone. Individ¬ 
ual cats have very different per¬ 
sonalities and you will want to be 
certain you are compatible with 
the one you choose. 



Full-grown cats frequently have 
been neutered and usually are 
calmer than younger cats or kit¬ 
tens, but their personalities are 
well established. While a grown 
cat may adjust slightly to your 
household, don’t count on any 
major personality changes. A kit¬ 
ten’s personality, on the other 
hand, is more likely to be shaped 
by you. 

There is a wide variety of pure¬ 
bred and domestic cats to choose 
from. Most often purebred cats 
and kittens are available only 
from breeders. Domestic kittens 
and cats can be obtained from 
humane societies or private own¬ 
ers. 



If you have more time to devote 
to your pet, consider a dog. There 
is a wide range of dogs to choose 
from, and the requirements of 
each will vary with size, age, 
breed and temperament. 

In general, a purebred dog will 
cost more initially than a mixed- 
breed, and a puppy more than an 
adult dog. A small dog will be less 
expensive to feed than a large dog, 
and a short-hair dog will require 
less grooming than a long-hair 
dog. 

People who want a puppy often 
select a purebred so that future 
size and appearance will be pre¬ 
dictable. However, the paws and 
head of a mixed-breed puppy will 
give fairly accurate clues as to its 


future size and appearance. If 
they are large relative to the 
body, the dog probably will be 
larger than average. If the paws 
and head are proportional to the 
body, the dog most likely will be a 
small to medium adult dog. 

The size of a dog frequently de¬ 
termines the amount of space re¬ 
quired. As a rule, smaller dogs 
will adapt better to a small resi¬ 
dence and require less exercise 
than larger dogs. However, an 
older dog, regardless of size, will 
be more content with a smaller 
residence and a less active life¬ 
style than a young dog. 

Just as important as a dog’s 
physical characteristics is his 
temperament or personality. A 
dog that is sure of himself will be 
more predictable ana probably 
easier to train and establish a re¬ 
lationship with. 

Some parents will not bring 
home a pet unless they make an 
unworkable bargain that the child 
assumes full responsibility for the 
animal. Other parents are fearful 
of the child assuming any of the 
chores for fear of harming the ani¬ 
mal or the child. There are some 
aspects of pet care that should al¬ 
ways be handled by an adult. How¬ 
ever, many activities connected 
with a pet’s health and happiness 
can and should be the sole prov¬ 
ince of the younger members of 
the household, according to a 
pamphlet prepared by the ALPO 
Center for Advanced Pet Study in 
Allentown, Pa. 

When a dog is more than 1 year 
old it is fed only once a day, and 
most children can handle that. 
Grooming and walking the dog are 
activities that children generally 
love and can handle by them¬ 
selves, the pamphlet said. 

Of course, obedience training 
requires an adult’s sure hand, if 
only in a supervisory capacity. All 
manner of dog disasters — dog¬ 
fights, dog bites, dog damage or 
lost dogs — also must be fielded 
by an adult who has better judg¬ 
ment and mobility. 

A trip to the veterinarian’s off¬ 
ice can be a shared activity. Sim¬ 
ple medical chores, such as giving 
medicine and checking for fleas, 
and bathing the dog can be shared 
experiences or ones that older 
children handle on their own.

Holiday Tips For Mailing Gifts

Like it or not, last-minute 
Christmas shopping is part of the 
holiday tradition — even for peo¬ 
ple who must mail gifts out of 
state. 

You can thank the Wright 
Brothers and the U.S. Postal Ser¬ 
vice as well as a growing host of 
competitive express mailers for 
that twelfth-hour overnight boost 
you may need to ensure that 
Santa’s arrival is on time. 

You can speed mail practically 
anything from a coloring book to a 
railroad boxcar if you ask the 
right service and have enough 
money to do it. 

Moreover, if it is an emergency, 
you even can find a service that 
operates 24 hours a day But be 
forewarned, you will pay top dol¬ 
lar for that kind of shipping. Fol¬ 
lowing are some tips fron. ihe U S. 


Postal Service to ensure that your 
shipped gift arrives on time and in 
good shape. 

Containers. Fiberboard boxes, 
like the ones you can get from li¬ 
quor stores and other retailers, 
are ideal. Also, popular-size boxes 
and mailing envelopes or bags are 
available at stationers and post 
office branches. 

Packing. Cushion box contents 
with crumpled newspaper. Place 
the crumpled paper around all 
sides, corners, top and bottom so 
contents don’t move when the box 
is shaken. Also, foam shells or air- 
pocket padding sold by stores are 
good. Padded mailing envelopes 
(or bags) are ideal for small items, 
including books. 

Use only the box — brown 
paper and cording are not neces¬ 
sary. Put a slip of paper with 
name and address of the recipient 
inside the box as well as address¬ 
ing it on the outside. 


Sealing. Close the carton with 
one of the three recommended 
types of tape: pressure-sensitive, 
nylon-reinforced paper or glass- 
reinforced pressure-sensitive. 

Addressing. Use smudge-proof 
ink. Put the recipient’s address in 
the lower right portion of the 
package. Put your return address 
in the upper left corner of only one 
side of the package. Remove all 
other labels from the box. Use ZIP 
codes. A wrong ZIP can delay de¬ 
livery. 

Christmas Cards. Holiday cards 
should be a standard size. Enve¬ 
lopes must be at least 3V 2 inches 
high and 5 inches long. If the card 
is extra large, you may have to 
pay added postage. If in doubt, 
have it measured by a postal 
clerk. 

If you are mailing across the 
continent, the U.S. Postal Service 
advises to allow eight to 10 days 
for packages and cards.

State Grants Extension 


Town Buys More Time 
To Pick Housing Plan 





B> NANCY PICK 

The pressure is on. 

After allowing Winchester (H) extra 
days to formulate a housing plan, the 
state is now urging the town to ap¬ 
prove the latest compromise. 

The plan, drafted by a local official 
and state experts, requires Win¬ 
chester to designate 10 units of sub¬ 
sidized housing by next May. It also 
calls for a spring progress report to 
the state and recommendations for 
new building sites by June :t(). 

Meanwhile, a key state negotiator 
said town officials should 
•‘demonstrate some leadership” and 
get the plan in action by the new Feb. 
If) deadline. 

The negotiator, Joseph Flatley, 
stressed that town officials’ inability 
to meet deadlines has jeopardized 
state funding for present and future 
projects. 


Flatley, Asst. Secretary for the 
state’s Executive Office of Com¬ 
munities and Development (EOCD). 
said funding for projects in Win 
Chester will remain tied up until un 
til the town comes up with a 
satisfactory housing program. 

Last weekend the town nearly lost 
a $740,000 downtown development 
grant controlled by the state. At the 
last minute, stale officials, prodded 
by State Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh, 
awarded the town the 60-day ex¬ 
tension. 

“We have gotten a reprieve, but 
we are still on Death Row,” com¬ 
mented Selectman Edward 
O’Connell 

The latest housing plan defines the 
following objectives: 

• By May 1,1985, the town would 
identify seven units of “scattered 
site” housing for low-to-moderate-

income families. 

• The Board of Selectmen, the 
Housing Authority and the Planning 
Board would formulate a “long range 
program with annual goals and 
timetables” and submit it to EOCD by 
June B(), 1985, 

• The Housing Authority would 
apply to convert three town-owned 
single family buildings to subsidized 
housing within 30 days of the effective 
date of the agreement 


• The Selectmen and the Plann¬ 
ing Board would encourage private 
builders to include low-to-moderate* 
income housing in their new 
developments. 

• By March 31, 1985, the town 
would identify suitable sites for new 
housing “to accommodate a range of 
incomes.”

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Local School Committee 
Struggles With Controversial 
Student Graduation Plans

A plan to toughen Winchester High 
School’s graduation requirements ap¬ 
pears bogged down in bureaucratic 
disputes. 

After two evenings of lengthy 
discussion at School Committee 
meetings, no conclusions about the 
proposal have been reached. 

The first phase of the administra¬ 
tion's controversial plan would, if ap¬ 
proved. go into effect for the class of 
1989. Specifically, the plan would: 

• Make one year of biology and 
one year of chemistry compulsory. 
Currently only one year of science is 
required. 

• Require that WHS students 
take two years of math to graduate, 
rather than the one year now re¬ 
quired. 

• Add a one-year fine arts or ap¬ 
plied arts requirement. 

(The study recommends a number 
of other modifications in the high 
school program for the years to come. 
Please see box. > 

“Maybe by the Class of 1999 we 
can get this in place," said a weary 
Supt. Charles Mitsakos at the end last 
week's meeting. 

Asst. Supt. David Ackerman said 
the proposal “took two years in the 
planning stage, and it shouldn’t sur¬ 
prise anyone that it will take more 
than two meetings I to pass it].” 

During this week, administrators 
will be working to compile additional 
information for the Jan. 8 School 
Committee meeting. 

“Over the next several days, I’ll be 
meeting w ith the Superintendent and 
the prinicipal of the high school to 
discuss each of the questions that 
came up at the Dec. 11 meeting and 
prepare the data and explanations 
that w-ere requested,” said Ackerman 
on Sunday. 


Committee members want more 
information about the proposal’s im¬ 
pact on special education students, on 
students whose schedules would not 
leave room for an art course, and on 
the balance between humanities and 
the math-science courses 

The third issue humanities 
courses — was of particular concern 
to Michael Ronayne Jr., Chairman of 
the School Committee. 

“I’d like humanities with a capital 
H,” he said at last week’s meeting. 
“You’ve done nothing with English, 
you’re increasing the natural science 
(requirements), and you’ve done very 
little with the humanities,” he told the 
administration. 

Ronayne declined to pinpoint the 
additional humanities requirements 
he w ould like to see in place, however. 
He told the graduation requirement 
committee “I’m not going to do your 
job for you.” 

In response to Ronayne’s 
challenge, Asst. Supt. Ackerman said. 
“Some problems of definition have 
come into this discussion. 

“For example, we see our English 
program not as primarily a skills pro¬ 
gram, as has been suggested,” said 
Ackerman, “but as having a strong 
emphasis on British, American and 
world literature, which would make 
it fall under the humanities.’’ 

The arts requirement has also 
been a controversial one. Students 
would be obligated to take one full 
year’s credit in art history, studio art. 
or such courses as metalworking or 
fashion design. 

“There’s a growing consensus na¬ 
tionally — and we agree with it — that 
to view the arts as < merely) enrich¬ 
ment is not a valid position. They’re 
important for intellectual develop¬ 
ment. and not just personal enjoy¬ 
ment." said Ackerman. “The College 


Board has stated this emphatically." 

Meanwhile, the School Committee 
approved an advanced computer 
course for the high school’s 1985-88 
curriculum, but rejected two new art 
courses that were proposed. Clay 
Construction and History of Western 
Painting. 

Certain members of the commit¬ 
tee voiced fears that students now 
taking two foreign languages would 
be forced to sacrifice one of them in 
order to fulfill the arts requirement. 

“I do not want to put a student in 
the position of choosing to take a se¬ 
cond language or metalworking or 
tailoring,” said School Committee 
member Catherine Alexander in a 
telephone interview. 

She said she wanted more infor¬ 
mation on the impact the proposed re¬ 
quirements would have on such 
students. 

Ackerman responded to 
arguments from certain committee 
members that applied arts classes 
are not sufficiently sophisticated. 

“A walk through the Museum of 
Fine Arts would make it apparent 
that the work of talented craftsmen 
is included in the family of the arts," 
he said. 

“Some might consider it 
legitimate to require every high 
school student to take an art apprecia¬ 
tion course.” said Ackerman. “This 
idea is much more radical than what 
tour) administration has proposed. 

“1 would be concerned about re¬ 
quiring one particular course in art,” 
said Supt. Mitsakos in a telephone in¬ 
terview. “Different people have dif¬ 
ferent skills and interests. 

“We’re not calling metalworking 
fine arts, we’re calling it applied 
arts." said Mitsakos. 

The graduation requirement issue 
will come up for a third review at the 
School Committee’s Jan. 8 meeting. 


Curriculum , Project Highlights 


The following are the highlights of 
a proposed program development 
plan for Winchester High School over 
the next several years. The proposal 
w-as submitted by the administration 
to the School Committee on Nov. 27. 

• Increased graduation re¬ 
quirements: Beginning with ninth 
graders next year, increase math and 
science requirement from one to two 
years each, require one year of Fine 
or Applied Arts, and require that 
minimum competency tests be pass¬ 
ed in Reading, Writing, Listening, and 
Mathematics. No change in current 
four-year requirements in English 
and Physical Education and two-year 
requirement in American, European, 
and Global History. 

•Strong recommendation that 
college-bound students complete at 
least three years of Math, Science, 
Social Studies, and Foreign 
Language. 


•Transcript recognition for each 
year in which a student completes 30 
or more hours of school/community 
service. 

•Establishment of common-base 
curriculum, which will identify the 
knowledge, skills, experiences, and 
attitudes that are essential for all 
students and that will be attained 
regardless of the course levels or se¬ 
quences that are selected. 

•Establishment of a Staff- 
Community Task Force to evaluate 
and recommend improvements in 
programs offered to non-college 
students. 

•Maintenance of the school’s 
strong foreign language program, 
which currently includes French, 
Spanish, German, Italian, and Latin 

•Continued growth and develop¬ 
ment of computer education oppor¬ 
tunities. 


•Greater infusion of the arts in the 
teaching of literature, history, and 
foreign language. 

•Greater emphasis on the real- 
world applications of subject matter 
knowledge in history, mathematics, 
and science. 

•Greater emphasis on reading, 
writing, speaking, and listening skills 
in subjects besides English. 

•Improved program evaluation 
procedures, embracing traditional 
measures <e.g., college boards), pro¬ 
blem solving and higher level think¬ 
ing, altitudinal outcomes of the high 
school experience, and more frequent 
use of visiting teams in the program 
evaluation process. 

•Development of a plan for max¬ 
imizing the potential for in¬ 
dividualization and sense of 
community in the "small” high school 
of the 9()’s.

New Water, Sewer Authority 


Is Almost A Reality 


By ANNE MAH IE KEIDY 

Today is the day Winchester finds 
out whether it ends up with a 
Christmas bonus — a new water and 
sewer authority — or a big, fat bill, 
courtesy of the state legislature. 

State lawmakers were expected to 
approve legislation Wednesday (after 
press deadlines) to establish a new, 
semi-independent Water Resources 
Authority to handle the court-ordered 
clean-up of Boston Harbor. 

If the legislation passes, it will be 
an economic lifesaver for Winchester 
and the 50 other communities which 
receive sewer and/or water services 
from the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission (MDC). 

But if it hasn't passed by noon to¬ 
day, state Superior Court Judge Paul 
Garrity has promised to place the 
MDC sewer division under court- 
controlled receivership and that 
could be economic disaster for the

MDC client communities. 

For Winchester residents, whether 
the legislators beat the judge’s 
deadline means the difference bet¬ 
ween their sewer rates going up about 
13 percent next year - or possibly 
doubling. 

“With this bill, the first-year im¬ 
pact should be about 13 percent a year 
for the next 10years,” said Hep. John 
Cusack, (I).. Arl ), House chairman 
of the conference committee and god¬ 


father of the Water Resources 
Authority bill, in a phone interview 
Tuesday. “And we should have the 
bill on the Governor's desk Wednes¬ 
day night ” 

(Hope Kaltcnthaler, Cusack’s 
chief aide, said late Wednesday she 
expected both chambers of the 
legislature to approve the measure 
sometime that evening. > 

Controlling the impact of the 
clean-up costs has been a serious con¬ 


cern for the MDC Task Force, a group 
of local officials which helped draft 
and has backed the Water Resources 
Authority bill 

According to Task Force 
estimates, with passage of the legisla¬ 
tion. the water and sewer charge for 
an “average” family of four (based 
on per-porson statistics) in Win¬ 
chester will go from under $180 to 
about $450 by the fifth year of the 
clean-up program; under a court 
receivership, that figure would be 
closer to $900. 

“Water and sewer rates will triple 
over a 10-year period but so will 
everything else,” observed Charles 
Lyons, chairman of the Task Force. 
“Under a receivership, the sewer 
operations assessment for the 51 com¬ 
munities could go from $25 million to 
$80 million in one year.” 

The 51 communities must pay for 
the court-ordered harbor clean-up

Authority is established, it will have 
the power (like the MBTA and Mass 
Port) to issue up to $(’*()() million in 
bonds to finance the capital construe 
lion costs over the next 30 years 

The court has no authority to issue 
bonds and all costs would have to 
be paid as they are incurred. And that 
would have a direct and drastic 
impact on local budgets. 

But Cusack was confident that the 
118-page compromise package 
which took his committee, stale and 
local officials, environmentalists and 
others more than 14 months to ham 


mer out would pass easily. And it’s 
a good bill, he added. 

“We have both water and sewer 
systems included that’s important, 
because the water system isn’t far 
behind the sewer system in its condi¬ 
tion,” Cusack said. Cusack convinc¬ 
ed Senate president William Bulger to 
accept the combination instead of 
Bulger’s scwers-only package by talk¬ 
ing “until 3 last Saturday morning, 
just the two of us.” Cusack said 

He pointed to a five-year commit 
men! of stale backing for the authori¬ 
ty’s bonds, as well as a $65 million 
start up loan from the state. In addi¬ 
tion, the state has agreed to pay all 
the pension contributions, through 
retirement, of any MDC employees 
transferred to the new authority. 

The package also includes an 
11-member advisory board, including 
representatives from communities 
which contribute the water to the 
Quabbin and Wachusetts reservoirs; 
from Quincy and Winthrop. which 
front on the harbor, and from Boston, 
which will pay up to 40 percent of the 
new authority’s costs, under a use- 


based formula 

The measure also sets up a water 
shed protection division in the MDC. 
and addresses other concerns raised 
by environmentalists 

“This bill really satisfies all the 
needs of tin* communities the best we 
could possibly think of doing,” said an 
exhausted Cusack late Tuesday. It’s 
amazing that, with all its complex¬ 
ities. the six members of the House- 
Senate conference committee 
unanimously released it I’ll bet you’ll 
never see that again.”

Health insurance coverage for 
town employees maj he modified, il 
Selectmen adopt a Blue Cross Blue 
Shield plan designed to save money 

Selectmen have requested time to 
mull over the plan after the insurance 
company’s presentation Monday 
night. 

The modified plan, called Master 
Health Plus, aims to reduce un¬ 
necessary hospitalization. The plan 
encourages medical review of a pa 
tient’s condition before, during and 
after a hospital stay 

The new policy is a modification of 
the Blue Cross/Blue Shield insurance 
plan currently held by the town, call¬ 
ed Master Health. 

Specifically. Master Health Plus 
mandates: 

• Medical review by insurance 
company doctors before a patient 
enters the hospital. Patients would be 
screened in an attempt to discourage 
unnecessary hospitaIization 


In an emergency case, patients 
would by-pass the screening process 

• A second surgical opinion on 
certain procedures 

• Medical review during 
hospitalization, to reduce the length 
of hospital stays whenever possible 

• Review of a patient ’s treatment 
after leaving the hospital. The plan 
would pay for visiting nurses and 
other health care needed at a pa 
tient’s home. 

“We're not out to deny the I health 
insurance I benefits," said David 
(Ireely. a Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
representative. 

"All we’re doing is looking at the 
setting I to see il l something could be 
done on an outpatient basis," said 
(Jreely.

Since Dec 10 is Human Rights 
Day. I’d like to fell you about a Cam¬ 
paign to Abolish Torture. 

In April. Amnesty International 
(AT), a human rights organization 
and winner of the 1077 Nobel Peace 
Prize, launched a two year Campaign 
to Abolish Torture with the release of 
their report "Torture in the 
Eighties.” 

This report cites allegations of tor¬ 
ture by nearly 100 governments. 
Children in Iran are forced to watch 
their mothers tortured. Marianela 
Garcia Villas, president of El 


Salvador’s non-governmental Human 
Rights Commission said: "I suffered 
everything you would expect a 
woman to suffer when she is attack¬ 
ed...! cannot hear to talk about it . " In 
15i83 Marianela was killed. 

AI has developed realistic goals 
for this major task; mobilization of 
public pressure against governments 
who torture is one of them. People 
willing to write letters regarding tor¬ 
ture, or who just want more informa¬ 
tion about AI. should contact the 
regional office in Cambridge at 
547-9295. 

Letters really do make a dif¬ 


ference: "When the first 200 letters 
came, the guards gave me back my 
clothes. Then the next 200 letters 
came and the prison director came to 
see me. When the next pile of letters 
arrived, the director got in touch with 
his superior. The letters kept coming 
and coming, 3000 of them. The Presi¬ 
dent was informed. The letters still 
kept arriving and the President call¬ 
ed the prison and told them to let me 
go." Julio de Pina Valdez, Labor 
organizer from the Dominican 
Republic.

She carried on with her usual 
schedule Only she cried 
sometimes, in the shower or 
down in the laundry room, 
cried with a high child's voice 
she scarcely knew as her own. 

She had felt so hallowed all 
these weeks; she had sensed 
the presence of a life beyond 
hers. 

Finally, one day those sen¬ 
sations ended. The presence 
was simply missing. The sing¬ 
ing had simply stopped. 

But the stocking still hung 


upon the mantel. They never 
did take it down, though they 
knew it would not be filled for 
them that year. 

It wasn’t filled the next 
year either, or the one after 
that. But they hung it up all 
the same. It had come to 
represent something special 
to them by then, something 
that lay at the heart of what 
this season was all about. 

It signified the hope and 
expectation people feel in the 
time of the narrow days, of 
the wide and dreaming mid¬ 
nights.

But I 
remember it as an ox|X'dcd dawning 
As a teenager, Frank was an 
aspiring artist. One summer - that 
odd but usual time for him to think 
about Christmas gifts that he would 
begin to make or trade for himself 
and his brothers Frank asked me 
if I remembered how he had liked to 
play with war toys when he was 
younger. Yes. 1 said. 1 remembered 
• and wondered what was coming 
next 

Well, he said, "you remember that 
flag I painted on the back of m\ 
leather jacket, and how I was stopped 
by the police ”" 

How could I forget" 

"1 think that the American flag 
should stand for peace, for the kinds 
ol things we talk about at Christmas 
time. Those stars and stripes aren’t 
for battles lint for peaceful states " 

I chimed in that I didn’t think that 
he had desecrated the flag and that 
Ins thoughts were understandable. 

What happened next is now 
remembered in the family as the 
beginning ol Frank's "flag period." 

First, there was the American flag 
painted on a mousetrap, with a white 
peace symbol substituted for the 
stars Frank said that he wished that 


the United States could trap itself and 
all other nations in some kind of bin¬ 
ding peace agreement.. 

Wild mix of symbols aside, I 
especially did not think that his all- 
American peace trap was a desecra¬ 
tion I found that his "wrapping the 
peace idea in the flag” had something 
going for it. 

The next flag was rather grim. It 
was a large canvass with stars and 
stripes being stretched vertically 
Midway through the star field, white 
stars began to take the shape of hood¬ 
ed Klansmen. In large letters at the 
bottom of the painting, the word 
DISTORTION appeared 

It was a teenager’s emerging view 
of the tragic, distorted adult world. 

But it was in the last of his flag 
paintings that our one-time war-toy 
enthusiast put his message most 
directly and simply. Once again he 
employed the stretched flag idea, only 
this tune it was a horizontal stretch. 

And there, lo and behold, all the 
white stars against the blue field had 
grouped themselves into a new con¬ 
stellation. It was the peace symbol, 
again, but without the suggestion of 
a violent act that lurks in every 
mousetrap. 

This time the peace motif was pic 
lured as serenely as the heavens 
themselves appear on a clear, starry 
night. 

Christmas and Hanukkah took on 
a new dimension that year In my 
memory, it is the year that the 
Christinas star became a con¬ 
stellation. 

I contemplated the gift of the 
young in a world that can most cer¬ 
tainly use new ideas, fresh views, 
especially for that old but still up¬

A Christmas Remembrance Of Sharing

The season of 
Christmastime brings with it 
many, many memories. Some 
of them were solemn and even 
sad, but more often there 
were occasions with depth 
and meaning that provided 
sustenance for the years 
after. 

At thirteen, life was a bowl 
of cherries. My sister, two 
brothers, and I talked and 
dreamed of nothing but the 
approaching holidays. From 
before Thanksgiving, our 
minds were filled with gift¬ 
giving and gift-receiving. 
Although my days were busy 
with school, there were daily 
tasks at home for which 1 was 
responsible. My father was 
out of work that particular 
year and my mother was gone 
most mornings tending babies 
and cleaning house for other 
families. 

There were no funds for 
extra items and my parents 
did not believe in the buy-now- 
pay-later philosophy. 
Christmas was beginning to 
look bleak as day after day. 
my father returned to tell us 
that times were very difficult 
and jobs scarce. “But,’ he 
would say, “we all know that 
someplace there is a job for 
me and our wonderful God 
who has given us life will also 
provide a job in His time.’’ 

He repeated those words 
many times and I grew impa¬ 
tient as the usual bustling and 
hustling of wrapping and 
hiding gifts failed to 
materialize. Mother hung the 
lighted wreaths in the win¬ 
dows and filled bowls and 
baskets with satin balls and 
candles. We all lovingly and 
carefully unwrapped and 
placed the small Nativity 
figurines in the manger that 
was placed on the 
mantelpiece. 

Our home began to look 
like Christmas and by now the 
radio was playing all the 
traditional songs. The spirit of 
Christmas was finally star¬ 
ting to warm my unbelieving 
heart and each day when Dad 
returned, he would say to all 
of us... “it was a good 
day ..things are looking 
brighter...maybe next 
week...” 

As the eldest child, 1 knew 
that bills were not getting 
paid, but the electricity and 
gas were still in use. The five 
gallons of range oil we bought 
each day was being stretched 
as much as possible as stoves 


were turned off or shut down 
each night. 

Each cold morning, Dad 
was up at least one hour 
before us to light the black 
stove in the kitchen. The Irish 
oatmeal was bubbling and 
Mom was buttering toast 
when we arrived in the kit¬ 
chen. Somehow that oatmeal 
stuck well to our ribs and kept 
us strong and healthy during 
that lean period. We walked to 
school, a matter ol nine or ten 
blocks, and returned home for 
lunch. Back to school at 12:45 
and home again at 3:30. 

We had lots of snow in 
those days with storm upon 
storm piling the snow as high 
as four or five feet at curb- 
side. ()nce it was packed down 
hard and getting that grey, 
dirty cast about it. all of us 
kids were challenged by the 
“mountain range” and 
clambered up and down the 
ruts and juts rather than use 
the monotonous sidewalk. 

We had exciting times on 
the way home from school. 
The ranges were also used as 
battle encampments and 
snow fights would start at the 
toss of a snowball. Girls and 
boys entered into the fun and 
it was often nearly dusk 
before we arrived home 
because of the short days of 
December. 

Mom was spending a lot of 
time at her sewing machine 
which was located against one 
wall of a spare 4’x4' room 
which my Dad used as 
storage for tools, bicycle 
parts and equipment. In his 
spare time. Dad was always 
putting together a bike for 
somebody, and fortunately, 
this year he had orders for 
two of them. The bikes were 
to be picked up Christmas 
Eve with payment made at 
that time, too. 

Christmas dinner that 
year was going to be meatloaf 
instead of turkey, but we 
children weren’t really upset 
about that. Whatever Mom 
put on the table was good. 
What really disturbed us was 
the lack of a tree. Even 
though it might cost only 50 
cents, five gallons of range oil 
could be bought for that 
amount, and heat then was an 
important an item as it is 
today. 

But we were saddened at 
the thought of no Christmas 
tree. However, everything 
started happening in bunches. 
First of all, the family who 
had ordered the bikes stopped 
by the house to pay for them 
in advance. This was totally 


unexpected and gratefully ac¬ 
cepted by my Dad who of¬ 
fered to deliver them himself. 

The small storeowner one 
block away had ordered too 
many trees and when my 
sister and 1 went to pick up 
our daily gallon of milk, he 
told us that we could have one 
if we would deliver two bags 
of groceries to an elderly lady 
who lived nearby. We were so 
jubilant over the thought of 
providing our home with a 
Christmas tree, that we skip¬ 
ped and sang at the top of our 
lungs all the way to the lady’s 
home. When she saw our pink 
cheeks and breathless faces, 
we were invited in to a warm, 
cozy home that smelled of 
bread just removed from the 
oven. We couldn’t stay as the 
sky was darkening for 
another snowstorm, but she 
insisted we carry home a loaf 
of cardamon-flavored and 
sugar-sprinkled bread and 
gave each of us a nickel 
besides. 

Back to the store we went 
where we chose a beautiful 
tree happy as could be with 
our contribution. That night 
we all trimmed and decorated 
the evergreen which was top¬ 


ped by a shimmering, silvery 
star. 

On Christmas Eve day it 
began to snow. School had 
closed at noon and my sister 
and I stopped at the Five & 
Ten to spend our nickels on 
handkerchiefs for both Mom 
and Dad. The house smelled 
of meatloaf as we entered and 
there was a lemon meringue 
pie cooling on the counter. 

The meal we expected to 
eat on Christmas Day was en¬ 
joyed that night while Mom 
and Dad explained that the 
entire family had been invited 
for dinner on the 25th by a 
couple who had no children 
and wanted us to share the 
day with them. 

With the snow still falling, 
my father and I stepped out 
into the dark calm evening 
and started the four-block 
walk, wheeling the new 
bicycles to their destination. 
We took two towels with us so 
that once there, we could dry 
them and buff the chrome 
fenders. It was a lovely walk. 
Each home was wanned by 
twinkling lights in the win¬ 
dows and a tree inside. Mr. 
Meriden was surprised to see 
us having expected the bikes 


to be delivered by automobile. 
He couldn't have known we 
didn’t own one and kept 
apologizing as we dried and 
shined them clean. Admiring 
the fine work my Dad did in 
assembling them, he asked if 
he might be interested in 
working in a bicycle 
distributor’s company. He 
promised to make ar¬ 
rangements for an interview 
the day after Christmas. 

We were exultantly happy 
as we walked home. That 
evening, all of us sat around 
the tree as my parents read 
from the Bible of Luke’s ac¬ 
count of the Christ-child’s 
birth. We sang joyfully tin 4 
carols of old and we offered 
thanks and gratitude for fami¬ 
ly and friends. 


(’hristmas morning dawn¬ 
ed bright, sunny and 
beautiful We opened 
packages that included plaid, 
pleated skirts my Mother had 
designed and made. My 
father had been paying in two 
pairs of white, figure skates 
for my sister and me, and the 
advance money for the 
bicycles had covered the 
balance. Everyone was hap¬ 
py. The boys had a red 
firetruck and a tricycle. We 
all were given warm sweaters 
and boots. 

Dinner was everything we 
could have hoped for and we 
were bundled into a heated 
automobile for the trip to 
Quincy, a luxury not too often 
repeated in the ensuing years. 


maining food up the stairs in¬ 
to the house on the return trip. 
There was enough turkey for 
another meal plus soup and 
sandwiches. Several pies and 
a basket of fruit were added to 
the bounty from our most 
generous hosts. 

My father was hired on the 
day after Christmas and 
stayed with the bicycle 
business for the remainder of 
his life. His assurance that 
God would provide and his 
faith that our Maker would 
take care of us might, at 
times, falter. But Dad always 
believed that everything 
would come out on top and I 
can clearly remember him 
saving.. “God’s in His 
kingdom...all’s right with the 
world.”

Hanukkah Is A Family Celebration 


The winter sun sets early 
during Hanukkah. 

Hurry home to light the 
candles in great-grandma's 
brass Menorah, a treasure 
from Budapest, blessed eight 
nights a year by generation 
after generation. 

Watch, hypnotized by the 
quiet candlelight reflecting on 
the window pane, casting 
shadows on the snow. The last 
flame flickers out. 

It is forbidden to blow out 
a Hanukkah candle. 

Some people in Winchester do not 
celebrate Christmas. 

There are Jews here who 
celebrate Hanukkah instead. 

A lot of people have heard of 
Hanukkah. but most people who 
aren’t Jewish - and even some who 
are have a hard time describing the 
nature of the holiday. 

Hanukkah is not a Jewish version 
of Christmas. Christmas celebrates 
the birth of a child and the birth of a 
religion. Hanukkah celebrates the 
renewal of Judaism. 

Hanukkah commemorates the day 
more than 2,000 years ago when the 
Jews won the Temple in Jerusalem 
back from the Greeks. 

Hanukkah also commemorates a 
miracle, when the Temple’s sacred 
Eternal Light burned for eight days 
on just one day’s supply of oil. 

A variety of messages may be 
derived from these two events. 

• The point is 1 the Jews 1 fought for 
religious freedom and tolerance," 
said Howard Kubenstein. a past presi¬ 
dent of the Winchester Jewish Com¬ 
munity •’It’s the first time in the 
history ol the world that any people 
fought for pluralism and religious 
freedom. That’s what it's all about. 

Others interpret Hanukkah as a 
victory over assimilation, over a 
tendency lor Jews to lose their rituals 


to a dominant culture, whether an¬ 
cient Greek or modern American. 
Some people find that message par¬ 
ticularly appropriate for Jews in this 
country, who often feel pressured to 
celebrate Christmas. 

(In fact, Hanukkah itself, once 
quite a minor Jewish holiday, has 
been spruced up a little to compensate 
for the all-out Christmas festivities 
here.) 

Still others relish the chance to be 
together with the family and with the 
Jewish community. Carolyn 
Hirschfield, a member of the Win¬ 
chester Jewish Community <WJ(’». 
called Hanukkah “the ultimate fami¬ 
ly occasion." 

On Sunday, the WJC got together 
to share Hanukkah with their friends 
and their children. More than 75 peo¬ 
ple attended, the biggest Hanukkah 
celebration ever in Winchester. 

Those who came lingered and 
laughed over traditional Hanukkah 
activities. 

They played a game with a top 
called a divide/, ate fried potato pan¬ 
cakes called /Hikes, sang Hebrew 
songs. 

And. most importantly, they lit the 
Hanukkah candles and listened to the 
ancient story of the holiday. 

Hanukkah dates back to 105 BCE. 
(Jews prefer to refer to “Before the 
Common Era," - BCE rather than 
“Before Christ" - B.C. > It was a time 
when the Greeks dominated much of 
the Middle East. 

Antiochus IV, the ruler at the time, 
restricted the religious freedom of the 
Jews.They were not allowed to study 
the Torah. < the Old Testament. > nor 
were they allowed to circumcise their 
sons or keep the Sabbath 

Worse, they were forced to wor¬ 
ship Greek gods, and a statue of Zeus 
was erected in the Jewish Temple in 
Jerusalem. 

Some Jews went right along with 
the Greek way of life, and they dress¬ 
ed like Greeks and spoke Greek. 


But others refused to sacrifice 
their religious beliefs. A religious 
revolt began in a little village outside 
of Jerusalem, the home of Mattahias 
and his five sons. 

From them came the leader of the 
movement, Judah ha-Maccabee 
Judah the Hammer. 

They won the Temple back, 
banished the Greek idol, and 
rededicated the Temple to the Jews. 

And Hanukkah, a fesitval lasting 
eight days, became a holiday. In fact, 
it was the last holiday to be admitted 
to Jewish ritual. 

A Special C andelabra 

To understand Hanukkah, one 
must be introduced to the rituals that 
surround it. 

The most important is the lighting 
of the Menorah. a nine branched 
candelabra. For eight nights, just 
after sunset, the candles are lit, and 
ii prayer is said over them. 

On the first night, just two candles 
are placed in the Menorah. Each 
night, another is added, until the 
candelabra glitters with nine lights. 

The story behind the Menorah. 
which means “lamp" in Hebrew, is 
the story of a miracle. When the Tem¬ 
ple. desecrated and Hellenized. was 
recovered by the Jews, they lound 
just one vial of oil with which to fuel 
the Eternal Light, the light that, in a 
synagogue, must never be allowed to 
go out. 

The Maccabees saw they had a 
crisis on their hands. The closest sup¬ 
plier of oil was fully four days distant 
from the Temple. How would a single 
day’s supply of oil last’.’ 

But the light never went out 
Miracle of miracles, the eternal light 
burned for eight days on just one 
day’s oil. 

Traditionally, the Menorah was 
placed in a window so that passersby 
could see it In times of trouble, 
however. Jews hid the Menorah quiet¬ 
ly inside their homes.

In a moment, she was 
squirming free of her father’s 
embrace and heading for the 
passel of youngsters crowded 
in front of Mikulas. 

She sat eagerly by him, as 
he stroked his flowing beard 
and reminded the children to 
“be very good.” 

They have so much to be 
thankful for, he told them, 
such as their new home in the 
United States. 


On Sunday, the Czech 
youngsters and their families 
gathered together at 
Crawford Methodist Church 
on Dix st. They came to 
celebrate Christmas in 
America — and to bask in the 
warmth of their shared 
heritage. 

The second annual 
Czechoslovakian-American 
Christmas service was a time 
to cherish their native culture 
and to be thankful for all their 
new-found friends. 

There are 200 
Czechoslovakian refugee 
families in Greater Boston, 
and three of those live in Win¬ 
chester.

Children love to play dreidel. 

The four letters on the sides of the 
dreidel. besides their significance for 
the game, are the initials of foui 
Hebrew words: 

Gndo! means “Great;’’ 

Ness means “Miracle:’’ 

Huynh means “Happened;’’ 

Chaw means “There.” 

Put together, of course, the dreidel 
says “A Great Miracle Happened 
There,” referring to the miracle of 
the oil lamp in the Temple. 

Nachum Jacobi, who recently 
moved to the area from a village out¬ 
side of Tel Aviv in Israel, said he was 
surprised to see an American dreidel 
In Israel, he said, dreidels say, “A 
Great Miracle Happened Here," not 
There, because, logically enough, the 
miracle took place on Israeli soil 


Potato Pancakes 


Jewish holidays go with traditional 
food, and Hanukkah is no exception. 
Latkes, pancakes made from grated 
potatoes, are a Hanukkah tradition, 
served with apple sauce and sour 
cream. 


Jacobi explained that tin* Israelis 
have another treat, a type of puffy 
doughnut unfamiliar to American 
Jews. Hut the important thing, he 
said, is that both specialties are fried 
in oil. again to commemorate the 
Hanukkah miracle. 


So Hanukkah isn't just a Jewish 
substitute for Christmas. 


With its own ancient stories, the 
Menornh. the latkes, the dreidel, the 
prayers and songs as well. Hanukkah 
generates a holiday spirit all its own.

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Career Counseling 
Offered At 
Middlesex College 

Changing career directions, enter- 
ing or re-entering the career 
marketplace can be the most difficult 
turning point an adult encounters. 
Middlesex Community College, Divi¬ 
sion of Continuing Education /Com¬ 
munity Services, has developed three 
programs to assist people with career 
decision making process. 

These programs, under the direc- 
tion of career counselor Esther 
Hochman, are available to anyone 
who needs assistance in answering 
the questions of where to go and what 
to do. These programs are valuable 
to people who are interested in explor¬ 
ing new career areas, or going back 
to work after an absence. 
Homemakers, career changers, 
students and people relocating in the 
area may all find assistance through 
one or more of the counseling 
programs. 

To analyze career direction, the 
Harrington-O’Shea Decision Making 
System combined with a follow-up 
personal counseling session can help 
the client learn about potential fields 
of interest as well as employment 
possibilities based on these interests. 
The Quest program which takes 
several hours, is available for a fee of 
$60. 

The other test that is administered 
is the California Ability Preference 
Survey. This timed test measures 
specific aptitudes for particular skills 
areas, and in the counseling process, 
relates these skill areas to specific 
professions. Follow-up discussion pro¬ 
vides the client with options for fur¬ 
ther consideration in the areas of 
education and job application. This 
program costs $60. 

The third component provides a 
counseling opportunity for clients who 
are in the process of looking for a job, 
discussion of career goals, resume 
writing and interviewing techniques, 
job hunting strategies and advice on 
education programs, where ap¬ 
propriate, are all available. This one 
hour session is $25. For more informa¬ 
tion. call Community Services at 
275-8910, Ext.

Tips To Winterize 


“Motorists would be wise to 
prepare themselves for what the next 
several months will bring,” advises 
David Thibodeau. ALA Auto & Travel 
Club president 

“All winter driving problems can¬ 
not Ik* avoided,“Thibodeau said, “but 
advance preparation can certainly 
reduce the chances of breaking down, 
getting stranded, or an accident.” 

Here are some preventive 
maintenance lips compiled by the 
ALA to help insure safer and sounder 
winter driving for New England 
motorists. 

Tune up and battery An untuned 
car is undependable. In a winter driv¬ 
ing emergency, an untuned car can 
hamper your chances for survival 
Refer to your owner’s manual to 
determine what is best for your car. 
If you will he having your car com¬ 
pletely tuned up. here’s what should 
be done: 

A test or inspection of the battery. 
PCV valve, engine compression, 
spark plugs, points and condenser (if 
any), ignition coil and timing, 
distrubutor, spark advance, fuel 
pump, air filter, carburetor, all 
neeessaary adjustments and 
replacements 

The ALA road service records 
show that a failure in the electrical 
system is the most common cause of 
car breakdowns during winter. Make 
sure the battery, alternator and 
voltage regulator are given a 
thorough check. Inspect the battery 
leads and cables for corrosion. 

Scrubbing the leads and cables 
with a wire brush, or applying a bak¬ 
ing soda solution, followed by a 
coating of vaseline, will remove 
residue and prevent further damage. 

Systems and Solutions Heating 
and Cooling Systems— Make sure 
that the solution in your radiator is 
good for 30 degrees below zero II the 
radiator hasn’t been completely 
drained and flushed within the period 
specified by the manufacturer, do it 
now, and add a fresh solution. 

If you are adding anti freeze, be 
careful nol to mix different types 
(chemical contents, not brands *. 
Check the radiator heater hoses and 
the fan bell for cracks and weak con¬ 
nections. 

It is also a good time to add a pre¬ 


mix windshield washing solution con¬ 
taining anti-freeze to the windshield 
wash container. Test your heater and 
defroster removing any debris block¬ 
ing the intake vents. 

Steering, Suspension, and Brake 
Systems Maintaining your car is on¬ 
ly one side of safe winter driving; 
keeping control of your vehicle once 
you are on the road is the other. To 
improve your car’s handling, make 
sure that all components of these 
crucial systems the steering shaft, 
gear and arms, shock absorbers and 
springs, and the brake lining and 
master cylinder are in top con¬ 
dition. 

Lubrication System Refer to 
your owner's manual for instructions 
on the best time to change the oil and 
oil filter. It also may he time to have 
the chassis thoroughly lubricated. 

Exhaust System A leaking ex¬ 
haust system is most dangerous dur¬ 
ing the winter, because many drivers 
tend to keep all windows closed. Have 
your mechanic inspect the entire 
system for damage and leaks. 

Dashboard Controls - Don’t wait 
for a bad storm or a foggy night to 
find out that your windshield wipers 
or lights are not functioning proper¬ 
ly. Both the lights and the wipers have 
to work overtime during the winter, 
so it is crucial that they he in good 
working order. 

Traction- Good traction is essen¬ 
tial for safe winter driving, but it can 
be difficult to decide which method 
such as snow tires or chains, is the 
best. There are advantages and 
disadvantages to each. 

Studded snow tires perform best 
on packed snow and glare ice. condi¬ 
tions which will vary significantly 
depending upon the area where you 
will be doing most of your driving. 
Because of the damage they do to the 
highways, studded tires are illegal in 
several states, and only allowed mir¬ 
ing specific dates in other states. 

Although radial tires provide bet¬ 
ter traction than tires of other con¬ 
structions. they are no substitute for 
snow tires. If you have a late model 
car already equipped with 
radials.then radial snow tires will be 
a logical choice for you. Regular snow 
tires will provide good traction in 
areas of light to moderate snowfall.

and can he the most economical. 

If you have radial tires in front, it 
is preferable to put radial snow tires 
i as opposed to non-radial snow tires * 
in back. Above all, do not mount tires 
of different construction on the same 
axle; this is a potentially serious 
hazard, especially on wet or icy 
roads. 

Although chains are by far the 
most effective, the cumbersome 
mounting and removing procedure 
required make them impractical in 
relatively light snowfall areas. It is 
also important to note that unless 
chains are removed before the ground 
is bare, they will wear very quickly. 

Regardless of what type of lire you 
choose, be extra sure to keep your 
tires adequately inflated during the 
winter. Low temperatures 
significantly reduce tire pressure, 
and this could result in tire flexing, 
which in turn could result in 
premature tire failure. 

Winterize Your Trunk Chances 
arc your trunk already contains a 
spare tire and bumper jack, and 
perhaps a f lashlight, a first aid kit and 
flares. To be winter ready, add the 
following items: A long-handled 
scraper/brush, a small shovel, a clos¬ 
ed container of sand, salt and/or kit¬ 
ty litter, a traction device, rags, 
de-icer, jumper cables, starter fluid, 
candles, juice can, matches for 
emergency heat, and a red cloth to 
signal for assistance. 

Additional supplies could include 
a blanket, a reserve pair of hoots, 
gloves and parka, plastic trash hags, 
spare change, non-perishable foods, 
a compass and a transistor radio in 
case you’re marooned. 

The body of your car takes a 
beating during the winter months. If 
you haven't waxed it recently, do it 
now for extra protection. Applying 
touchup paint and anti-rust products 
where needed is another wise proven 
tive measure. During the winter, 
wash your car frequently because 
road salt and chemicals cause cor¬ 
rosion.

McHugh has offered the following 
suggestions about winter driving. 

The recommendations have evolv¬ 
ed from research conducted by the 
National Safety Council’s Committee 
on Winter Driving Hazards and are 
endorsed by the International 
Association of Chiefs of Police: 
Getting Unstuck 

When your car is in deep snow, 
turn your wheels from side to side to 
clear your path somewhat. Steer 
straight ahead, if possible, as you feed 
the gas slowly. You might even keep 
one foot lightly on the brake pedal to 
prevent loo rapid acceleration. This 
will give your tires a chance to grip 
the snow and pull out. 

A front wheel drive vehicle, 
especially one with snow tires on the 
front, may need only a touch of the ac¬ 
celerator to pull out of a drift. 

High Idling Speeds 

Many late model vehicles have 
high idling speeds when cold. The 
degree of braking required to slow 
down to make a turn may lock the 
front wheels of a rear drive care while 
the fast idle is still turning the rear 
wheels. Result steering control is 
lost and the car continues moving

You can’t steer 
locked wheels. 

Researchers recommend shifting 
into neutral when making this type of 
maneuver. After the ear has steered 
into its new course, the gears can be 
re-engaged and power applied gently.

Maintaining Traction 

Keeping going depends upon mat¬ 
ching the traction aids on your car to 
the conditions under which you will 
drive. 

•( )n ice conventional snow tires 
develop about 28 percent more trac¬ 
tion ability than regular tires; studd¬ 
ed snow tires (where permitted) 
provide about three times and chains 
about seven times the traction of 
regular highway tires. 

•On loosely packed snow con¬ 
vention! snow tires develop about half 
again as much pulling ability as 
regular tires, while tire chains pro¬ 
vide about four times the pull of 
highway tires. 

Proper Braking 

Squeeze your brakes with a slow, 
steady pressure until just before they 
lock. When you feel them start to lock, 
ease off until your wheels are rolling 
again; then squeeze again. 

Slamming on the brakes can lock 
your wheels and send you into a spin. 
Spin or no spin, locking your wheels

Slopping Traction 

Compare these stopping aids: 

•Tire chains are your best aid in 
stopping on ice. where they cut brak¬ 
ing distance by 30 percent as com¬ 
pared with regular highway tires. 

• Where studded tires may lie us¬ 
ed legally, they help. Tires with new 
studs on the rear wheels reduce brak¬ 
ing distances about 19 percent. 

•Regular snow tires cut stopping 
distances by 13 percent over regular 
tires on loosely packed snow. 

Radial 'Pires vs. Snow Tires 

Contrary to many motorists’ im¬ 
pressions, radial tires are not 
necessarily a substitute tor all-season 
or snow tires for driving on snow and 
ice. The performance of radial tires 
varies widely and is dependent on 
tread configuration; i.e . a snow tread 
will perform as a snow tire, a regular 
tread will perform as a regular 
highway tire. 

"In any event,” Chief McHugh 
concluded‘ “the performance of these 
traction aids is nowhere equal to that 
obtained on normal, dry pavement. 
Reduce speeds drastically, follow 
other vehicles at a far greater 
distance, perform all maneuvers with 
a gentle, delicate touch.”

There in the echoing 
chapel, they gathered to light 
small white candles to form a 
glowing circle of friendship. 
They prayed for peace as the 
shadows danced off the ceil¬ 
ing and walls. 

Like Milan Hofman, who 
came to the U.S. in 1983, they 
recalled their friends and 


family members who are still 
living in Czechoslovakia. 

Hofman, his wife. Bo. and 
their children are sharing 
their American Christmas 
with his mother, Anna, who 
will return to Czechoslovakia 
after the holidays. 


His mother, he explained, 
speaks no English. She smil¬ 
ed politely, then turned to 
watch the children opening 
gifts that were donated by the 
Muraco School students. 

“Jingle bells, jingle bells.“ 
chanted the tiny blond- haired 
girl. She jabbered something 
in Czech, then again struck up 
the “Jingle Bells ,, chorus. 

Her father smiled, and 
responded to her in Czech. 

She was- singing “Jingle 
Bells,'* but the flutists were 
playing a fine 

Czechoslovakian ballad. 

Somehow, it didn't even 
matter. After all, it’s not the 
words make the music work 
— it's the people.

The reactions of Winchester of¬ 
ficials is varied. At least one Select¬ 
man doubts the plan will be accepted 
by town residents. 

“We re back with the original pro¬ 
posal that we got from EOCD,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Mark Lombar¬ 
di. “Originally they (EOCD) wanted 
sites and they wanted dates. We 
couldn’t do it. We had almost a 
revolution in town." 

Before the Fall Town Meeting, 
several residents drafted proposals to 
preserve open town sites from con¬ 
struction. Although the sponsors did 
not specify that they opposed low-to- 
moderate-income housing 

developments, Selectmen said the two 
issues appeared linked. 

Lombardi also called the latest 
housing proposal unrealistic. “I per¬ 
sonally don’t see how we could live up 
to these deals, because we don’t have 
anybody who could do it,” Lombardi 
said, citing the absence of a perma¬ 
nent town manager. “I don't see how 
it could be implemented." 

Selectman Wade Welch disagreed. 
“Obviously I feel it’s very realistic or 
I wouldn’t have co-drafted it,” he 
said. 

“I don’t think these (proposals) 
are beyond the range of reasonable 
timetables,” he said. 

On Tuesday Selectman Alan Mac¬ 
donald also voiced tentative support 
for the plan. “We are heading in the 
right direction in setting up a 
workable timetable with the state.’’ 
he said. 

Meanwhile, the head of the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority, .John J. 
Regan, said Tuesday afternoon he 
had not had seen the latest draft of the 
proposal. “I'm not familiar with 
anything th..! transpired last even¬ 
ing,” he said.

The proposal was ironed out bv 
Flat ley of the EOCD and Welch as a 
last-ditch effort late last week. Welch 
said he did not learn of the extension 
on the grant deadline until Monday at 
11:30 a.m. 

The state grant, which would allow 
for further downtown rehabilitation, 
has been linked to Winchester’s hous¬ 
ing progress since last fall In 1982 
Gov. Michael Dukakis first gave state 
agencies the power to withhold fun¬ 
ding to towns with “unreasonably 
restrictive" housing policies. 

Apparently, communication bet¬ 
ween the EOCD and Selectmen was 
less than ideal. Chairman Lombardi 
said he was “embarrassed and in¬ 
sulted” that he first learned about the 
extension on the grant deadline from 
the local press. 

Lombardi said be wants a written 
statement from EOCD to confirm the 
Feb. 15 extension. He said be wants 
the same treatment from EOCD that 
the agency demanded of the town 

‘‘Mr. Flatley doesn’t go by 
gentlemen’s agreements,” said Lom¬ 
bardi. “He wants numbers, he wants 
dates, dates, dates.” 

Saltmarsh, who serves on the 
House Transportation Committee, 
said he won the extension from the 
state’s Executive Office of Transpor¬ 
tation and Construction (EOTC) ear¬ 
ly this week. 

The state Representative said he 
told Frederick Salvucci, Secretary of 
EOTC. that if Winchester “could gel 
the additional time, if we were ever 
going to pull this together, we could 
certainly do it within [60 davsl.”

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Mistletoe Lore , Traditions 


Kissing beneath the mistletoe — a 
charming custom that virtually all of us 
have indulged in at one time or another. 

As the Christmas season rolls around, 
fellows vie to hang the sprig of mistletoe 
from doorways, somewhat hidden from 
view, only to surprise an unsuspecting 
young lady with a kiss when she steps 
through the door and under the mistletoe 

Like many other Christmas traditions 
observed in this country, kissing under the 
mistletoe would seem to have originated in 
England Numerous variations of the cus¬ 
tom existed there 

One instructed young men to pluck a 
berry from the mistletoe bough each time 
they kissed a young lady. When all the ber¬ 
ries were gone, the kissing was over. 

In many parts of England, the Kissing 
Bunch was popular. This was an ex¬ 
tremely elaborate arrangement of green¬ 
ery such as holly and ivy on a pair of 
hoops l(x)ped inside each other. Also pan 
of the Kissing Bunch were colored rib- 
nous. apples, oranges unu papei loses, 
and three dolls, representing Jesus Christ. 
Mary and Joseph, which were hung from 
inside the hoops or, on occasion, arranged 
in a manger scene. From the bottom of the 
Kissing Bunch depended a sprig of mistle¬ 
toe. 

The Kissing Bunch would be hung in 
the center of a nx>m. and all who passed 
under it would earn the right to seize a 
kiss. 

A related custom is practiced in Austria 
and the Alpine region on New Year’s Eve. 
There, the local inn is decked out in green¬ 
ery, and the main room decorated with a 
pine wreath hanging from the roof beams. 


In one corner of the room, a masked 
man lurks. He is known as “Sylvester," 
appears old and hideous, and wears a 
wreath of mistletoe. Whenever a young 
man or woman passes under the pine 
wreath, it is Sylvester’s privilege to leap 
out and plant a rough kiss on the individ¬ 
ual's check. However, his reign is short¬ 
lived for at midnight he is chased away - 
a grotesque figure of the year which is now 
gone. 

Why all this fuss about mistletoe? What 
legends, hid in the mists of time, have im¬ 
pressed upon this parasitic evergreen 
which lives upon non-cvcrgrccns, and par¬ 
ticularly the oak. an importance of this 
sort? 

Many pre-Christian cultures have re¬ 
vered the mistletoe. It was probably Sir 
James Frazier’s “golden bough,” a central 
metaphor in classical mythology. 

In Norse mythology, too. it is of central 
importance, for it was with an arrow made 
from mistletoe that the Scandinavian hero 
Balder was killed. 

His mother, the gtxJdess Frigga. cried 
passionately and, so the legend says, every 
one of her tears became the mistletoe’s 
white berries. 

In order to console Frigga for her son’s 
death, the other Norse gods decreed that 
mistletoe should no longer he an indepen¬ 
dent plant, but Become a parasite and. in¬ 
stead of being the cause of woe, should 
bring about g<xxJ will thus was born the 
custom of kissing underneath it. 

The Druids, the Celtic priests of pre 
Christian Britain, revered the holy mistle- 
toc, which grew entwined on their sacred 
oak, and which they believed to contain 


the soul of the living oak tree. 

According to Druidic legend the mistle¬ 
toe, which grew out of the air itself, clung 
to the oak tree for support. 

At the New Yeai, the Druids engaged in 
an elaborate ceremony which centered on 
the mistletoe. One Druid, garbed in white, 
would climb an oak tree and cut down a 
bough of mistletoe with a golden sickle. 

Below- the tree, to catch the mistletoe as 
it fell, was a white cloth, for the Druids 
believed that the mistletoe must never 
touch the ground lest it be sullied. Once 
this part of the ceremony was complete, 
two white bulls would be sacrificed, and 
prayers w-cre intoned. 

fhc Druids believed that the mistletoe 
had great curative powers, and called it the 
"all-healer." Applied to barren animals, it 
would make them bear young, and it was 
efficacious against poisons, epilepsy, con¬ 
sumption and the like. It was generally 
hung above doorways or over the fire¬ 
place. 

Christian legend has it that the mistle¬ 
toe, originally a free-standing tree, was 
the wixxl used for the Cross. However, be¬ 
cause of the evil purpose it served it suf¬ 
fered the fate of becoming a parasite, 
never again to live independently but al¬ 
ways to live on another plant. 

Another related legend states the mistle¬ 
toe. after being used for the Cross, shrank 
to its lowly, shriveled state — a fit punish¬ 
ment for the use to which it was put 

However, it is its role as a tool of evil for 
the eventual attainment of good that gives 
mistletoe its place in myth and legend, and 
reinforces its importance in the celebra¬ 
tion of Christmas.

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Simple Toys Vs. Electronics

Child psychologists say children 
enjoy simple things, such as 
blocks, and learn by building or 
creating with them. This isn’t be¬ 
cause children are simple — it’s 


because they have so much imagi¬ 
nation. 

“Simple materials are very im¬ 
portant, basic learning tools," ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Melvin Lewis, pro¬ 
fessor of pediatrics and psycholo¬ 
gy at Yale University Child Study 
Center. “These are literally build-

ing blocks for children’s mental 
development and thinking.” 

Yale studies show children use 
blocks, with a variety of textures, 
colors and shapes, for more than 
improving physical dexterity. 
While handling such simple items, 
children begin to conceptualize 
space, weight, volume, mass and 
time. 

“This is a way young children 
begin to form concrete thoughts," 
said Lewis. “Creating and building 
are very important in a child’s de¬ 
velopment and help him or her 
learn to think.” 

Perhaps surprising to parents is 
research showing that children 
enjoy this kind of creative activity 
not because it’s easy, but because 
it’s difficult. Standardized tests 


used in the developmental assess¬ 
ment of children show a child likes 
such activities because there is a 
sense of achievement involved in 
completing them. 

“The exercise of imagination in¬ 
volved in creating a finished prod¬ 
uct or completing a task is itself 
pleasurable,” said Lewis. “Impro¬ 
vising with different materials 
also is a wonderful experience for 
children. But what I have found to 
be the most pleasurable for chil¬ 
dren is the process of mastering 
involved in their efforts and the 
pride children take in the results 
of their efforts." 

An Evansville. Ind.-based man¬ 
ufacturer of wooden gift and col¬ 
lectible products has found this to 
be true. And Arbor Hill House 
President Angie Sinclair said 
using handmade wooden letters 
and accessory figures also allows 


children to create keepsakes or 
gifts and develop their imagina¬ 
tions. 

"I once watched a small boy 
making a desk plaque for his 
teacher," explains Sinclair. “As he 
carefully glued the wooden letters 
to the base of the plaque and de¬ 
cided whether to attach the rain¬ 
bow or the kite as an accessory, he 
and his imagination were hard at 
work learning about the world." 

This kind of positive growing 
experience encourages the child to 
want to do it again. If a child’s 
creative effort is not appreciated, 
the child feels disappointed and 
his self-esteem plummets. Studies 
show that, in a child’s mind, creat¬ 
ing anything, whether to keep or 
give away, is far from child’s play 
It is serious business.

For those constantly in pursuit of the 
unique, or at least truly different gift idea, 
remember that new is not always best. 
When choosing a gift which is inclined to¬ 
ward the preparation of culinary delights 
(i.e. cookbook), it is the experienced 
shopper who knows to look for the book 
which captures the reader’s imagination 
through the diversity of its recipes and the 
style in which it is put together.

The Fine Arts Cookbook II might just solve 
your gift giving dilemma for that person 
on your list who's fond of art, or just an 
avid chef always on the lookout for new 
and exciting recipes. 

Since holiday entertaining is truly the 
main theme of this month, the following 
recipes were chosen as most suitable, in¬ 
cluding Kris Kringles (cookies), Chatham 
Chutney and The Ultimate Eggnog. 


KRIS KRINGLES 
Yield: 36 cookies 
Vi cup butter 
Vi cup sugar 
I egg yolk 

1 tablespoon orange peel, grater! 
1 teaspoon lemon peel, grated 
1 teaspoon lemon juice 
I cup flour 
'i teaspoon salt 
I egg white, slightly beaten 
Vi cup pecans or walnuts, finely 
chopped 

18 candied cherries, cut in half 

Cream shortening and sugar thor¬ 
oughly. add egg yolk, orange and lemon 
peels, and lemon juice. Beat thoroughly. 
Stir in flour and salt. Chill until firm. 
Form small balls about Vi inch in diame¬ 
ter. Dip in egg white and then in finely 
chopped nuts. Press half a candied cherry 
in the center of each cookie. Bake at 325° 
about 20 minutes.

— In stores, women should not 
set down pocketbooks on a counter 
while they examine purchases or 
talk with a salesclerk. One 
moment’s inattention and a purse 
can be stolen, or a wallet or cash 
removed by a thief. 

Men should avoid carrying wal¬ 
lets in hip pockets. Place them in 
inside pockets of suit coats. 

- While walking on the street 
or in a store, shoppers should be 
wary of being jostled suddenly by 
an apparent passerby.

Said LaToure: “Many credit 
card scams involve people posing 
as telephone solicitors. If you initi¬ 
ate a call to a merchant, there is 
generally no problem. But if you 
aren’t sure if a caller is legiti¬ 
mate. you may wish to take a 
name and phone number and call 
back to verify the company.'' 
After your purchases have been 
made, Pinkerton’s suggests plac¬ 
ing individual packages in a large 
shopping bag with strong handles.

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The Proof Is In The Pudding 


The holiday season is a time to look 
back fondly toward the past, to revive old 
customs, and to make the traditions of 
your ancestors your own. 

America, being such a "melting pot," 
can virtually take its pick of ancestors, 
borrowing traditional foods and customs 
from a wide variety of cultures which have 
contributed to this continent’s ethnic di¬ 
versity. 

Among North America’s earliest Euro¬ 
pean settlers were the Puritans who, seek¬ 
ing religious freedom in the New World, 
yet took with them a wide range of Old 
World practices, adapting them as neces¬ 
sary to what was required of them by the 
conditions of their new home. 

Thus, architectural styles current in the 
England they had left were reinterpreted in 
the materials for building available on 
North American shores. And so with 
cooking — Old World methods were ap¬ 
plied to New World foodstuffs, to create a 
cuisine which was at once familiar and 
new. 

One of the most popular dessert forms 
in the England the settlers hud left behind 
was the pudding. The word “pudding" it¬ 
self seems to derive from the Old English 
word for "swelling," describing the cook¬ 
ing process puddings underwent as, boiled 
or steamed, they grew larger, encased in a 


traditional "pudding bag" (the precursor 
of the molds of earthenware or metal 
which arc common today). 

In England, the most popular dessert 
pudding is probably the legendary plum 
pudding (which contrary to its name did 
not contain any plums, and which was pre- 

[ >ared well in advance of Christmas, and 
eft to age), which was commonly served 
with a brandied hard sauce at Christmas 
dinner. 

A more mundane pudding, likely to be 
found in upper-crust British households as 
a children's dessert, is the hearty bread 
pudding, the solid sort of food which eas¬ 
ily earns the adjective "comforting.” 

Other British puddings were served as 
main course or side dish — think of York¬ 
shire pudding (the traditional accompani¬ 
ment to roast beef) or steak and kidney 
pudding (beloved of pub menus). 

American puddings (and puddings were 
particularly popular in colonial times) var¬ 
ied to a greater or lesser degree from their 
trans-Atlantic cousins. A dearth of ingre¬ 
dients they had taken for granted at the 
other side of the Atlantic, caused the Puri¬ 
tans and later settlers to forego many of the 
traditional dishes, and create new ones, by 
substituting for those items which were 
unavailable, ones which they could easily 
procure: corn and whole meal, maple 


syrup and, later, molasses. This resulted 
in a cuisine that was intrinsically Ameri¬ 
can in flavor. 

Thus emerged such New England fa¬ 
vorites as Indian Pudding (so-called be¬ 
cause it featured cornmeal, referred to as 
"Indian meal” by the settlers) and Hasty 
Pudding (a rapidly prepared concoction 
utilizing cornmeal, milk and molasses, 
which dates back to the end of the 17th 
century and which gave its name to a Har¬ 
vard University society, fomied in 1795). 

Many of these favorites of the past have 
given way before fluctuations in taste. Yet. 
vanilla and chocolate puddings arc still 
popular (in a more refined, lighter way. 
we enjoy chocolate pudding as chocolate 
mousse), and tapioca pudding lingers in 
the memories if not the palates of many 
Americans. 

Exactly what is a pudding? Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, the English language’s first lexi¬ 
cographer, in the 18th century defined 
"pudding" as a "kind of food very vari¬ 
ously compounded, but generally made of 
meal, milk and eggs." 

Whether the pudding contains such in¬ 
gredients as fruit or nuts, or is simply fla- 
vored by the addition of spices, 
sweeteners, etc., it is generally thickened 
through the use of such ingredients as tapi¬ 
oca. gelatin, bread crumbs, rice, flour or 


eggs, and may be molded. 

For planning ahead for Christmas enter 
taining and gift-giving, the following rec¬ 
ipe for Apricot Holiday Pudding, 
reproduced from Glorious Gifts From Your 
Kitchen (E.P. Dutton, Inc.) by Lisa Yock- 
clson, will provide you with a tasty and 
elegant alternative to the familiar Plum 
Pudding, which is both traditional and un- 
traditional, at once. 

APRICOT HOLIDAY PUDDING 

Serves 15 

2 cups dried apricots, cut into 
'/j-inch pieces 

1 cup milk 

Va cup light cream 
lVi cups sifted all-purpose flour 
(preferably unbleached) 

2 teaspooas baking powder 
Vi teaspoon baking soda 

Vi teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon freshly ground nutmeg 
Vi teaspoon ground ginger 
Vi pound finely shredded suet 
(shred the suet while it is cold 
on the fine shredding holes of a 
handheld stainless-steel grater) 

'/: cup unsalted sweet butter, 
softened at room temperature 
1 cup granulated sugar 


3 jumbo eggs, lightly beaten, at 
room temperature 
Finely grated rind of 3 lemons 
1 Vs cups (lightly packed 

measurement) moist white 
bread crumbs 

Inal V6 -quart saucepan simmer the 
apricot bits in the milk and light cream, 
covered, for 25 minutes, or until the apri¬ 
cots arc very tender. Drain apricots, re¬ 
serving the cream mixture; set aside 
uncovered. 

Heavily butter the inside of an 8-cup 
metal pudding mold and butter the inside 
of the lid, UK>; set aside. Have a large ket¬ 
tle half full with simmering water; make 
sure that you have placed a round metal 
cooling rack or trivet on the bottom. 

Rcsift the flour with the next 6 ingredi¬ 
ents onto a sheet of waxed paper; set 
aside. 

In the large bowl of an electric mixer, 
cream the suet with the butter on moderate 
speed for 3 minutes. Blend in the sugar 
and beat for 3 minutes. Add the beaten 
eggs in two portions, beating well after 
each amount is added. Scrape down the 
sides of the bowl to keep the mixture even. 

On low speed, beat in the lemon rind 
Blend in the flour, in two additions, alter¬ 
nately with the milk-cream that has been 
drained from the apricots, beginning and 
ending w ith the sifted mixture. Continuing 
on low speed, beat in the bread crumbs. 
By hand, stir in the apricots. 

Turn and scrape the batter into the pre 
pared pudding mold, leveling the top with 
a spatula. 

Place the pudding in the kettle on the 
ruck, in the center, and pour in enough 
boiling water to rise two-thirds up the side 
of the mold. Cover the kettle and simmer 
the pudding for 2 hours. 

While the pudding is simmering, check 
the level of water from time to time, and 
take care to keep the level about halfwu) 
up the sides of the mold. 

Remove the mold to a cooking rack, let 
stand for 10 minutes, then uncover the 
pudding. Cool the pudding, then invert 
onto the flat base of a storage container 
that has been lined with plastic wrap. (I 
use a large cake box that has a tight-fitting 
lid.) Wrap the cooled pudding in plastic 
wrap, cover airtight, then refrigerate. 

While the pudding is aging, you may 
sprinkle it with brandy once in a while - 
delicious. 

To serve, carefully return the pudding to 
a heavily buttered mold, cover tightly with 
the lid. and steam for 1 hour to heat it 
through completely. Invert the pudding on 
a heatproof platter, decorate with holly, 
douse with warmed brandy, then set off 
with a match. 

NOTE: When I make many puddings 
for gifts, I often vary the flavor by using 
diced dates, diced peaches or chopped 
glazed orange and lemon peel in place of 
the apricots. The dates and glazed fruits 
need only be simmered in the milk and 
cream for 5 minutes. 

Rice Pudding is a traditional American 
favorite, which has remained on menus 
even as the popularity of puddings has de¬ 
creased. The following recipe for Rice 
Pudding, reproduced from Ribs (Har¬ 
mony Books) by Susan R. Fricdland, is a 
contemporary interpretation of this hearty 
American favorite. 


RICE PUDDING 

4 cups milk 

3 tablespoons unsalted butter 

Vs cup sugar 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 

Vi cup long-grain rice 

3 egg yolks 

4 tablespoons fresh orange juice 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

Vi teaspoon ground cinnamon 
Heavy cream 

1. Combine 3 cups of the milk, the but¬ 
ter. sugar, and orange peel in a heavy 
saucepan. Bring to a boil and stir in the 
rice. Cook over very low heat, stirring 
from time to time, for about 45 to 50 min¬ 
utes, or until most of the milk is absorbed, 
the mixture is creamy, and the rice is in 
danger of sticking to the bottom of the 
pan. Off the heat, gradually stir in the re¬ 
maining cup of milk. 

2. Preheat the oven to 300°F. 

3. Stir the yolks with a fork just to mix. 
Add the orange juice and the vanilla ex¬ 
tract. Slowly stir the yolks into the rice. 
Turn into a 6-cup buttered pan. Sprinkle 
with cinnamon. Place the rice in a larger 
pan with enough hot water to come half¬ 
way up the sides of the baking pan. Place 
in the middle of the oven and bake from 30 
to 45 minutes or until a knife conics out 
clean. The pudding will cook faster in a 
shallow pan than in a deep one. Cool on a 
rack and serve warm, at room tempera¬ 
ture. or chilled, with a pitcher of heavy 
cream.

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Picture-Taking Make Easy

In addition to “Peace On 
Earth," “Merry Christmas” and

Everyone wants to take photo¬ 
graphs of family and friends dur¬ 
ing holiday gatherings so they will 
be able to remember the joys of 
the season throughout the year. 

Following are some suggestions 


to make holiday picture-taking a 
success from spokesmen at Kis 
Photo, manufacturer of Kis 30- 
minute photo processing mini¬ 
labs. 

Before the season begins, give 
your camera a tune-up. Check the 
batteries to make sure they are 
charged, clean the lens with a non¬ 
abrasive lens tissue and work the 
shutter several times to make 
sure it is operational. If you have 
a separate flash attachment, 
check it out, too. 


Also, check the expiration date 
of your film on hand to ensure that 
it is still fresh — film should be 
stored in a cool, dry environment. 

When you’re ready to start 
shooting, remember the following 
simple pointers. 

When not using a flash, use a 
fast shutter speed to eliminate any 
blur caused by motion of the sub¬ 
ject or camera. You always should 
use a fast shutter speed when tak¬ 
ing “action" photos where there is 
a lot of movement.

When using slow shutter speeds, 
use a tripod for photos taken at 
shutter speeds less than one-six¬ 
tieth of a second. 

To avoid photos with a blurred 
subject in the foreground, set the 
lens to a small aperture, such as f- 
8 or f-16, and focus the lens on the 
front third of the subject area. 
This will increase the depth of 
field and will allow both near and 
far subjects to be in focus. 

For close-ups, take the time to 
focus carefully. Poorly focused 
head shots often are caused by the 
photographer focusing in on the 
background rather than the sub¬ 
ject. When using a flash to take 
close-ups of people, make sure 
there is some ambient lighting and 
have the subject look slightly 
away from the camera. If you 
have a separate flash attachment, 
"bounce” the flash, aiming it at 
the ceiling or at a 45-degree angle. 
Otherwise, eyes will appear redd¬ 
ish and unnatural. 

When taking photos in a dark 
environment where flashes are 
prohibited or undesired, use a 
high-speed film such as ASA/ISO 
400 or 1000. Photos otherwise will 
appear too dark or grainy. If you 
try the 1000-speed film, be sure to 
tell your photo processor that the 
film was shot indoors with artifi¬ 
cial light so that he can adjust for 
this when printing the film.

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Rechargeable Batteries Reduce 
Toy Burnout

The packages are unwrapped — 
everything from portable personal 
stereos to electronic video games. 
And in tiny print on the side of 
each box are the words “batteries 
not included." 

On Christmas day, few words 
can cause as many headaches as 
those. Even if the gift-giver re¬ 
membered to buy batteries, day¬ 
long use of electronic goods quick¬ 
ly can drain “throwaway" batter¬ 
ies. So, unless the gift-giver 
purchased an abundance of batter¬ 
ies to prepare for the holiday bat¬ 
tery blitz, many electronic pre¬ 
sents may be put to rest under the 
Christmas tree to await new bat¬ 
teries before the day is through. 

An alternative to boxes of bat¬ 
teries and “dead" toys — nickel- 
cadmium rechargeable batteries. 

“Many electronic products re¬ 
quire up to 10 batteries to oper¬ 
ate," says Joseph Tuider of SAFT 
America Inc., a Valdosta, Ga.. 
company that manufactures re¬ 
chargeable batteries. "A stereo 
radio, for example, can drain 


eight throwaway D cells in only a 
few hours. Many new portable 
electronic goods — such as toys, 
portable stereos and radios, tape 
recorders and radio-controlled 
cars — are motor driven with 
very high rates of power consump¬ 
tion. Using throwaway batteries 
on these products can really put a 
dent in entertainment budgets." 

Although the initial cost of nick¬ 
el-cadmium batteries and re- 
chargers may seem more expen¬ 
sive — $5 to $10 for batteries and 
$5 to $15 for rechargers — they 
quickly pay for themselves. Tuid¬ 


er says He estimates some fami¬ 
lies may be able to save up to $600 
a year by using rechargeable bat¬ 
teries. 

During the Christmas season, 
convenience may be the greatest 
benefit of rechargeable batteries 
With nickel-cadmium batteries, 
electronic Christmas presents can 
be used constantly — never to be 
put away because the battery 
died. To ensure that freshly 
charged batteries are always at 
hand, one set can be kept on 
charge while the second is in use

Pregnant Women 
Warned Against 
Drinking 

Pregnant women should stick with un- 
spiked punch during holiday merrymak¬ 
ing. since celebrating with even “just 
one" alcoholic drink could be dangerous 
to unborn babies. 

Although women often arc told they can 
indulge in an occasional drink during their 
final trimesters, The American Dietetic 
Association (ADA) advises mothcrs-to-bc 
at all stages of pregnancy to abstain from 
all alcohol — wine and beer included. 

ADA, the nation’s largest group of nu¬ 
trition professionals with 50,000 mem¬ 
bers. says that liquor consumption during 
the final months of pregnancy could be 
just as harmful to the fetus as during the 
early stages. 

Recent research has suggested that total 
abstinence may prevent brain damage or 
learning disabilities in babies. In one 
study, laboratory tests on nearly full-term 
animals that were intravenously fed alco¬ 
hol resulted in rapid oxygen cut-off and 
marked collapse of circulation to the fetus. 

“The same test results could differ in 
humans but. until we’re certain, it's defin¬ 
itely wise not to drink at all.” says ADA 
President Marilyn B. Haschke. R.D.. a 
Dallas nutrition professor. "It’s just not 
worth the risk.”

Helpful Holiday Advice... 

^Advantages Of Freezing Food' 


m 


If you’re feeling overwhelmed by the 
prospect of frenetic holiday cooking and 
baking, be sure to consider the ways that 
your freezer can be put to use. By observ¬ 
ing several simple tips, frozen foods can 
be as delicious when defrosted as when 
first prepared. 

Since foods containing such spices as 
pepper, onion and cloves undergo flavor 
changes during freezing, it is always best 
to season only lightly before freezing and 
then adjust flavoring during re-heating. 

All packages should be tightly wrapped 
and sealed to prevent air from coming in 
contact with the food, which would alter 
its texture and flavor. After wrapping 
tightly, label and date each package so that 
the longest-stored food can be used first. 

Preparing double batches of main 
courses and freezing meals or individual- 
sized portions is a commonly-used means 
of streamlining food preparation, but it is 
far from being the only time-saving 
freezer use. 

It may be beneficial to freeze desserts 
and breads which can then be heated and 
served with little fuss and no mess. 

If your holiday baking plans include 
several batches of cookies, try rolling un¬ 
baked dough into sausage-shaped rolls, 
wrapping them in foil and freezing them. 

When your want freshly baked cookies, 
just place the dough in the refrigerator, al¬ 
low it to soften slightly, slice, and bake. 
This procedure will work for all dough 
containing at least 'A pound of fat to each 
pound of flour. 

When using a soft dough, simply pipe 
the cookies onto a baking tray, place in the 
freezer for about one hour and, when fro¬ 
zen, place in plastic bags for storage. 
These cookies can be baked straight from 
the freezer. 

Unfrostcd cakes can be frozen for up 


to three or four months, and huttercrcam 
frostings have a comparable freezer 
lifespan. 

The frosting should be allowed to thaw 
at room temperature; an eight ounce por¬ 
tion will take between two and three hours 
to return to spreading consistency. 

Bread, whether baked or unbaked, can 
also be frozen satisfactorily. Sliced loaves 
can go directly from freezer to toaster, 
while whole baked loaves should be al¬ 
lowed to defrost in their own packaging 
for three to six hours, depending on size. 

Unbaked dough can be frozen unrisen 
for up to three months if tightly scaled in a 
lightly greased plastic bag. To bake, sim¬ 
ply unseal bag. tie loosely and thaw at 
room temperature for five to six hours. 

Keep in mind that individual ingredients 
can also be frozen. Unsalted butter can bo 
stored in the freezer for six months, hut 
because salt speeds up racidity, salted but¬ 
ter should be frozen for no more than three 
months. 

Hard boiled egg whites become leath¬ 
ery when frozen, but fresh eggs can be fro¬ 
zen for up to six months provided they are 
appropriately prepared for storage. 

Whole eggs must always be removed 
from their shells before freezing in order 
to avoid breakage. 

Egg whites can he frozen without any 
additions, but adding a small amount of 
sugar or salt to whole eggs and yolks is 
necessary to prevent thickening. Freeze 
eggs in ice cute trays, and then transfer to 
plastic bags for convenient storage. Eggs 
should be thawed at room temperature for 
about 40 minutes, used immediately, and 
never be refrozen. 

By fully utilizing your freezer, you can 
provide the customary seasonal treats, 
while alleviating the usual holiday rush.

Issue 
Crib Toy 
Safety 
Alert 



Washington, D.C. — Fisher- 
Price, in cooperation with the 
Consumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission, has voluntarily issued 
a product safety alert concerning 
the company’s #155 Play Gym— 
an activity bar toy for cribs. In 
late March the Company received 
a report that a one-year old child 
died when a hooded sweater be¬ 
came entangled on a #155 Play 
Gym. A previous death was re¬ 
ported in May 1980 due to a 
child’s clothing catching on a Play 
Gym. 

In 1981, Fisher-Price voluntarily 
began labeling this crib toy to 
warn parents to remove the Play 
Gym from their child’s crib 
when he is able to push up on 
hands and Knees or reaches 5 
months of age. A child who can 
push up on hands and Knees 
while wearing loose clothing or 
any stringliKe material around 
the necK may become entangled 
on the Play Gym or other simitar 
toys that attach across a crib. 


There may be unlabeled Play 
Gyms still in use. Therefore, the 
Commission and Fisher-Price 
are issuing this alert and urging 
parents to remove these toys 
from cribs and playpens as soon 
as their child begins to push up 
on hands and Knees. 

The Commission and Fisher-Price 
also advise parents against put¬ 
ting children in cribs while the in¬ 
fants are wearing hooded 
clothing or any loose-fitting 
garments that could become en¬ 
tangled about a child’s necK.

The recipe below for Apple and Raisin 
Compote with Almonds will fill 30 ome¬ 
lettes, and is taken from Successfiil Par- 
lies: Simple <5 Elegant (Irena Chalmers 
Cookbooks, Inc.) by Martin Johncr and 
Gary Goldberg. 

RAISIN COMPOTE 
WITH ALMONDS 

Fills 30 omelettes 
4-6 lemons 

24 medium-size apples (Golden 
Delicious are good) 

Vi pound unsaltcd butter 
1 Vi teaspoons ground cinnamon, 
freshly ground, if possible 
1 teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg 
3 cups superfine sugar 
1 Vi cups golden raisins 
1 cup dark rum 
V* pound (about 1 cup) sliced 

almonds, toasted in a 350-degree 
oven until golden brown and 
then cooled to room 
temperature 

Either use 2 heavy-bottomed 12-inch 
saute pans with tight-fitting lids or use 1 
pan (as indicated) and repeat the procedure 
twice. 

Squeeze the lemons. Measure 6 table¬ 
spoons of juice and set aside. I\nir the re¬ 
maining juice into a large bow l of cold 
water to make acidulated water. Peel and 
core the apples. Cut each into about 12 
wedges and place them in water. 

Heat the half the butter in a huge saute 
pan. Add half the cinnamon, nutmeg, 
sugar, raisins and reserved lemon juice to 
the pan. Drain half of the apple wedges 
and add them to the pan. Cook and cover 
over moderate heat until the apples are soft 
but not mushy. 

Pour the contents of the pan into a 
strainer held over a bowl. Reserve the 
drained apples and raisins. Return the 
syrup to the pan. Add half the rum and stir 
to combine. Cook over high heat until 
syrup reduces, thickens and caramelizes. 
Combine the syrup with the cooked apples 
and raisins. Repeat the procedure with the 
second half of tnc ingredients and combine 
the two. 

Place the apple filling in a double boiler 
or chafing dish to keep warm. Fill each 
omelette with about 'A to 'A cup filling. 

Decorate the top with toasted almond 
slices. 

All around the clock 

Other great occasions for parties arc of 
course luncheons, cocktail parties and din¬ 
ner (buffet or sit-down) and for those ro¬ 
mantically inclined there are midnight 


suppers, if you don’t mind eating late. 

Always remember to leave yourself 
with plenty of time for preparation and 
clean-up, and determine if the size of your 
jjuest list indicates that you could defin¬ 
itely use some help w ith the food prepara¬ 
tion itself, the serving or at least the 
clean-up. 

According to Johncr and Goldberg, “If 
you need a week in the tropics to recuper¬ 
ate from a party, you don’t have enough 
help.” 

No matter what time you have decided 
upon for your party, a gixxl appetizer will 
always help you out in a pinch. 

The following recipe for Stuffed 
Chicken Pojarsky Balls with Lemon- 
Curry Dip is a perfect selection for an 
evening or late evening buffet supper. The 
recipe makes about 60 balls and serves 24.

STUFFED CHICKEN

2 cups mayonnaise

1. First prepare the dip by putting all 



the ingredients, except for the sesame 
seeds and chives, in a bowl. Use a wire 
whisk to combine them well Turn the dip 
into a serving dish and sprinkle half the 
surface with sesame seeds and the other 
half with chives. Cover and refrigerate. 

2. In a bowl combine the heavy cream, 
milk and w ine Add the bread cubes and 
stir. Soak for 5 minutes 

3. Grind the chicken in a food proces¬ 
sor or meat grinder. Put the chicken in a 
large bowl. Squeeze the liquid from the 
bread and add the bread to the chicken 
along with the salt, pepper, butter, parsley 
and nutmeg. Combine thoroughly. Cover 
and refrigerate for 30 minutes. 

4. Take a rounded teaspoon of the 
chicken mixture and shape it into a ball 
around I cube of cheese. Roll each 
chicken ball in Hour and put the balls on 
wax paper. When all the chicken mixture 
is used, dip the flour-coated balls in the 
combined beaten eggs and water and coat 
with the bread crumbs. 

5. Heat Vi inch of the oil in a large fry¬ 
ing pan and fry the balls until golden 
brown all over. Cook only about 12 balls at 
a time. As the chicken balls are cooked, 
drain them on paper towels. Put the 
cooked chicken balls on a baking sheet and 
heat in a 350-degrcc oven for 15 minutes. 

Variation: Eliminate the cheese from 
the recipe and make about 72 small plain 
chicken balls, substituting I teaspoon 
dried tarragon for the parsley in this rec¬ 
ipe. 

NOTE: The cooked chicken balls can 
be cooled and frozen in a covered con¬ 
tainer for up to a month. To reheat the fro¬ 
zen Chicken Balls, put them on a baking 
sheet and warm in preheated 325-degree 
oven for about 25 minutes. 

Remember one of the most important 
rules to follow when you are throwing any 
kind of party at all: You have invited your 
friends to your home, now enjoy yourself. 
Party-giving should be a pleasant experi¬ 
ence, and the person whom it is most im¬ 
portant to impress is yourself. 



Scottish Hogmanay 
Spirited Start To The New Year

New Year’s parties can be a let¬ 
down with everyone sitting around 
waiting for midnight to happen, 
exhausted from the barely ended 
Christmas festivities. 

But you can offer your guests a 
unique and spirited send-off into 
the new year by following Scottish 
tradition and making Hogmanay, 
as they call it, the big party of the 
year. 

Nancy Crutcher, a New Yorker 
who is America’s only profession¬ 
al woman bagpiper, has taken all 
the Scottish traditions to heart. 
Every Hogmanay she puts on a 
celidah (pronounced cayley), a 
traditional party where every 
guest is expected to perform — 
sing a song, tell a joke or recite a 
poem. 


To help guests get in ihe mood, 
she serves a low-calorie whiskey 
punch, made from hot tea, sugar, 
lemon and scotch, and a hearty 
buffet to nibble on during the long 
night of merrymaking. For start¬ 
ers she might offer a haddock 
mousse, followed by a rich scotch 
broth or a chicken casserole. For 
dessert there are spirited choco¬ 
late truffles or a smooth and 
creamy scotch syllabub. 

Before you know it, midnight 
has arrived and it’s time for the 
“first footing." In Scotland, the 
first person to cross the threshold 
after midnight must be a dark- 
haired man carrying a slice of 
bread (signifying food for the 
year), a lump of coal or log of 
wood (for warmth), a bottle of 
scotch whiskey (for happiness) and 
a sprinkle of salt (for the bit of 
sorrow to make the rest appreci¬ 
ated). 


With the New Year now on a 
sound footing, it’s time to bring on 
the het pint. This Scottish version 
of eggnog used to be carried 
through the streets in Scotland 
and served at each door from 
large kettles. Best drunk warm 
with a chunky slice of shortbread, 
it’s a delicious finale to a lively 
evening — a warm and wonderful 
beginning of another new year. 

MADAME PIERRE’S 
SCOTCH CHICKEN 
Vz cup chopped mushroom 
Vz cup chopped green onion 
Vz cup chopped celery 
Vz cup chopped bell pepper 
V 4 cup chopped parsley 
2 tbsps. bacon drippings 
Salt and pepper 
4 chicken halves 
1 cup beef consomme 
Va cup scotch, divided 
1 tbsp. arrowroot 
Va cup cold water 


In medium skillet, saute mush¬ 
room, green onion, celery, bell 
pepper and parsley in bacon 
drippings for 5 minutes. Transfer 
to bottom of roasting pan. 

Salt and pepper underside, not 
skin side, of chicken; place on veg¬ 
etables in roasting pan. Pour on 
consomme and Vz cup scotch. 
Bake uncovered at 325 F for 1 
hour. 

Remove chicken to serving 
plates. Deglaze pan with remain¬ 
ing scotch. Strain vegetables and 
reserve sauce. Dissolve arrowroot 
in cold water; mix into sauce and 
stir until thickened. Return vege¬ 
tables to sauce and pour over 
chicken to serve. 

Serves 4. 

SCOTCH TRUFFLES 
10 ozs. semisweet chocolate 
% cup heavy cream 
6 tbsps. scotch whiskey 
5 ozs. bittersweet chocolate 

In top of double boiler, melt 
semisweet chocolate. Gently mix 
in cream. Stir in scotch slowly 
until well-mixed; refrigerate until 


firm. Whip mixture in electric 
mixer until fluffy; turn in pastry 
bag with open tip. Pipe mixture 
into small balls; freeze. 

In top of double boiler, melt bit¬ 
tersweet chocolate. Dip in frozen 
truffles. Place on rack to drain 
and firm. 

Makes 40. 

Variation: Dust truffles with 
powdered cocoa. 

SCOTCH WHISKEY 
SYLLABUB 

2 lemons 

Vz cup scotch whiskey 

Vz cup superfine sugar 

2 cups heavy cream 

Grate rind from lemons, 
squeeze juice and combine with 
scotch whiskey in small bowl, 
cover and let stand at room tem¬ 
perature for 4 to 6 hours. Stir in 
sugar until dissolved. Beat cream 
until softly whipped. Gradually 
pour whiskey mixture into cream, 
stirring with whisk. Pile into indi¬ 
vidual serving glasses and refri¬ 
gerate for about 1 hour.

lance, said McHugh, particularly 
•elired chiefs who could benefit the 
'roup with their experience and 
visdom. 

The association also raises money 
lor children’s cancer research at the 
Dana Farher Institute in Boston.

McHugh with a citation from the 
board. “He’s a great guy, a good 
chief, and we’re proud of him." said 
Lombardi. He said he hoped the chief 
would hang the plaque in the Mount 
Vernon st police station, whose 
remodeling is running behind 
schedule 

“ 11 the station never does gel com¬ 
pleted," laughed Lombardi, “at least 
he can cover a hole with it." 

State Hep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh 
also presented McHugh with an 
honory citation from the state 
Legislature. 

McHugh is the second Winchester 
chief to lead the organization, several 
years after Chief Joseph J. Derro's 
tenure. McHugh, born and bred in the 
town, graduated from Winchester 
High School in 1946 and from Boston 
College in 1975. (“It look me a long 
time," he said.) 

He has filled many offices in the 
police chiefs’ association, working his 
way up from sergeant at arms 
through the various vice presidencies, 
and now to president. 

The chief was encouraged to run 
by Tom Croux, Winchester's former 
town manager, he said. "You have to 
have the cooperation of the town 
fathers," added McHugh. 

The Massachusetts Chiefs of 
Police Assn, was founded “almost 100 
years ago. before the era of rapid 
communication," he said. 

Back then, police chiefs across the 
state rarely knew each other. “As a 
result." said the chief, "there were a 
lot of crimes that were going unsolv¬ 
ed." 

The association improved police 
communication, said McHugh, and 
the chiefs soon realized they had 
much in common, that “they had a 
special bond and a special respon¬ 
sibility to their communities "

through the door into Friday morning 
assembly 

Then, one by one. they stopped to 
stare at the guest speaker. 

With a bright bulb head, plastic 
coil arms, and lights dancing in his 
stomach, he attracted a lot of at 
lention. 

“Does it talk?" 

“Is it going to move?" 

“What if it explodes7" 

The special guosl was Robot K-2-4. 
Entertainment aside, he came to St 
Mary’s to educate the fourth, fifth and 
sixth graders about drugs and 
alcohol 

Knowledge is the key," said 
K 2 4. “Chemicals can hurt you. 
Chemicals can help you. Make the 
smart decision." 

K-2-4, who travels across the com¬ 
monwealth, spoke with a friendly 
computer like voice about such issues 
as peer pressure and decision¬ 
making. 

Along the lines of Big Bird or 
Oscar from “Sesame Street," the 
robot made education so appealing it 
was almost irresistable. lie told cor 
ny jokes, flirted with the girls, asked 
easy questions and played games. 

<)ne game, a quiz about drugs, pit¬ 
ted the boys against the girls. 

“Most people who get drugs get 
them from their friends. True or 
l.ilse ’” asked K-2-4 

“True!" cried the girls, and won 
25 points. 

“Is drinking alcoholic beverages 
and driving a car a good decision?" 
asked the robot. 

“No! " shouted Ihe boys, and tied 
the score 

"Is it safe to drive in a car when 
the driver has been smoking mari¬ 
juana?" asked K-2-4. 

“No!” yelled the girls, and raised 
their score to 50. 


K 2-4 also threw in a lew ego- 
boosters for the enthralled students 

“1 will respect my.sell because I 
am special," the robot said, and the 
kids repeated after him. 

The students ale it up When K 2 1 
asked for volunteers, every child in 
the audience shot an arm up in the 
air. hoping for a chance to speak with

“It was a fun was to learn You 
learn more from him than from a 
teacher," said Kerry Cunio. to. of 
Wilmington. 

And it seems it’s none ton early for 
the students to learn about drug and 
alcohol abuse 

"It’s impossible for am child to go 
through school public or private 
without being exposed to the 
availability of drugs." said David 
Lee, the robot’s animator. 

“They’re exposed to drugs just 
from watching television." he said 

“Probably when you’re in junior 
high you’ll be offered drugs." said 
James Keidv, a fifth grader from 
Wilmington who attended the presen 
tation. 

Already, several ol the kids had 
stories to tell about their brushes with 
drug users. 

“Once I was fishing with Kerry's 
father . . and they busted some. 
11 -year-olds for drinking and drugs, " 
said James. 

In fact, Kerry said he attends St 
Mary’s because “There are too main 
drugs in Wilmington. Thai s wh> you 
go to parochial schools." 

And the robot did seem to get its 
message across “People w ill call you 
names if you don’t take I drugs I. but 
you just have to ignore them." said 
Winchester tilth grader Brian Smith. 

Kerry said he learned “not to take 
drugs and to make the right deci¬ 
sions."

New Sewer Authority Will 
Nudge Local Water Bills

As the year winds down, Win¬ 
chester residents can breathe a 
(qualified) sigh of relief, and count up 
at least one Stale House success for 
1984 

Them water and sew er bills will be 
going up lull not at the rate that had 
been feared earlier this year 

The legislature approved a new 
Water Resources Authority just 
before (’hristmas. with only hours to 
spare before action by a state court 
would have sent local sewer and 
water bills skyrocketing. 

The bill the lawmakers passed 
contained several provisions fought 
for by Winchester and 50 other coin 
munitics which w ill tie served by the 
new regional authority 

On July 1.19H5, the new' authority 
will take over the water and sewer 
services now provided for Winchester 


and the oilier communities by the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
It will also begin work on a court- 
ordered $2 4 billion reconstruction 
and rehabilitation of the sewage 
delivery and treatment systems, to 
help clean up Boston Harbor 

The new. semi independent 
authority can issue up to $6Q0 million 
in bonds, w ith a 2()-year life, to pay the 
share ol tin* $2 4 billion capital con¬ 
struction costs the local communities 
are expected to bear. 

That bonding ability and several 
other cost-containing provisions in the 
bill there, due to lobbying by an ad 
hoc Task Force composed of officials 
from the51 MDCelicnl communities 
will make all the difference in the 
water and sewer bills that users 
receive in the next 15 years 

But passage of the legislation hap 


pened none too soon for budget 
minded local officials. 

The bill was approved by the state 
Senate (34-1» and House ol Represen 
latives (122-12) late last Wednesday 
evening (alter The Star had gone to 
press.) 

State Superior Court Judge Haul 
(fftrrit? had promised to put Ihe Ml H 
sewer division under court-controlled 
receivership if the Water Resources 
Authority legislation were not 
enacted by noon last Thursday 

With a court receivership, 
analysts predicted local sewer and 
water bills could have quadrupled In 
the end of 15)15(1. because Ihe court 
could not issue bonds. 

With the legislation in place, local 
users' bills will still go up but not 
as drastically

Child Safety Tips 

Winchester Hospital’s Emergency 
Room is especially busy during the 
holiday season, and children are often 
the victims of accidental injury or il¬ 
lness. It takes some thought to make 
the holidays happy, not tragic ones for 
children. 

“We see a lot of injuries at this 
season.” said Dr Lynne Maloney, 
Winchester Hospital Emergency 
Room physician. There are many 
family gatherings, cousins who 
haven’t seen each other got together, 
and there’s lots of roughhousing. We 
see all kinds of cuts, bruises and even 
fractures from tumbling about and 
jumping on beds. Little kids often run 
with food in their mouths.” Maloney 
continued, ‘‘and we see some choking 
victims as well.” 

Dr. Howard Rashba, a pediatri¬ 
cian on the staff of Winchester 
Hospital who practices in Reading, 
stated. “No child under five should 
ever have peanuts They often get in¬ 
to the lungs and cause severe chronic 
'ung problems.” 

Rashba’s biggest concern for 
children during the holiday season is 
the visit to grandma’s and grandpa’s 
house. “‘Grandparents do not live in 
childproof houses. They keep 
medicines easily accessible, and this 
is often heart medicine which is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous when ingested by 
a child. Grandparents' medicine 
cabinets are not locked, nor are the 
cabinets under the sink which often 
contain poisonous chemicals.” 

Rashba continued, “Grandparents 
have no gates at the top and bottom 
of stairs, and children can sustain bad 
falls if unattended ” He strongly ad¬ 
vises childproof locks on cellar doors. 

“Christmas plants, although they 
are colorful and attractive, as well as 
traditional during the holidays, can l>e 
harmful and sometimes deadly 
poisonous. Many of the favorites such 
as hollyberries, poinsettia, boxwood, 
mistletoe, yew and mountain laurel 
should never be within children's 
reach," Maloney said. 

If it is possible, tie strong invisible 
fishing line from the top of the 
Christmas tree to a ceiling molding to 
keep toddlers from knocking the tree 
over. Check all Christmas lighting to 
make sure cords and wires are not 
frayed or placed where people can 
trip over them 

Alcoholic beverages present a 
grave danger to both motorists and to 
children as well Alcohol can poison 
children, and should always be kept 
out of their reach even during parties. 

“ Parents' attention is often 
diverted during the holidays when 
they chat with guests, and are busy 
with holiday preparations. Perhaps 
keeping a closer eye on things could 
ensure a safe and happy holiday 
season for the youngsters.” Maloney 
concluded

Faith takes many forms in Win¬ 
chester. 

Ten churches grace the town: one 
Christian Scientist, one Methodist, 
three Catholic, one Unitarian, one 
Episcopal, two Congregational and 
one Baptist. 

And religious diversity just took a 
step forward. 

A Jewish congregation has been 
created in Winchester. 

“The sense of excitement and en¬ 
thusiasm is overwhelming,” said 
Richard Pallan, president of the new¬ 
ly formed congregation, incorporated 
Dec. 4. 

"Everyone feels like they’re in the 
process of building something that 
will be part of their lives for many 
generations," said Pallan. 

The congregation hopes to hold 
services by mid-February, although 
it faces a major roadblock: members 
have not yet decided where those scr 
vices will be held. 

No new synagogue will be built. In¬ 
stead, the congregation plans to rent 
space in an existing Winchester 
building. Potential sites have not yet 
been identified, said Pallan. 

Eventually, the congregation 
might build a synagogue ‘‘at some 
point several years down the road," 
said Pallan, if membership grows 
beyond the 35 founding families. 

Present goals, besides finding 
facilities, include hiring a rabbi, 
organizing a children’s religious 
school and implementing adult educa¬ 
tion classes. 

One committee is conducting a 
search for a part-time rabbi, possibly 
a student rabbi, one willing to com¬ 
mute from New York on the 
weekends, a retired rabbi, or a rabbi 
employed outside of congregational 
work, said Pallan. 

And plans call for starting 
religious school classes in September 
of 1985. Most of the members’ 
children are very young, said Pallan, 
so the religious school curriculum 
would begin with nursery school 
sessions. 

Yet provisions would also lx* made 
for older students to study toward 
their bar or hat mit/vahs, an initia¬ 
tion into Jewish adulthood that re¬ 


quires knowledge of Hebrew and 
many prayers. 

In the meantime, a committee will 
look into getting adult Jewish educa¬ 
tion classes off the ground. Fran 
McClintock, head of that committee, 
said classes will be tailored to 
members’ wants. 

Flexibility is the major advantage 
of a small congregation, said Pallan. 

“We’re trying to build this con¬ 
gregation to reflect the interests of Uie 
people," he said. 

The synagogue won’t be starting 
from scratch. For the past 15 years, 
the Winchester Jewish Community 
has met, said Pallan, “largely as a 
social group Jewish families that 
get together for pot luck dinners and 
children’s celebrations.’’ 


The idea of forming a synagogue 
had been bandied about for several 
years, he said, but only last July did 
local Jews serious evaluate its poten¬ 
tial in town. 

Up till now, it’s really just been 
talk." Pallan said. 

The ad hoc committee that started 
running with the idea based its study 
"on the perception that the number of 
Jewish families in Winchester was 
growing. Many seemed to be younger 
families with children,” said Pallan. 

Last summer, the committee 
studied the feasibility of starting a 
congregation. They spoke to Jewish 
leaders of Ixith the liberal Reform and 
the more traditional Conservative 
movement, as well as the leaders of 
new congregations in the Boston area. 

Next, the researchers held five 
meetings for the Jewish community 
in town. Sixty people attended the 
first meeting at which the idea of 


creating a synagogue was introduced, 
said Pallan. 

But it all came down to the Dec 4 
meeting. “That was our fish or cut 
bait meeting,” he said. 

The response? “Overwhelming in¬ 
terest," said Pallan. “A tremendous 
feeling of community and excitement 
It was a very emotional meeting.” 

That night, participants outlined 
the 10 committees which are now 
busy putting the synagogue together. 

They defined five major goals lor 
the synagogue; 

• Religious education for 
children 

• Social community for adults 

• Spiritual leadership 

• A place to share life-cycle 
events, such as births, bar and bat 


mit/vahs, weddings, and deaths 

• A sense of community 

Each family will pay membership 
dues to support the congregation, said 
Pallan. 

“We asked people to make a finan¬ 
cial bet: pay some dues to help start 
an organization that had little to of¬ 
fer except enthusiasm and enter¬ 
prise,’’ said Pallan. 

If successful, he said, they would 
have a synagogue that would be “a 
major part of their lives and the com¬ 
munity.” 

The board of the new synagogue, 
which does not yet have an official 
name, is: Joan Forman, vice presi¬ 
dent: Eli Bortman, treasurer; Ellen 
Cooper, secretary; Marc Zauderer, 
Marvin Komstam and Ellen Ha ikon, 
trustees; Jerry Blaine. School Com¬ 
mittee chairman; and Barry Kahn, 
Ritual Committee chairman.

A panel of reporters from The 
Christian Science Monitor joined the 
meeting via satellite from the Old 


University of Massachusetts. 
Amherst. Hampshire College and 
Smith. Wellesley and MIT share a 
similar arrangement.

Holyoke and Wellesley will describe 
some of their experiences after 
undergraduate education, specifically 
the impact their college education has 
had on their career and graduate 
studies.

The very urgency of today’s pro¬ 
blems, said veteran reporter 
Elizabeth Pond, “reminds us that our 
personal lives aren't here somewhere 
and world problems out there 
somewhere else.’’ 

In Boston, the panel was joined by 
Monitor editor Katherine W. Fanning 
and Allison W. Phinney Jr., editor of 
the monthly Christian Science Jour¬ 
nal and other publications. 

Christian Scientists in Australia 
and New Zealand heard the program 
the following day. And Asian church 
members were sent videotapes at the 
close of the meeting 

Simultaneous translation of the 
videoconference was handled by 
church and United Nations 
translators in Spanish, German, 
Danish, French, Swedish. Italian, and 
Portuguese. 


Voc School 
Will Train 
Unemployed 

Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School has received a 
grant from the State Department of 
Education to retrain former 
unemployed and underemployed pro¬ 
fessionals in the graphic arts field. 
The program will run for three 
months beginning in February. 

Louis C. Generazzo, Graphic Arts 
Chairman at the school, developed the 
course for the Division of Occupa¬ 
tional Education.

“In¬ 
cluded in the program will bo the 
development of the fundamental 
skills in copy mark-up, phototypeset¬ 
ting. proofreading, paste up, camera, 
stripping, and platemaking.’’ 

The graphic arts retraining course 
was given three times previously and 
a record 95 percent of the students 
that completed the course were plac¬ 
ed and are now working in the trade. 

The course will include 180 hours 
of classroom lectures and hands-on 
training with the extensive equipment 
available within the Graphic Arts 
shop at Northeast Vocational School. 

Hours will be from 6:30 until 9:30 
p.m., Tuesdays and Thursdays and 
Saturdays from 8 a.m. until 3 p in., for 
the three month course. When 
students have satisfactorily com¬ 
pleted course requirements, they will 
receive a certificate and assistance in 
job placement. 

The Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School is an af¬ 
firmative action, equal opportunity, 
public educational institution and 
does not discriminate because of 
race, religion, ethnic origin, sex, col¬ 
or. or handicap in its enrollment of 
students.

Of Famine 
Plagued Africa

Frank Castronovo watches 
newscasts about starving Ethiopians 
with special interest. 

He’s hoping he won’t line! a friend 
in the crowd. 

After extensive travel in southern 
Ethiopia and Kenya, Castronovo has 
sharp memories of the people he met. 

And the memories grow stronger 
as the newcasts continue. 

The same drought and famine that 
now plagues the area was rampant 
when he traversed the parched desert 
of Marsabit 10 years ago. 

He knows too well the sight of 
hungry children. He’s been to the 
villages filled with sickness and star¬ 
vation. He’s looked into the sadly pro¬ 
ud faces of the tribespeople. 

And he knows that there is more 
to the story than a group of wander¬ 
ing nomads who have come upon hard 
times. 

“They’re more than just people 
wandering into camps looking for 
food. They’re real people with 
lifestyles that revolve around family 
systems just like you and I.” says 
Castronovo. 

The Winchester resident, a 
physicist at Massachusetts (Jeneral 
Hospital in Boston, traversed Africa 
to study herbal medicine. 

In the end, he said, he learned far 
more than just medicine. He learned 
about people. 

The Borana people of tin* Iyya 
Duba village in the Marsabit region 
are related to the Egyptians and the 
desert Tuaregs. Like their Arab 
neighbors to the north, the pagan 
Borana wear simple white robes and 
turbanlike headpieces. 

They live in grass huts and depend 
on their goals, camels and cattle for 
their livelihood Like many African 
tribes, the population is difficult to 
pinpoint, because where they live as 
they migrate to provide optimum 
grazing for their livestock depends 
almost solely on where their animals 
can best graze. 

Th| increasingly harsh conditions 
brought on by the lack ol water, 
however, fragment the families, said 
Castronovo. 

It is this fragmentation that 
bothers Castronovo the most Far too 
few outsiders realize the shattering 
effects ol the drought, he said. The 
constant migration, brought (to In the 
elements, forces whole villages to 
pack up and move in search ol graz¬ 
ing sites 


The tribes are desperately hang¬ 
ing onto their customs as the modern 
world closes in. They are proud, and 
have a history that is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to maintain. 

“The villagers have a lot of 
respect for people like their elders, 
for instance,’’ said (’astronovo “They 
have customs and morals that mean 
as much in their way of life as our 
customs and morals mean to us. 

“One thing that impressed me 
about the tribes was that each step in 
a person’s development was marked 
by a particular rite." said 
Castronovo. 

For instance, he explains, young 
Borana men are given the respon¬ 
sibility of caring for their own cows. 
The cow is considered a sacred 
animal something that must be 
properly cared for without fail. 

“The responsibility ol caring for 
the cow is considered a sign of 
manhood Young men would prove 
their warriorhood. tor example, by 
raiding other tribes’ cow herds." he 
said. 

On thi’ lirst night he arrived in a 
Borana village in Kenya, the elders 
asked him to stand guard over the 
village to protect against a raid. 

“It was really kind ol funny." he 
recalled “There I was standing guard 
with this spear in hand and it was ab¬ 
solutely pitch black out. 

I was supposed to be guarding, 
but I don’t think I could have seen a 
thing even il it were just inches in 
front of me. It was unlike anything I d 
ever experienced," he said. 

While traveling through the 
villages, Castronovo said, he was im¬ 
pressed by the stamina ol the people, 
who persevered despite their pover¬ 
ty The Marsabit region, where the 
village ol Iyya Duba is located, is a 
large oasis at the center of the desert 
During Castronovo.s stay there, 
drought and starvation were ravag¬ 
ing the region. 

In the villages, he said, medical 
treatment mainly involves tin* use ol 
plants and herbs, some ol which are 
the basis for modern medicine 

During Ins trip. < astronovo ac¬ 
companied a traveling folk doctor, or 
Cherisa. on Ins rounds One patient 
was fitted with a forearm "cast 
made ol cloth, twigs and sticks. The 
i in i i checked I he pat lent s 
Id. - t(‘applied the cast 

the < ’herisa discussed

The folk doctor, who claimed to be 
a good surgeon, said that prior to 
operations he induced a slight 
euphoria and dizziness in Ins patients 
by clapping his hands over their ears 

He offered a diverse list ol condi¬ 
tions that he treats, including broken 
bones, diarrhea, colds, ear aches, 
rheumatism and wounds For 
wounds, for instance, the folk doctor 
said lie applies a concoction ol butter, 
>alt. dirt and cattle dung. 

While the methods may seem 
primitive." explained Castronovo. 
“some of the herbs and practices are 
actually the basis fora lot ol our own 
medicines 

Still, he added, all the medicines 
available whether through talk doc¬ 


tors oi rciiei missions can l begin 
to combat the lile threatening condi¬ 
tions brought on by drought and 
famine. Contributions help, he said, 
but the need now is simply 
phenomenal. 

I would like to go back there, he 
said, “I would give anything to go 
back But that withstanding. I think 
I can help by letting people in Win 
Chester and all over know just what 
these starving people are like 

I want people here who feel that 
“someone" will take care ol the 
Ethiopians to know that “someone 
won't 

I want to emphasize that it’s up 
toall of us nobody should be silting 
aside and saying that someone else 
will lake care ol it

In part, that is because the legisla¬ 
tion includes provisions to limit what 
the local communities will pay, 
thanks to the work ot the Task Force 
made up of local officials from each 
community (including Selectman 
Alan Macdonald » 

We estimate Arlington users’ 
bills, (or example, will double in five 
years like everything else. ’ said 
Charles Lyons of Arlington, chairman 
of the Task Force. “Compare that to 
your electric bill. 

“One of our great concerns was 
the cost of this harbor clean up to the 
2 1 million people we serve.' Lyons 
said “We wanted to be sure we were 
not handed an unfair portion of the bill 
for this ” 

The Task Force set out to control 
the cost to their communities by in¬ 
creasing the state's share of construc¬ 
tion costs, limiting the new 
authority's liability for pension costs 
of transferred MDC employees; con¬ 
trolling costs lor police protection of 
the reservoirs; and ensuring that they 
would have a say in what happened 
with the operation of the new 
authority. 

The Task Force won three of their 
four points in the legislation that 
passed 

The lirst victory was getting the 
state to agree to pay :tr> percent of the 
capital costs ol construction ol the 
new sewage treatment plants and 
related work - more than doubling 
the 15 percent the state used to pay for 
such projects. 

To gain widespread support 
among the legislators, the new law 
called for such funding for any court 
mandated construction project that 
qualifies for federal funding under tin* 
Clean Water Act 

The Task Force argued that many 
of the problems of the antiquated, 
inadequate MDC sewer system 
stemmed from a lack ol state funding 
and attention over the past ho or so 


years 

They also argued that the harbor 
clean up projects would have 
qualified for greater federal funding 
1 1 they had been done even a year or 
two earlier, liefore federal funding for 
Clean Water Act projects was cut 
back from 75 percent of capital con¬ 
struction costs to 55 percent 

The increase in the state share will 
be a boon to the 51 Task Force com¬ 
munities. 

“We ll be getting $5M() million from 
the federal government, and $900 
million from the state, while the users 
will pay only aout $600 million, or 
roughly 20 percent of the capital con¬ 
struction costs.” Lyons said. “The 
state has agreed to more than double 
its commitment to Clean Water Act 
projects. 

“There is no state in the country 
contributing as much to Clean Water 
Act projects," Lyons added. 

On the second point, pension costs 
tor about 800 MDC employees 
transferred to the new authority, the 
communities did better than they’d 
hoped. 

(iriginally, they sought to have the 
state pay the costs of the pensions un¬ 
til the date the employees transferred 
to the new authority. 

That’s a very important issue, a 
$100 million issue.” Lyons said at an 
earlier Task Force meeting, when 
Macdonald raised the question 

The legislature went one better: 
the state will pay the pension costs of 
the transferred employees through 
retirement; the new authority will be 
responsible for pensions earned by 
new employees. 

The Task Force lost its battle seek¬ 
ing to control the number of MDC 
police officers assigned to protect the 
Quabbin and Wachusetts Reservoirs. 

The Task Force argued that the 
authority should control that cost to 
prevent patronage padding of the 
iorce. Legislators answered that the 


legislature sets the level when 
budgets arc funded each year, and 
left the decision on police protection 
up to the MDC, which also retains 
ownership of the reservoirs. 

The Task Force was also suc¬ 
cessful in molding the Board of Direc¬ 
tors for the new authority, although 
the 11 -member board is larger than 
the member communities proposed. 

The state Secretary of Kn- 
vironmental Affairs will chair the 
board, which will include: 

• One member from Winthrop 
(the community in which the Deer 
and Moon Island treatment plants are

• And three members appointed 
by the remaining communities of the 
Task Force. 

This isn't the end to the harbor 
clean-up problem, however — just the 
beginning. And that is the reason for

The new regional authority and its 
$2.4 billion refurbishing of the sew age 
treatment system will be a start to 
stop the flow of 16 billion gallons of 
raw sewage and other pollutants 
dumped into the harbor each year. 

But it only provides for primary - 
the most basic treatment of the 
wastes before they are discharged in¬ 
to the harbor. 

Boston has a waiver from the 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency < EPA); the EPA has not yet 
required the region to install a secon¬ 
dary treatment system - although 
cities all over the East Coast have

The EPA has. however, announc¬ 
ed (the day after the Water Resources 
Authority bill was passed and signed) 
that it will file suit in federal court to 
establish court-ordered deadlines to

EPA Regional Administrator 
Michael Deland said his agency is 
“delighted" with passage of the 
Water Resources Authority bill, but 
it is only the beginning of the harbor 
clean-up, and pressure must be main¬ 
tained on the parties involved to en¬ 
sure correction of the problem.

OBITUARIES 


Catherine Sheridan, Local Educator 


Catherine Sheridan, a Winchester 
public school teacher and reading 
specialist lor 14 years, and past presi¬ 
dent of the Winchester Education 
Assn . died Friday in her sister's 
home in Waterford. N.Y.. following a 
long illness. She was 38. 

Miss Sheridan, on medical leave 
since the beginning of the school year, 
was a f>th- and 6th-grade teacher at 
Lynch Elementary School. She taught 
in the Vmson-Owen and now-closed 
Parkhurst Schools as well 

A funeral mass was said Monday 
in Waterford, where her sister. 
Christine Leonard, lives. A Win¬ 
chester memorial service will be held 
in January at a date and to be an¬ 
nounced 

Friends and colleagues described 
Miss Sheridan as an enthusiastic 
teacher, "highly professional." deep¬ 
ly interested in her students and an 
intensely private person. 

Again and again, fellow teachers 
mentioned her sincerity, her love of 
the outdoors and physical activity, 
her work for the teachers’ associa¬ 
tion. and her dedication to her work. 

"What can I say about her as a 
teacher tremendous." said .June 
Chambers, a friend and a reading 
specialist for the Winchester schools 

"This gal provided for individual 
differences." explained Chambers. 
"She recognized learning styles 
within children, and was able to com¬ 
pensate for their differences however 
she needed to. to make the most of 
every classroom period with them. 

"My husband, who does the educa¬ 
tional clinic at Boston University, 
always wanted to bring his clinicians 
out here to visit Cathy: he did it year 
after year." Chambers said. "She 
was a great, great teacher, and she'll 
never be replaced. " 

From the reports of colleagues 
and the School Dept., education was 


the center ot Miss Sheridan’s adult 
life. 

A native of Troy. N Y . she attend¬ 
ed Catholic Central High School there, 
and held a bachelor’s degree in 
elementary education and social 
studies from the College of St. Rose 
in Albany. N Y 

Miss Sheridan did her student 
teaching in the Troy public schools in 
19G7, and taught briefly in the Boston 
public schools before taking a post at 
the John F Kennedy School in Can¬ 
ton. where she taught for 18 months 
before coming to Winchester 

Her first post in Winchester was 
the fifth grade at the Parkhurst 
School, beginning in February 1970. 

She taught the same grade level at 
the Vinson-Owen School from the fall 
of 1970 through June 1973, and then 
became a reading specialist a 
teacher who works with groups of 
children in several ol the town’s 
elementary schools for the next 
three years. 

Miss Sheridan became a 
classroom teacher again in 197G. this 
time lor grades f> and G at the 
Parkhurst School, teaching reading in 
a segmented schedule program. 

‘Cathy had her master’s in 
reading education (from Boston Col¬ 
lege i when she came to Winchester." 
noted Robert Fitzgerald, personnel 
director for the Winchester schools. 

"She was a reading specialist who 
took on classroom leaching again: 
she was very professional, and knew 
more about reading than the average 
teacher." said Michael Marino, a 5th- 
and Gth grade math teacher who 
worked with Miss Sheridan at the 
Lynch Elementary school from 1979 
through the end of last year 

"She was very vibrant, always ou¬ 
tlie go." Marino recalled "She was 
lull ol life, very active: played tennis, 
skied, hiked. She was always doing 
something " 


She loved to spend time at a sum 
mer home in upstate New York that 
she shared with her sister, said 
another colleague. 

In addition to her love of the out 
doors. Miss Sheridan loved attending 
new plays and other events in the city, 
part of the reason she chose Cam¬ 
bridge for her home. Chambers said. 

But it was clear to friends and co¬ 
workers that teaching was the most 
important thing in her life. 

"She often worked on her cur¬ 
riculum in the summer." Marino 
said "She was very innovative, and 
created new ideas for the reading 
department at the elementary level. 

"She frequently attended con¬ 
ferences and workshops in the sum¬ 
mer," he explained. "And then she 
would develop an in-service course 
for the other teachers in Winchester 
during the year." 

Another major part of Miss 
Sheridan’s career was her role in the 
Winchester Education Assn., both as 
president for two terms < 1978 and 
1979). and twice as head of the 
negotiating team for the association. 

"When I came to Winchester to 
teach, Cathy is the one who got me in¬ 
terested in and involved in the 
association." remembered Joanne 
Martignetti. herself a former WEA 
president. "She was also the one who 
got me to run for president - she 
almost conned me into it In fact, she 
practically trained me for the post. 

"Cathy was a very hard worker, 
very dedicated." Martignetti said. 
"She was very sincere, and really in¬ 
terested i:i the students; and she did 
the most for the Winchester Educa¬ 
tion Assn." 

"She did an awful lot for the kids." 
added Chambers. "I can't tell you the 
number of kids she helped learn and 
cope. She was a real sensitive gal 
and I miss her a lot."

of small private lives. There's 
no way to generalize about 
them. 

I look in the newspapers 
and see the same number of 
days written and reported 
about, but these involving the 
lives of whole cities, whole 
states, whole continents even. 
How can we find words to 
characterize such vast 
numbers of events, befalling 
such vast numbers of in¬ 
dividuals? 

We can't. We can only 
speak for ourselves. Which I 
proceed to do here. 

1984 was a year I personal¬ 
ly was glad to have arrive.

I was 
glad when it came and went 
and proved no worse than any 
other year in that respect. 

I was glad, too, to get 
through this year without ma¬ 
jor mishap to my automobile, 
though it did suffer what you 
might call several small 
strokes in the course of the 
twelve months. I’m currently 
required to carry a rubber 
hammer with me and whack 
the inside of the driver’s door 
with it whenever the osten¬ 
sibly automatic window on 
that side refuses to go up. This 
is not real convenient to do, 
you understand, especially 
while one is in motion during 
rainstorms, but we’ve lived 
with worse, my car and I. 

I’m also happy to say that 
1984 was the year I held fast 


in my refusal to buy a Cab¬ 
bage Patch Kid. The adoption 
papers on these dolls offend 
me, the death certificates of¬ 
fend me, the poor creatures’ 
homely little faces offend me. 
But nothing offends me as 
much as the sure knowledge 
that their unavailability in the 
stores is entirely contrived 
and artificial. 

I’ve told my kids that the 
toy companies create this 
fake scarcity to whet their 
longing; I’ve told them all 
year I’d never stand in line for 
one.

It is very important to the 
Friends to obtain timely and 
favorable publicity for the organiza¬ 
tion to attract and keep its members. 
These members provide valuable ser¬ 
vice to Winchester Hosptial. To obtain 
this publicity, the titles of articles 
need to reflect this organization, and 
not that of another. 

This is not the first error or oinis 
sion of our news items this Fall The 
Winchester Star. In early November 
The Star ran a picture of new 
volunteers with an inappropriate cap¬ 
tion, and failed to use the correspon¬ 
ding article. In the most recent 
instance, pictures were submitted 


with the article but not used until the 
December (>.

Boston’s First Night is a 10-hour 
“Countdown to New Year’s” that 
begins early in the afternoon with a 
wide choice of children s entertain¬ 
ment — skits, storytelling, films, con¬ 
certs and face painting — at 
churches, schools and theaters 
throughout the city’s Beacon Hill. 
Back Bay and South End 
neighborhoods.

Boston, a city “Bright From the 
Start.” again has lead the way for 
other cities with its First Night 
celebration of the arts. The cities of 
Springfield and Worcester now stage 
popular First Night celebrations ol 
their own. 

In the Connecticut River city of 
Springfield. First Night perior 
mances represent a broad variety ol 
the lively arts, including: “Gilbert & 
Sullivan’s Greatest Hits” at Christ 
Church Cathedral; the Broadway 
revue “Show-stoppers” at the 
Museum of Fine Arts , “Rhapsody in 
Rags, a piano concert at First 
Church; “Dakota Station in Concert.” 
a jazz group performing live at the 
television studios of WGBY-Ch. 57 
and “Stromberg& Cooper” mime and 
puppet family show at Colkins Hall 
There are separate admission prices 
for each event in Springfield. 

Worcester’s First Night button 
costs just $2 and admits one to any of 
84 performances that begin at noon 
with parachute jumping and end with 
a midnight fireworks display. Spon¬ 
sored by the Worcester Cultural Com¬ 
mission. First Night includes concerts 
ranging from chamber to banjo 
music, ballet, opera, theatrical skits, 
comedy and poetry readings. 

Performances geared to children 
— mime, story-telling, puppetry and 
magic — are scheduled for early 
afternoon, but families are encourag¬ 
ed to stay for the 8 p.m. balloon 
ascent. 

Worcester’s performance sites are 
all within easy walking distance of 
Lincoln Square. There will be plenty 
of participatory dancing — rock’ n’ 
roll in the armory, a Trinidadian steel 
band in Trinity Lutheran Church and 
a record hop in the Centrum. 

“Ours is more of a community 
event than a purely arts event,” ex¬ 
plains Patricia Guiney-Clarkson, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the Worcester 
Cultural Commission. Fifteen thou¬ 
sand people attended the first First 
Night Celebration held in Worcester 
three years ago. Last year 40.0(H) par¬ 
ticipated and 50,000 are expected to 
ring in the New Year this year.

At the beginning of a road trip, 
enthusiasm is high and energy is 
soaring. Most drivers, whether out 
for an afternoon ride or on the 
highway for a cross-country trip, 
are so excited about their destina¬ 
tion and the view along the way. 
that they seldom think about the 
possibility of car trouble But an 
auto emergency can panic even 
the best of drivers, so it s import¬ 
ant to prepare an emergency car 
kit before potential problems 
occur. 

“Preparing an emergency kit 
before a trip can be a life-saving 
investment for you and your pas 
sengers." says jack C. Martin, di¬ 
rector of public aifairs at the 
Highway t'-tr- Federation for 
Safety and Mobility in Washing¬ 
ton. D C So. i! you are one of the 
150 million licensed drivers in the 
United States, rest assured that 
highway hazards can be countered 
simply by keeping several basic 
pieces of equipment in your trunk

tive equipment, recommends the 
following as essentials 

Safety Triangles and Flares - 
Safety triangles with highly visi¬ 
ble reflectors ensure that a dis¬ 
abled vehicle will be seen by other 
motorists In dense fog. visibility 
is sharply reduced, so flares are a 
more effective way to mark a dis¬ 
abled car. 

Car Jack - Used to prop up 
your car to change a flat tire, a 
jack should be sturdy, non-rusted 
and well lubricated. Learn to use 
the car jack before you get a flat 
Know where the jacking points 
are. making sure U.<>'re not 
weakened i.TOSion, Also in 


dude wheel chocks to prevent the 
car from rolling while the tire i< 
being changed. 

Spare Wheel and Tire — A jack 
without a spare is like an ignition 
without a key Treat the spare as 
you would the four other tires and 
get air pressure checked regular¬ 
ly 

Tire Pumps - If you detect a 
slow leak and are close to a ser¬ 
vice station, a tire pump will pro 
vide the needed air temporarily 
Instant spare tire inflators are 
also a good bet Just shake the 
can. attach the nozzle to your tire 
valve, press the button and your 
tire inflates and seals with a syn¬ 
thetic rubber compound 

Lug Wrench Lug wrenches, 
also called wheel wrenches, are 
essential in tire changing. They 
are used to remove and replace 
lug nuts (the four or five nuts cov¬ 
ered by the hubcaps). Large, 
cross-shaped wrenches will pro¬ 
vide the greatest amount of torque 
to loosen tight nuts. 

Lights - Don't be caught with 
all the right tools and no light to 
work by if an emergency occurs at 
night. Stock a flashlight in your 
kit. making sure that the batteries 
are strong. A good bet is one that 
has both spotlight and floodlight 
capabilities. Some lights have 
magnetic bases that attach to 
steel surfaces, leaving your hands 
free to work. 

Booster Cables — The Automo 
bile Association of America re¬ 
ports that 45 percent of emergen¬ 
cy road service calls are from 
people whose cars won t start. So. 
just in case your battery dies, se¬ 
lect a pair of booster cables that 
are sturdy enough to start your 
automobile under the severest 
conditions. Then all von need is 
another car to transfer the needed 
power into your own

How To Apply Tire Chains — The Easy Way 



With a little know-how and practice, lire chains can be installed in a matter of 
minutes without using tools or a jack. 


STEP NO. I Spread the chains on the ground to 
remove twists or tangles. Make sure the cross chain 
hooks arc facing up. 


STEP NO. 2 Place chain over top of the. then tuck 
cross chains against tire and road surface Clu ck that 
cross chain hm iks are facing out and arc not against the 
tire sidew all Adjust cross chains to lung equal distance 
across tire tread 




STEP NO. 3 Next, drive the car cither forward or 
backward a lew feet so that the fasteners can ho hooked

STEP NO. 4 L'hains should be snug, with cross 
chains at right angles to the tread. Alter driving a short

Winter Necessities — You can't 
fight Mother Nature, especially in 


the frigid months of winter. Bring 
along a snow brush, windshield 
scraper, paper towels, small snow 
shovel, a blanket and traction 
mats. A long-burning candle or 
canned heat can provide enough 
warmth to prevent freezing in a 
closed vehicle. 

Don’t Forget — Coins for emer¬ 
gency telephone calls, an extra set 
of car keys on your person, pad 
and pencil for logging accident in¬ 
formation. wire hangers to sup 


port the exhaust pipe if a pipe 
hanger breaks fuses, spare bulbs 
and a factory repair manual for 
your car model It never hurts to 
buy replacement parts, such as 
fan belts, radiator and heater 
hoses, oil filters, spark plugs, 
wiper blades, etc

Plan Essential 


Aid Eligibility For Safety And Fire Prevention 


@The traditional route to the American dream — a good college education — is increas¬ 
ingly blocked by soaring tuition costs. It took an average of $4,900 last year to put a stu¬ 
dent through public colleges . . . and a whopping $9,570 through private institutions. 
And that figure will rise as much as six percent this fall. Facing this, many families are 
compromising, sending their kids to cheaper second or third-choice schools. 

Ironically, even as many students and parents feel the economic pinch, $2.5 billion in 
student aid is available. Millions of it go unclaimed. 

Why does available financial aid go begging? "Mainly, not enough students apply for 
it." says M.A. Maxin, Research Director of Student Assistance Council of America. 

"Many parents and students think scholarships are based only on financial need or ex¬ 
ceptional academic excellence, so they rule themselves out and never apply for available 
scholarships." 

That, she adds, is a mistake. "Millions of dollars in grants arc based on such factors 
as geographical residence, religious or fraternal membership, ethnic background, and 
career goals,” Maxim explains. “The chances of finding financial aid arc really quite 
good for many students" 

The Council has developed a short quiz to help students determine if they might be el¬ 
igible for educational grants. “Even one YES answer on the quiz," Maxin points out. 
"means a student is eligible to apply for many sources of financial aid."

• Install and maintain smoke detectors

plan. 


To develop a family escape plan: 

1 Sketch the layout of each floor, in¬ 
cluding windows, doors and stairways. 
Make sure every family member is famil¬ 
iar with the layout. High-rise apartment 
dwellers should know the location of exit 
stairwells and how to get to them as 
quickly as possible. 

2 Work out Hid escape routes, if possi¬ 
ble. for each nnim and mark them clearly 
on the sketch. Make sure there arc no ob¬ 
structions blocking escape routes. 

3. Hold fire drills, including some at 
night, so everyone will know what to do 
and be able to act in an emergency. 


4 Assign a family member to be re¬ 
sponsible for the elderly or very young to 
help them escape. 

5. Design a meeting place outside the 
home and instruct everyone to go there in 
case of fire. 

6 Once outside, count heads, stay to¬ 
gether and do not go back into the house 
for personal belongings.
